Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Sandwich experienced another year of development and 
activities in 1968. The increased building and increased 
population which had not been so prominent in Sandwich 
as in many other Cape towns during the past years, shows 
indication of no longer avoiding Sandwich. Could it be that 
people have found that Sandwich is a nice Cape town with 
much historical background and an atmosphere and en- 
vironment which is conducive to pleasant and satisfactory 
living? 


The several by-laws, rules and regulations which have 
been wisely accepted by voters of the Town during the past 
years, now during the period of building activities, can well 
be appreciated. These restrictions and controls are prov- 
ing a benefit to all and will result in a much more orderly 
and more substantial long term development of the town. 


Since the Cape enjoyed ideal weather during the sum- 
mer season, the increased activities throughout the Town 
reflected the additional number of visitors to spend some 
time in Sandwich. From direct and indirect reports, what 
they saw and found here they liked. 


The Hoxie House and Grist Mill enjoyed the largest 
attendance since they opened. It is felt from the favorable 
reactions and comments received from visitors to these his- 
torical locations, that the Town has provided something 
for our visitors which is desired and appreciated. All of the 
other historical activities also reported a most satisfactory 
season. 


Memorial Day was again celebrated by a parade, plac- 
ing of wreaths with proper services at the locations in the 
Town in memory of departed members of previous wars, an 
address held at the Library grounds, and followed by a band 
concert. In addition the Clark-Haddad Post of the Ameri- 
can Legion dedicated a plaque in the location of Mill Creek 
at the Town Hall, in memory of those who lost their lives 
at sea while in the service of their country. 
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The Fourth of July celebration has developed to be an 
anticipated event in Sandwich. With the parade in the 
morning for the young folks, followed by athletic events for 
the junior members of the Town and their visitors, at which 
both events prize ribbons are presented, the day gets off to 
a good start. Ball games in the afternoon add to the day’s 
activities. The evening with the band concert, boat carnival 
and fireworks display has developed to be a much talked of 
celebration by not only people in the Town, but covering 
the whole area. Visitors come by the thousands to enjoy 
this part of our efforts to celebrate the founding of our 
nation. 


The Sandwich Junior Baseball Leagues enjoyed another 
active season. The number of teams has increased as well 
as the interest. The all-star teams selected from both the 
Little League and Minor League played other all-star teams 
both on and off the Cape, which added greatly to the interest 
and spirit of the boys’ baseball activities. The Town has 
been fortunate in having a group of men who have been wil- 
ling to devote their time and efforts working with the boys 
in this activity, for without these men and their interest, 
we could not have accomplished the results in this popular 
sport. 


The Water Safety Program was again conducted during 
the summer season. While most of the young folks expect 
and enjoy spending time in the water during their vacation, 
providing swimming and life saving instruction at the same 
time is a worthwhile program. Our team of instructors as- 
sisted by a life guard, conduct a very satisfactory program. 


To make available to the young folks places to go and 
things to do, a morning program for both boys and girls 
was conducted at the school. The boys’ activities were well 
attended, but more girls could have been accommodated in 
their activities. These were supervised and operated by a 
man and a woman teacher who planned the programs to 
endeavor to interest all. 


The highway construction program continued with the 
construction, under Chapter 90, of another mile of Cotuit 
Road. This was a State engineered and supervised project 
built under contract. Also Lentell, Clement, Rei, and a sec- 
tion of James Street, as well as sections of Tyler Drive, Lev- 
eridge Lane and Saugus Street were surfaced with black top 
by Town force account. The State aided work under Chapter 
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81 for the maintenance and repairs to town roads was con- 
tinued throughout many sections of the Town. Next year it 
is projected to construct the section of Quaker Meeting 
House Road from the Mid-Cape Highway to Kiah’s Way un- 
der Chapter 90 to be State engineered and supervised under 
a contract by the State. Also other highway improvement 
work is being planned for the coming year. 


After some delays during construction the East Sand- 
wich Fire Station has been completed and is now being oc- 
cupied by the Fire Department. The design and construction 
have been worked out satisfactorily, and the facilities are 
projected to be adequate for the East Sandwich section for 
some time to come. The construction of a Fire Station in 
the Forestdale area will be considered in the near future. 


The Board of Selectmen were requested by the Police 
Association to enter into negotiations with a committee 
from the Association regarding salaries, wages and working 
conditions for the Police Department. The State Legislature 
has provided laws to allow and permit organizations to en- 
ter into negotiations and bargaining covering the items re- 
quested, designed to promote better understanding and re- 
lationship between the teams and principals involved. After 
several nights of discussions, an agreement has been re- 
solved which seems to cover and meet the request of the 
Police Department. There were some concessions made by 
both sides which has resulted in a final draft of an agree- 
ment entered into for a period of three years, to be opened 
annually for salary consideration only. 


We wish to acknowledge the cooperation the elected 
and appointed officials have given the Board of Selectmen 
during 1968 and extend our thanks and appreciation to 
them.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Town Meeting, on recommendations approved by the 
Finance Committee, voted to support services and special 
articles for the Town in 1968, in an amount exceeding one 
million dollars. After receiving the State assessments which 
have to be added to the Town’s appropriations, and deduct- 
ing the money estimated to be received, it was necessary to 
raise through taxation on local property $837,310.35. This 
reflected an increase over 1967 of $154,155.15. Regardless of 
the tax money involved, our tax base increased greater dur- 
ing the year than our expenditures. As a result the tax rate 
was reduced from $21.00 in 1967 to $17.00 in 1968. 


There is no question that with the general increase in 
cost of labor and material which is being experienced 
throughout the Commonwealth and the Nation, we must ex- 
pect our operation costs to increase with no end in sight. 
It was thought back a while ago, that we would reach a 
leveling off point, but it is now felt that this was only wish- 
ful thinking. Beside the Town’s operation cost, there are 
capital outlay programs and projects which should be given 
consideration to maintain and improve the Town’s facilities 
and operation. The cost of all of these items continues to 
increase and it is hoped that their consideration can be 
projected so that their cost will fit into our tax base over 
a period of time, therefore not creating a tax burden on our 
property owners. 


The revaluation of the real property throughout the 
Town being conducted by the Cleminshaw Company is pro- 
gressing smoothly and well. The sale of property which has 
been recorded during the last few years between willing 
sellers and willing buyers reflects a most substantial in- 
crease in values of property in Sandwich. This is much 
more evident on land sales than on dwellings. Since previ- 
ous sales of property is one of the most important factors 
in the valuation formula, our new land values throughout 
the Town will show a substantial increase over the values 
established in 1968. The increased cost of construction over 
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the ten-year period will also be reflected in buildings above 
the value established ten years ago. The present sampling 
of some proposed values indicate these facts. 


We trust that there will not be a delay in preparing the 
tax program in 1969, but there will be much work to be done 
in the Assessors’ Department after the final figures are 
made available. 


With the revaluation of the real property throughout 
the Town, we will be current as to present values, and there- 
fore establish a fair tax base for all property owners. How- 
ever with the continued changes which we are experiencing, 
how long can we safely project our valuation formula will be 
effective.

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


We herewith submit our report for the six-month period 
of January 1, 1968 to June 30, 1968. 


As you are all aware, the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts took over the Administration of all welfare programs 
on July 1, 1968. However, a representative of the Welfare 
Department will be available to our people here at the Town 
Hall on a limited basis, until the transition period is com- 
pleted. 


In the four categories of assistance in which the Federal 
and State Governments participate with the Town, a total 
of $61,042.54 was spent. About one-half of this amount was 
medical assistance, which is the category which has greatly 
increased, and which is still a problem in the State operation. 


With the transfer of the Welfare Department to the 
State, the Town of Sandwich lost a respected and loyal ad- 
ministrator of the Department. Mrs. Ida D. O’Brien felt that, 
after many years of service in and to the Town of Sandwich, 
she preferred not to join the State organization and retired 
from public service as of June 30, 1968. We extend our best 
wishes to her in retirement and hope that she will experience 
as much satisfaction in her retirement as she has in assisting 
the people of Sandwich over the years.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board is charged with various responsi- 
bilities relative to land use, to the subdivision of land, and 
to review of maps and plans of developers to ascertain com- 
pliance with existing laws, by-laws and codes. The Board is 
also charged with responsibility for proposing amendments 
to the existing by-laws and for developing general plans for 
an orderly development of the Town’s land areas, a suitable 
layout for roads, etc. 


In performing its duties this past year members of the 
Planning Board attended joint meetings with other Cape 
Town Planning Boards to talk over common problems. Mem- 
bers were present at the Cape Cod Planning and Economic 
Development Seminar meetings. We also met in Boston with 
the Department of Public Works to oppose the non-conform- 
ing trailer and camping plans at Scusset Beach. The Plan- 
ning Board held 23 scheduled meetings, at half of which one 
to several plans for land subdivision were considered, studied, 
and finally approved or rejected. The volume of this kind of 
work has steadily increased over the last few years as more 
and more people have become interested in living in Sand- 
wich. The reasons for this interest are not obscure: Sand- 
wich has both fresh- and salt-water frontage, a large area 
of salt marshes with a delightfully varied aspect with sea- 
sonal change; it has some large green forest areas on a roll- 
ing topography and many lesser green belts between resi- 
dential areas; its people have recognized many of its historic 
structures and sites and have been successful in restoring or 
conserving many of these in its historic district; and finally 
the Town has a relatively favorable property tax which of- 
fers among other things some security to people on fixed re- 
tirement income. But with these advantages of home owner- 
ship in Sandwich, land values have risen sharply; changes 
in land ownership are increasingly frequent, and home- 
building and development activities are now proceeding at 
the highest rate in the history of our Town. 
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The Planning Board is grateful to the citizens of the 
Town for approving and financing the development of a 
Master Plan with the professional assistance of Mr. Philip 
Herr. Mr. Herr has given valuable help to the Board as tech- 
nical problems have arisen, and he has been present at num- 
erous joint meetings of the Planning Board with the Board of 
Selectmen, the Conservation Commission, the Board of 
Health, the Historic District Commission, the Board of Ap- 
peals and with other officials of the Town. 


As a result of these meetings, Mr. Herr is showing steady 
progress in the mapping of land use in Sandwich and in 
compiling a current inventory of our Town’s resources. 
Steady progress is being made on a comprehensive plan for 
the future development of Sandwich and this plan will be 
brought to the citizens during 1969 for suggestions, changes 
and confirmation a year from now. More effective coopera- 
tion between various departments of the Town is a promis- 
ing outcome of work on the master plan. 


During the year, the resignation of Mrs. Ruth H. Bull, 
the Planning Board’s Secretary for the last three years, was 
accepted with regret. She served with competence, diligence 
and charm. Mrs. Helen I. Palmer has recently undertaken 
the duties of secretary. 


Mr. Bruce Dunbar continues as engineer to the Plan- 
ning Board and has regularly made inspections of perform- 
ance of developers to the satisfaction of the Board. 


In developing the Master Plan during 1969, the Planning 
Board looks forward to close cooperation with all concerned 
townspeople toward the development of the best possible 
plan.

ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich. 


The year 1968 witnessed the evolution of the Cape Cod 
Planning & Economic Development Commission into a fully 
operational regional planning agency. In the spring, long 
awaited grants from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development in the amount of $27,000 and from the Eco- 
nomic Development Administration in the amount of $20,470. 
were received. The Commission also received a planning grant 
from the Massachusetts Department of Commerce and De- 
velopment in the amount of $4,500. The Massachusetts Legis- 
lature honored the highest County budget request, in the 
amount of $47,000. since the Commission’s inception in 1965. 


These funds enabled the Commission to implement a sub- 
stantial portion of the long range planning program it had 
formulated during the previous two years. This program of 
research and planning studies is one of the most compre- 
hensive of its kind in the state and will enable the Commis- 
sion to effectively function as a clearing house of ideas and 
Suggestions aimed at helping the Towns to work together 
and separately to create a better Cape Cod. The scope of our 
Studies embraces economic analysis and economic develop- 
ment planning, environmental conservation and land use 
planning, human resources development, transportation plan- 
ning, public facilities and capital investment requirements 
and a continuing educational and local municipal advisory 
services. 


In June, four new staff members were hired to assist 
the Executive Director in conducting the planning program. 
The staff now consists of E. Fletcher Davis, Executive Di- 
rector, Walter E. Stratton, Jr., Senior Regional Planner, Anne 
G. Southwood, Research Technician, Joyce E. McCartney, 
Research Technician and Beverly B. Campbell, Secretary. 
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The increased funding program also enabled the Com- 
mission to employ several consulting firms to work with the 
staff providing specialized expertise where required. These 
firms include Design-Science International of Concord, serv- 
ing as environmental and natural resources consultants; 
Systems Analysis and Research Corp. of Cambridge serving 
both as economic advisors and transportation consultants; 
and Metcalf & Eddy of Boston serving as engineering con- 
sultants on the regional sewer water and solid waste dis- 
posal planning program. 


In the furtherance of creating an effective regional 
planning agency, the Commission recognized the need to 
develop and maintain working relationships with as many 
local municipal officials, heads of civic groups and inter- 
ested citizens as possible. Under the able chairmanship of 
Frederick V. Lawrence, seven standing advisory committees 
have been created whose membership approximates two 
hundred persons and who are representative of virtually all 
of Cape Cod’s social, economic and environmental interests. 
They are entitled (1) Economic Development, (2) Environ- 
mental and Natural Resources, (3) Human Resources, (4) 
Transportation, (5) Regional Public Facilities, (6) Develop- 
ment Standards, (7) Governmental Resources. 


Development Standards, Hilda Whitmore; Economic De- 
velopment, Chester Cross; Environmental Resources, Wil- 
liam Walker, Mrs. Chester Cross, William Richards; Gov- 
ernmental Resources, Carl H. Hiler, Harry Reed III; Human 
Resources; Regional Public Facilities, Robert Kreykenbohm, 
John L. Roberti; Transportation, Mrs. J. Bazzinotti and Rich- 
ard Ladenburg. 


Because the results of planning and development ef- 
forts depend to a large extent on the ability and knowledge 
of planning officials at the local government level, the 
CCPEDC with the cooperation of the Cape Cod Community 
College is conducting on a continuing basis, a Community 
Planning Seminar, which is designed to improve communi- 
cations between planners, whether they be professionals or 
non-professionals, and the citizenry. The enrollment last 
semester exceeded forty participants, of whom over half, 
were local planning board members. 


Further significant accomplishments st the Commis- 
sion during 1968 included: 
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1. The conduct of a Capewide attendance count of all 
public beaches on Cape Cod was held in August. 


2. The publication of a series of regional and local base 
maps at scales of 1”=—5,280’, 1”—2,000’ based on rela- 
tively current photogrammetry and available to any 
local or private public agency at cost. 


3. The preparation of a Capewide existing land use map 
portraying the pattern of current development in 
each Town. 


4. The conduct of existing land use surveys by the staff 
of the Commission in the Towns of Mashpee and 
Wellfieet. 


5. The design and administration of an economic sur- 
vey of all existing business and industries which was 
conducted by the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce 
as a pattern program for all of Cape Cod. 


6. The design of a proposed annual town census. 


7. The study of a proposed County and State Aid Fed- 
eral Coordinator. 


8. The preparation of current population figures includ- 
ing both year-round and seasonal residents for all 
fifteen towns. 


Technical assistance and advice has been rendered by 
the staff of the CCPEDC to over half of the towns on Cape 
Cod on various topics ranging from a proposed marine re- 
sort zone in one town to a cultural center in another.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the spring and summer of 1968 the Conserva- 
tion Commission concentrated its energies on the care of 
its new acquisition, Brady’s Island. We considered that here 
in the center of town we had an opportunity and a duty to 
demonstrate our gratitude to the citizens of Sandwich for 
the preservation of this landmark. A committee of towns- 
people was chosen and with its help a simple landscaping 
plan evolved. The easterly and southerly portions were to 
remain as farm land under grass. The old orchard was 
pruned, reinforced with a few young trees, and a planting of 
old-fashioned shrubs. The westerly side, that opposite to 
Tupper Road, was set aside for native plants. Twenty-five 
blueberry bushes were put in for fall and winter colors; 
three white dogwoods, the generous gift of the Sandwich 
Women’s Club; five hollies; five mountain laurels and two 
Spice bushes. We have kept the island mowed throughout 
to give it a cared-for appearance, promote accessibility, and 
eliminate the necessity of spring burning, a poor conserva- 
tion practice. The mowing will also help to make more 
effective a planting of 100 daffodil bulbs donated and set 
out last October by Sandwich Gardeners. If this planting, 
which the Commission supplemented by 100 crocus bulbs, 
proves successful, we hope to enlarge it annually. Eventually 
we hope to have some noteworthy foliage, fruit or flower 
in every month of the year. We shall place more wooden 
seats under the apples as soon as we are certain that the 
tree Warden’s help in ridding the place of poison ivy is no 
longer needed. The fenced enclosure at the front is intended 
for a small parking lot which we hope visitors with cars 
will use. 


We want especially to thank our neighbor, the Fire 
Department, for burning over the old grass, and for the 
timely use of the rescue truck and water tanker. Without 
the help of the latter we could not have made our plantings 
or kept them without loss. Also we wish to thank all who 
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contributed time and energy to this project. An estimated 
375 hours of labor by some forty-one people went into the 
renovation of Brady’s Island. Half of this time was donat- 
ed; most of it spent with adze, axe, rake, mall, shovel, pick, 
saw, trowel, ladder and watering can, tools dropped from 
the category of labor-saving devices some time ago. 


Luckily for the Commission other areas of open space 
require less maintenance. This year Talbot’s Point has been 
used by the scouts aS a campground on three overnight 
hikes and a new location for their tents has been devel- 
oped. We extend to them a cordial invitation to assist us 
in the exploration and development of the Friends Meeting 
area in South Sandwich. 


The Commission has continued to pursue its policy of 
conserving marshland through gift and purchase and hopes 
that the work of this year will be evident in the acquisi- 
tions of next. 


In November the Commission re-organized. Mr. Bernard 
DiPietro, chairman since 1961, resigned his post due to the 
pressure of his own business affairs. Mr. Prior took on the 
duties of secretary. We also gained a new member, Mrs. 
Donald Bourne, a summer resident since the “thirties”, now 
a year-round resident of East Sandwich. She brings to her 
work on the Commission experience gained in New Jersey 
and a sense of dedication the Town is fortunate to enlist. 
We are also happy to report that Mr. George Sutton, Treas- 
urer of the Sandwich Cooperative Bank, now serves the 
Commission as an advisor on acquisitions. 


The Commission is indebted to the Selectmen for ad- 
vice and encouragement, to their office staff for kindly 
assistance, and to other town departments for cooperation.

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Report of the Forest Warden

Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Forest Warden 
for the Town of Sandwich for the year 1968. 


The following is a breakdown of alarms responded to 
and other activities of the Forest Warden Department. 


Brush fires (approximately 30 acres) 35 
Dump fires 51 
Fire Permits issued 2274 
Investigations 710 
Violations (burning without permit) 17 


This year we had two major breakdowns to the Forest 
Warden truck. We have taken measures to have some work 
done on this piece of equipment and hope it will remedy the 
situation. 


As you have probably noticed, the number of fire calls 
have increased substantially over last year and I hope that 
this is not a trend of things to come. Once again, I would 
like to issue my annual warning. 


Fire Permits are needed for all open fires, regardless 
of weather conditions, please call 888-0525 for fire permits. 


We are continuing our program of brushing and clear- 
ing of woods roads to make our travel through parts of the 
woods a little easier. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the offi- 
cers and men of the Sandwich Volunteer Fire Department, 
Junior and Women’s Auxiliary, Communications Center, 
Police Department and all other local departments, who have 
assisted me in the past year. I also would like to thank all 
surrounding Fire Departments that have assisted me in many 
different. ways.

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Report of the Tree Warden and 
Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The gypsy moth infestation which has built up over the 
Upper Cape for the past few years continues to be a major 
threat. In the town of Sandwich the heaviest infestation is 
in the Lakewood Hills section. Both this Department and the 
State Department of Natural Resources are aware of this situ- 
ation, and it is expected that funds will be available through 
the State for a spraying program. As DDT is no longer recom- 
mended by the State for any use, we can be certain that it 
will not be used. Probably Sevin will be chosen for this pro- 
gram. 


Last year the Nantucket Tip Moth browned acres of pitch 
pine predominantly in the Dennis-Yarmouth area. There was 
some damage in all Cape towns; however, Sandwich fared 
fairly well. A serious outbreak is anticipated this year. While 
aerial spraying is not recommended by the Department of 
Natural Resources, the State has promised assistance in spray- 
ing by truck. Again, Sevin will probably be used. 


This past year we had seven trees which were confirmed 
positive Dutch Elm disease victims. More trees seem to be 
succumbing to this disease every year on Cape Cod. The 
disease seems to take hold particularly in the older, larger 
elms; drought is also thought to contribute to the trees’ 
weakness. We continue a regular spraying and pruning 
program for this disease. Since the use of DDT is now pro- 
hibited, methoxychlor, as recommended by the Pesticide 
Board of the Department of Public Health, will be used this 
year. According to the Board’s report to Insect Pest Con- 
trol Superintendents, methoxychlor is as effective as DDT 
in controlling elm bark beetles, when it is applied at the 
same dosage as is recommended for DDT. The Board has 
determined also that the use of methoxychlor poses less of 
a problem as regards safety to fish and wildlife and con- 
tamination of the environment in general. 
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Twenty large trees were planted this year to replace 
elms lost to Dutch Elm disease. They were various kinds, 
including Kwansan cherry, Crimson King maple, Zelkova, 
Hopa crab and lindens. This planting program will be con- 
tinued on an expanded scale in future years. 


Wood ticks, surprisingly, proved to be no problem at all 
last year. In 1967, they had been a major concern, although 
mostly on the Lower Cape. I sent a report to the Barnstable 
County Associated Boards of Health on the areas we 
sprayed. Most of the areas we sprayed were public beaches 
and parks; there were few requests for private spraying. 


We continue our efforts to eradicate poison ivy. Accord- 
ing to Chapter 660 of the General Laws, this Department 
is allowed to spray 100 feet into private property with the 
owners’ permission.

On August 23, the admissions record was broken — 300 pay- 
ing guests. Visitors here rarely leave without a promise 
to return with an old friend, relative or just to join the lec- 
tured tour once again. 


No major changes in artifacts this year. Two good 
friends of the Old Hoxie House made contributions to the 
present collection. Mrs. Earl Brownson of Duxbury donat- 
ed several framed samplers made by residents of Sandwich 
in the Eighteenth Century. Also Mr. Harold Curtis of 
Stoughton presented a perfect Indian arrowhead that was 
recovered on the grounds of the Old Hoxie House in 1914. 
These pieces shall be appropriately hung next season for 
display. 


Late in August, a rare Ship’s Lantern circa Eighteenth 
Century was taken (yes, stolen) from its place at the Old 
Hoxie House. This priceless piece was not only nailed to the 
wall in the upper chamber, but also wired in place. 


An interesting TV program was made of the Old Hoxie 
House this season by Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Whitehouse of 
Boston for educational purposes in the Chelmsford Elem- 
entary Schools.

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Report of the Dexter Grist Mill 


The 1968 season was a banner year for the restored Dex- 
ter Grist Mill. More paid admissions, more children admit- 
ted free, more bags of corn and meal sold, more efficiency 
of operation, more enthusiasm amongst the visitors (if pos- 
sible) and much better weather, as a whole, than last year. 
Other than these few items we might duplicate last year’s 
report. 


The mill and surrounding grounds still have that peace- 
ful appeal. Visitors come, and are reluctant to leave. They 
sit on the stone wall and enjoy the beauty of the lake, feed 
the ducks and swans, and take pictures. We have some 
very interesting conversations with people from many of 
the United States and Canada, and from foreign coun- 
tries. They are so appreciative of the restoration, and to 
be able to see a genuine mill in operation. I find, after 
visiting other mills, that ours is about as primitive as any 
can be. It is simple, has few moving parts, and is well in the 
open where it can be viewed. 


Special guests this year included a group of Senior Citi- 
zens from Providence, R. I., a Travel Club from Woodbine, 
Maryland, and a Lincoln Bus Tour. We opened for a spe- 
cial day in October to welcome wives of the visiting Massa- 
chusetts Selectmen’s Association, who were holding a con- 
vention in Harwich. Each lady was presented a bag of 
stone ground corn meal as a souvenir. AS in former years, 
the 3rd grade from the Henry T. Wing school made us a 
visit. It is good to have the youngsters see the mill in op- 
eration. What irks us is to have some local “kid” come in 
and register as from Hawaii or Hong Kong. 


We ground eight and a half tons of corn, 17,000 pounds, 
during the summer. We pay a premium price for a good 
grade of corn. It is clean and wholesome. We sold 6,270 
small bags of stone-ground corn meal. Vacationers on 
their way home stop at the gate and purchase as many as 
a dozen bags of meal to carry home for winter use. 


The mill operated very smoothly this year. The stones 
were dressed before starting the grinding, which insured 
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a fine quality of meal. The direction of the water flowing 
onto the wheel was changed slightly, resulting in greater 
efficiency and quieter running. No repairs were needed in 
the mill during the year. A new fence railing installed near 
the gate was the only repair work outside. 


The season started on June 22nd and ended on Sep- 
tember 29th. 


Have you ever eaten some Baked Indian Pudding or 
some Corn Meal Muffins made from stone-ground corn meal 
obtainable at the Restored Dexter’s Grist Mill? Better try 
them!

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Report of the Chief of Police 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is my report as Chief of Police for the Town 
of Sandwich for 1968: 


In this yearly report I will not venture into the Depart- 
ment’s technical problems, or its wants of equipment, etc., 
etc., etc. I do feel however that I should put into this report, 
something that would be informative to the adults and our 
children of this or any other fine community. 


During the past few years there has been a distressing 
increase in child molestation cases all over the nation. Many 
of these cases involving little boys and girls have resulted 
not only in violence, but sometimes death to the victim. 


This alarming increase in the number of vicious assaults 
on young children has occurred in spite of the fact that law 
enforcement agencies are keenly alert to the dangers of the 
molester and make every effort to keep all known suspects 
under constant surveillance. 


Law enforcement needs your help in combating the 
menace of the child molester. The co-operation of every 
upright citizen is needed to make the children of this country 
safe from the dangers of the fiends that lurk in the rural 
areas and small towns as well as the cities. We have been 
very fortunate in this community. 


In the event that you, yourself, see someone whose ac- 
tions arouse your suspicion, please observe him closely so 
that you can later identify him, get his auto license number 
if you can and then call your local Police Department. Do not 
attempt to apprehend or question the suspect yourself, but do 
not delay in calling the department. 


We respectfully solicit your co-operation in making this 
community a safer place in which to live, work and play. 
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The most contemptible type of criminal in America to- 
day is the child molester. He is an even greater threat to 
the peace of mind of the parents of the nation than the kid- 
napper—for his motive is not money, but physical harm and 
frequently death to his victim. His prey is not just the chil- 
dren of the wealthy; it may be your child or your neighbors 
child. The child molester is not confined to the city; he 
lurks in the small town and rural areas as well. 


The most effective means of protecting your children 
from the ravages of the child molester is to teach them to be 
wary of the “friendly stranger.” Discuss the matter with 
your children, and above all, teach them what to do if they 
are approached by a stranger. 


Here are same very important rules to follow: 


NEVER get in a car with a stranger, even if the stranger 
says “Your Mother sent for you.” DON’T go near 
the car. 


IF YOU SEE one of your playmates get into a stranger’s 
car, write down the auto license number and notify 
your parents, teacher or a policeman. If you don’t 
have a pencil, scratch the license number in the 
dirt. 


NEVER go near a car when asked for directions. Stand 
several feet away from the car. 


NEVER accept money or gifts from a stranger. 


NEVER permit a stranger to put his hands on you or 
touch your clothing. 


NEVER enter a stranger’s house or room. 
NEVER play alone in parks or empty buildings. 


Please remember, The Nation’s Most Precious Asset — 
Is Its Children. 


Children are by nature friendly and trusting, and we 
would not want them to be otherwise — but that very trait 
sometimes leads to tragedy. 


You, as a parent and teacher, are urged to read this in- 
formation carefully and discuss the matter fully with your 
children or the children in your care — so that they may 
know how to avoid situations that make them easy prey of 
the most reprehensible type of criminal. 
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Rules for Parents: 
Know where your children are at all times. 


Know the character and background of your baby sit- 
ter or anyone in whose care you place your children. 


Teach your children the rules of safety, courtesy and 
fair play. 


Teach your children to respect law and order. Make them 
understand that the Police officer is a friend, not a 
foe. 


Your Part as a Citizen in Crime Prevention 
Suspicions are always Valuable. 


If you have a “hunch” that something is wrong, call the 
police. Whenever persons loiter about your house or neigh- 
borhood and it appears to you that they should be investi- 
gated, do not hesitate to telephone the police AT ONCE. When 
something looks suspicious, do not wait until the damage has 
been done, but QUICKLY communicate your suspicions to 
the police. Impress upon your family the necessity for co- 
operation by telephoning IMMEDIATELY. It’s for your pro- 
tection. 


When Leaving For An Extended Period From Your Home 


1. Do not have the newspapers publish the fact that you 
are leaving. 


2. Stop the milkman and newspaper carrier from making 
deliveries. 


3. Tell the mailman to hold or forward your mail or deliver 
it to a neighbor. 


4. Arrange with a neighbor to remove advertising matter 
and other articles which may be left on your porch. Such 
articles only advertise an unoccupied house and invite 
burglars. 


5. Notify the police when you are leaving the premises and 
the approximate date of your return so that a special 
watch may be made during your absence. 


6. Advise the police where you may be reached in case of 
an emergency. | | 
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7. Remove all money, valuable jewelry and other articles 
that can be taken easily by a burglar. Don’t hide money 
or other valuables under rugs, behind pictures, in the 
crockery or in any mattresses, as these are the first place 
a thief will look. Instead remove them from the house 
and put them in a safe place. 


8. Inspect all doors and windows before leaving to make 
certain they are securely locked. 


When Leaving For The Evening 


1. Leave a light burning in the house. A second light up- 
stairs is very helpful. 


2. Do not pull down window shades. 
Do not leave notes indicating the time you will return. 


4. Do not leave your key under the mat, over the door, or 
in the mailbox. 


5. Be sure that all doors and windows are securely locked. 
Get in the habit of double locking the doors. 


6. Close the garage doors. Open doors reveal your absence. 


7. Tell your neighbor how long you will be gone. 


Questionable Charitable Organizations 


Beware of unscrupulous promoters who solicit you by 
telephone, mail, or in person, requesting that you contri- 
bute toward a charity or benefit sponsored by some obscure 
organization. Do not respond with money to telephone solici- 
tations, especially when an offer is made to have a messenger 
call for the contribution. Ask the party who telephones you 
for a reputable local reference and satisfy yourself of the 
merit of the proposal before committing yourself. Other- 
wise, check with the Better Business Bureau, or the Cape 
Cod Chamber of Commerce. 


Solicitors and Peddlers 


Many daylight burglaries in residential districts are com- 
mitted by solicitors who enter homes which they find are 
unoccupied. They have an apparently legitimate excuse for 
being in the neighborhood, and for that reason it is extreme- 
ly difficult for the police to catch them in the act. Large 
companies may use 25 or more persons in a neighborhood on 
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one day, canvas it thoroughly and move on to another lo- 
cality the second day. They are not always careful whom 
they employ and sometimes among their solicitors are per- 
sons of criminal tendencies who do not hesitate to “prowl” 
a house. Other solicitors may practice frauds on the public 
in various ways. (We have had this here in our town recent- 
ly, and I do hope we have curbed any further happenings 
of this sort.) 


If You Are Stopped By Police 


Do not be offended if questioned as to your identity and 
business by a police officer. His assignments and routine 
duty often require the identification of persons. Be glad 
that he is on the job. Respectable persons have nothing to 
fear from the police. 


We solicit your co-operation in assisting the Police De- 
partment to keep your town respected and law abiding. 


Firearms Identification Cards 


The following information is offered as a guide relative 
to the issuance of Firearms Identification Cards. 


Q. Who must register? 


A. Any person owning an air pistol, pellet gun, BB rifle, 
shotgun, rifle, hand gun or machine gun. 


Q. What do I do if I sell a shotgun, rifle or firearm? 


A. Report it immediately, in writing, to the Chief of Po- 
lice and to the Commissioner of Public Safety, the name 
and address of the seller and purchaser of any such fire- 
arms, together with a complete description of the fire- 
arm, including the caliber, make and serial number. 


Q@. What doI do if I purchase a firearm from a person oth- 
er than a dealer with a license to sell? 


A. You would, within seven days report, in writing, to the 
Commissioner of Public Safety, the name and address of 
the seller or donor and the buyer or donee, together 
with a complete description of the firearm, rifle, shot- 
gun, etc., including the caliber, make and serial number. 


Can anyone apply for a Firearms Identification Card? 


Yes, unless the applicant (a) has within the last five 
years been convicted of a felony in any state or federal 
jurisdiction, or within that period has been released 
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from a state prison or penitentiary, or (b) has been 
confined to any hospital or institution for mental ill- 
ness. (c) has been convicted of a violation of any fed- 
eral or state narcotic or harmful drug law, or is under 
treatment or confinement for drug addiction or habitual 
drunkenness. (d) is at the time of the application under 
the age of fifteen, or (e) is at the time of application 
fifteen years of age or over but under the age of 
eighteen, except where the applicant submits with his 
application a certificate of his parent or guardian grant- 
ing the applicant permission to apply for a card. 


What can I do if I am refused a firearm identification 
card, of have it revoked? 

You may within ninety days after receipt of notice, ap- 
peal to the district court for a review of such action. 


What must I do if I am unable to get a card? 

If you own a firearm, rifle or shotgun, you must upon 
revocation or refusal by the courts, for a firearm identi- 
fication card, deliver or surrender to the licensing auth- 
ority where you live or reside, all firearms, rifles and 
shotguns which you then possess unless an appeal is 
pending. Such person or his legal guardian or repre- 
sentative, shall have the right, at anything up to one 
year after said delivery or surrender, to transfer such 
firearms, rifles and shotguns to any licensed dealer or 
any other person legally permitted to purchase or take 
possession of such firearms. 


Can I sell ammunition without a license? 

No. 

Can I buy ammunition without a firearms identification 
card? 

No. 

Can I use my firearms identification cards to purchase 
ammunition or firearms for another person? 

No. 

Is it true that all firearms will, after April first 1969 have 
serial identification numbers? 

Yes, except for military purposes. 


I have a distress signalling gun on my boat, do I have 
to register? 
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A. No. Any rifle, shotgun or device used exclusively for 
signalling or distress use and required or recommended 
by the United States Coast Guard, or for the firing of 
stud cartridges, explosives rivets or similar industrial 
ammunition, the owner of such does not have to regis- 


ter. 

Q. If I have a gun stolen, what should I do? 

A. Notice by the owner shall be given to the commissioner 
within fourteen days of the discovery by the owner of 
the loss or theft with complete description of the fire- 
arm including its make, model, serial number, if any, 
and caliber or gauge. 

Q. Does this law pertain to antique firearms? 

A. Any firearm made prior to 1897 including matchlock, 
flintlock, percussion cap or similar early type ignition 
System or a replica thereof, whether actually made be- 
fore or after the year 1897, and also any firearm using 
fixed ammunition made prior to 1898 does not come 
under the law. 

Q. Are you in doubt? 

A. Call your Chief of Police. 

Q. Still in doubt? 

A. Register—be safe. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all the 
young people of Sandwich for coming through like they did 
on Halloween.

In the above breakdown of the different categories the 
Dog Officer has participated in during the year of 1968, you 
will notice a new category, “Puppies Delivered”. This is not a 
transportation problem. On two occasions this summer, dogs 
were turned over to be cared for by the Dog Officer. The first 
occasion resulted in eight pups being born and delivered with 
a helpful assist from Deputy Fire Chief Atwood. On the 
second occasion, eleven pups were produced. This time, Sgt. 
Weaver is credited with the assist. 
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The area in which I seemed to have the most calls was 
again, during the restraining period. I became aware of a 
factor that causes certain dogs to roam, that I had never 
given much thought to before ‘Dogs in Season”. I certainly 
am aware of it now. If anyone would care to read the reports 
or talk to the dog owners involved, I dare say the problem is 
almost more than we humans can comprehend. 


I would like to thank all those who were patient and 
cooperative during that crisis. I feel that most dog owners 
are doing their best to keep their dogs restrained. 


| The stray dog or dog reported missing is an area where 
the Dog Officer gives better than 50% of his attention. 


The stray dog is normally turned in at the Police Station 
or to the Dog Officer. It is then his duty to try to locate the 
owner and return the dog. The problem in this area is if the 
dog does not have a tag. It results in a guessing game as to 
who belongs to whom unless you speak the language, that’s 
“Wruft”, and I don’t dig it. 


The dog, if no owner can be located, has to be Kept ten 
days. After the ten days, if the dog is a male, it can be sold. 
If no one wants the dog, or if it is a femaie, it is turned over 
to the MSPCA, in Hyannis. 


We have been very fortunate in finding good homes for 
several of our little orphans. This year four orphans have 
been turned over to foster parents and all are happy. 


A dog reported missing or lost by owners to the Dispatch 
Center is recorded as to license number, description and 
name. As you can see in the breakdown, we are trying to see 
that “Man’s Best Friend” is being returned to his proper 
place. 


The biggest help in getting your dog home where it be- 
longs is to have his license tag on his collar, as is required by 
law. I know that license tags can get pulled off and lost, but 
replacements are available and the cost is only 25 cents. The 
price of the original or the replacement does not seem to 
bother most dog owners, it is getting to the Town Hall. This 
is the hard part. I will say that since taking over the duties 
of the Dog Officer for the Town of Sandwich, I have done 
everything in my power to assist dog owners in getting their 
licenses and letting them know when they are due. 
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Just a pre-reminder — that as you are reading this re- 
port, your dog’s license expires March 31, 1969. Don’t wait 
until the last minute and stand in that long line. Mr. Hoxie, 
Mrs. Lewis and Barbara Kiley will be glad to serve you. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all those 
who have helped me in the performance of my duties as Dog 
Officer for the year 1968.

Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Submitted, herewith, is the report of the activities of 
your Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer. 


During the season there were 425 hunters and 193 fisher- 
men checked, and as in the past the majority of these hunters 
and fishermen were residents of other Towns and Cities. 
Of these hunters and fishermen checked it was necessary to 
issue 26 warnings for infractions. There were two violations 
of a more serious nature that are pending court action. 


The following is a breakdown of game in bags checked:

The Division of Fisheries and Game stocked 84 hen 
pheasant and 194 cocks in Sandwich during 1968. Shawme 
Fish and Game Club Inc. released 97 of the 100 birds raised 
under the fine care given them by Winthrop Howland. 


The Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game have 
continued to stock ponds and streams in the Town.

This past fall Peters Pond and Hoxie Pond were re- 
claimed by the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and 
Game. Peters Pond is recognized as one of the finest trout 
ponds in the State. It was necessary to reclaim this pond 
due to the carelessness of fishermen using various types of 
live bait. 


An accurate account due to this negligence is as follows: 


Material (840 gallons 5% emulsifable 

Rotenone at $5.00 per gallon) $4,200.00 
Labor 1,050.00 
Fish stocked after reclamation approximately 17,000.00 


Total $12,250.00 


The above cost, whereas it is illegal to use live bait in a 
reclaimed pond, should alert the fishermen to respect what 
the Division of Fisheries and Game is trying to do for their 
benefit. 


The Hunter Safety Program as set forth by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for youths between the ages of 
15 and 18 was conducted. This course teaches the safe 
handling of firearms and instructs the student in the dif- 
ferent types of ammunition, also teaches good conservation 
habits and reviews current Fish and Game Laws. We were 
most grateful that Deputy Sheriff, William E. Foster again 
ably assisted us with his pictures and explanation of the 
nomenclature of various weapons. 


The Antlerless Deer Law was in effect again this year. 
Sandwich hunters were fortunate in drawing 4 antlerless 
permits out of 2000 issues by the State, these permits allow 
the recipient to hunt either sex. 


Eight deer were killed by automobile, three more than 
last year. 


Illegal hunting of deer with and without dogs increased 
this year, creating many more working hours for the Con- 
servation Officers. In March, one deer had a sad ending, 
having been cornered was driven into the canal by men 
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from the power plant and other unauthorized persons. Later, 
after being notified, I picked the deer up drowned on Scusset 
Beach. 


Snapping Turtles in June were troublesome, several were 
disposed of from Shawme Lake in order to save the baby 
ducks. 


There were many coons, skunks and squirrels removed 
in Have-a-Heart traps from the residential areas, these were 
set free in God’s country, South Sandwich. One skunk was 
most outstanding, he wore a studded collar and a little bell. 
I could not release him to the wilds, as I soon recognized 
that he was accustomed to tender, loving care. I took him 
home, gave him his supper then set out to find his owner. 
I discovered he was “Snoopy” a fond member of the Earl 
Dwyer family. 


This Department has continued to work hand in hand 
with admirable liaison with the Commonwealth Natural 
Resources Officers and the Fish and Game personnel, the 
Barnstable and Falmouth Fish and Game Laws Enforcement 
Officers, the State Police from the Bourne Barracks, Chief 
Souza, the Sandwich Police, as well as other Town Officers. 
I particularly wish to thank our Board of Selectmen for 
their ever ready help and encouragement.

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Water Safety In- 
structors for 1968. 


Swimming lessons this year were given by Miss Helen 
Agen assisted by Miss Louise Agen at both Lombard Park 
(Snake Pond) and Sandwich Town Beach. All Red Cross 
courses were Offered ranging from Beginners through Sen- 
ior Life Saving. An adult course was also offered. We were 
pleased to pass five more life savers. 


Because of the increase in the number of students re- 
ceiving instructions at Lombard Park (186) and the decrease 
at the Town Beach (15), we would like to suggest that les- 
sons be concentrated solely at Lombard Park. For those 
that find the pond water unacceptable, lessons have been 
made available at Sandy Neck Beach. 


We would like to thank Officer Judson for his part in 
making Lombard Park a better place for the town residents 
to bathe. Not only was he helpful in keeping unwelcome 
bathers out, but he was also helpful in keeping an orderly 
beach. 


Gregory Williams proved to be a very reliable Life 
Guard for Lombard Park. He did find the week-end crowds 
hard to watch effectively, and was concerned about the ab- 
sence of a trained life guard on his days off. Also the near- 
est phone is about a half mile away. A need for a life boat 
or surfboard has become quite evident too. 


Therefore we would like to submit the following re- 
quests: 


1. Lessons should be limited to Lombard Park. 

2. A trained Life Saver should be added on week- 
ends and on the regular life guard’s free day. 

3. A phone should be installed at Lombard Park. 

4. A lifeboat or surfboard should be made available. 
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A total of 201 students registered for swimming in- 
structions and 54 successfully completed instructions. Those 
passed in the following groups were as follows:

Report of the Recreation Director 


In 1968 a sum of money was appropriated for recrea- 
tional purposes, for the Town of Sandwich. This was for 
the purpose of reorganizing a Summer Playground program, 
similar to a few years ago, and also to promote additional 
activities. Mr. Philip Bangs and Miss Linda Pierce super- 
vised the boys’ and girls’ playground programs, and both 
did a creditable job. The girls’ attendance was small at 
first, but determined efforts brought the daily average up 
to twelve. The boys’ average attendance was nearly 20 un- 
til the last week when it dropped off somewhat. The weath- 
er was exceptional, to the point that I think this is what 
affected the average attendance.

Inspector of Animals & Slaughtering 
Mrs. Hilda Whitmore, Inspector reports that forty-four 
(44) animal bites were investigated, they were as follows: 
35 Dog Bites, 1 Rabbit, 2 Cat, 1 Hamster, 1 Pony, 2 Horses, 
4 Dogs could not be located.

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The carcass of the Rabbit was sent to the Wasserman 
Laboratory for Rabies test. Their report was negative. All 
other animals were quarantined. 


In addition she viewed 44 Farms, Inspected 22 Barns, 
121 Animals. These included 61 Cattle, 18 Horses, 10 Ponies, 
8 Donkeys, 14 Goats, 10 Sheep. 


Burial Permits Issued 

Eight burial permits were issued. Three of the permits 
were for U.S. Air Force personnel who lost their lives in 
Cape Cod Bay. 


Disease 

During the last year Sandwich had no serious epidemics. 
The usual number of diseases common among children were 
reported. 


Food Service Establishments 

In accordance with the General Laws all Retail Food 
establishments and restaurants must be inspected to see that 
they meet all reasonable compliance with the State. During 
the past year forty establishments were inspected by the 
Agent and the County Sanitarian, Mr. Leo Decoteau. All were 
found to meet the State health requirements. 


Refuse Disposal 

The present Disposal Area for garbage and rubbish has 
become a problem. It is unsanitary, aesthetically offensive, a 
health hazard, a breeder of rodents and flies. We have 
recommended that a site be purchased for a Sanitary Land 
Fill Dump. A site that will be suitable for many years in a 
location that will not reduce adjacent land values or be an 
annoyance to nearby residential areas. 


International Travel 

During the year we approved forty-two certificates. It is 
the responsibility of the traveler to be vaccinated for dis- 
eases as listed in the United States Booklet of Health. 


Sanitary Sewage Installations 

No individual sewage disposal system or other means of 
sewage disposal can be constructed, altered, repaired or in- 
stalled until a permit has been secured from the Board. Dur- 
ing the year one hundred and fifty-eight (158) sanitary per- 
mits were issued. 
Sanitary Sewage Installers 


No person or firm can construct, alter or repair any 
sewage system until they make a written application stating 
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their qualifications and secure an operator’s yearly license, 
copy of which is filed with the State Department of Public 
Health. During the year eight licenses were issued. 


Plumbing & Sanitary Installation Inspector 

Mr. Edward Montague, Inspector has had a busy year. 
He issued 168 Plumbing Permits and inspected 158 Sanitary 
Installations to see that they met with State Regulations. 


Nuisance 

Thirty nuisance complaints consisting of cesspools over- 
flowing, etc. were received. Inspections were made and reme- 
died where possible. If beyond our control reported to State 
Department of Public Health and Barnstable County Health 
Department. 


Mosquito Control 

Mr. Oscar Doane, Jr. and his Associates of the Cape Cod 
Mosquito Control investigated and sprayed the marshes and 
other locations many times. We are indebted to them for 
their voluntary assistance. 


Barnstable County Health Department 

We had many sanitary and health problems that re- 
quired professional advice and help. Miss Mary Susich, Coun- 
ty Health Officer and Mr. Leo Decoteau, County Sanitarian 
assisted us in solving these problems. We appreciate their 
help. 

Our thanks to the Selectmen, Mr. Walter Fagnant, Audi- 
tor, Miss Frances Silva, Public Health Nurse, Fire and Police 
Departments and the Citizens of Sandwich for their support 
and cooperation.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


Submitted below is my fourth Annual Report as Public 
Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. 


The year 1968 has seen the duties of the Public Health 
Nurse greatly increased. In addition to the actual nursing 
duties I now do much in teaching, advising and health pro- 
motion. There are appointments to be made, people trans- 
ported, and follow-up visits made to services such as: Paul 
Dever School, Pedodontic Associates, mental health clinics at 
the Thorne Building in Pocasset, Plastic clinics at the Mt. 
Auburn Hospital in Cambridge, to other orthodontic and exo- 
dontic doctors, and numerous trips to local physicians. 


This year the Sandwich Health Association sponsored 
three fine health projects. One which I am sure is familiar 
to most is the Sandwich Well Child Clinic. Dr. Charles Glea- 
son of Wareham a pediatrician, not only gives each child a 
thorough examination, but brings each child’s immunizations 
up to date. The clinic is open to all Sandwich children up to 
school age. 

A free Pre-School Clinic was set up this year to comply 
with the new Immunization Bill (Chapter 590) Massachu- 
setts General Laws. This law states that no child shall, ex- 
cept for religious reasons be admitted to school except upon 
presentation of a physician’s certificate that the child has 
been successfully vaccinated against smallpox, and immu- 
nized against diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, measles and 
poliomyelitis and such other communicable diseases as may 
be specified from time to time by the Department of Public 
Health. This does not mean that a child that has not com- 
pleted his immunizations will be unable to attend school. He 
may do so as long as the parents comply with the intent of 
Chapter 590. 

The Well Womens Clinics are also sponsored by the 
Sandwich Health Association. These are conducted by Dr. 
Elizabeth Gleason of Wareham. At these ten clinics women 
of all ages are given an excellent physical examination and 
certain laboratory tests. The patients are given the results 
and copies are sent to their personal physicians. 


For the second year the Sandwich Nursing Department 
has participated in a statewide Immunization check on new- 
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borns and the immunization history of the members of the 
household. This gives the Massachusetts Public Health Dept. 
and Barnstable County Public Health Dept. an accurate indi- 
cation of the level of immunity in our community. Tally 
sheets are made to determine if families are adequately im- 
munized. 

The Sandwich Nursing Dept. Advisory Committee has 
worked on a number of varied health subjects this year. The 
pre-school clinic “Open to Public Meetings”, needs of the 
elderly, reviews of medical policies, Nursing Dept. budget was 
reviewed and recommendations made. It is hoped that more 
“Open to the Public Meetings” will be held next year to show 
the townspeople the health needs and services of this com- 
munity. 

The Medicare program continues to benefit many per- 
sons in our town. But as Medicare and our second service 
Homemaker Home Health Aide grows so does the paper work 
involved. An increasing amount of records, forms, reports 
pass over my desk so much so that my need for clerical help 
grows too. 

In June the Town of Sandwich Nursing Department was 
recertified to continue participation in the Medicare pro- 
gram. 

More people are now using the Homemaker Home Health 
Aide service. Having a homemaker in the home for a few 
hours a day allows the Public Health Nurse to handle more 
patients for this aide does much of the simple personal and 
household duties once done by the nurse. 

May I thank all those giving help and assistance to me 
throughout the year. The list is long. Thank you all.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for 1968 


Barnstable County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


I am pleased to submit this report of the Barnstable 
County Health Department for the year 1968. 


Public Law 89-749, the Comprehensive Health Planning 
and Public Health Service Act of 1966, more commonly known 
as the “Partnership for Health Act of 1966” has stimulated 
action in Massachusetts. 


The United States Congress declared “that fulfillment of 
our national purpose depends on promoting and assuring the 
highest level of health attainable for every person, in an en- 
vironment which contributes positively to healthful individual 
and family living. Federal financial assistance must be di- 
rected to support the marshalling of all health resources— 
National, State, and Local—to assure comprehensive health 
services of high quality for every person.” 


A State Comprehensive Health Planning Program for 
Massachusetts was established within the Executive Office for 
Administration and Finance on June 23, 1967 and began func- 
tioning with the appointment of a Director on April 28, 1968. 
The Director of this department had the privilege of being 
appointed to the Governor’s Council on Comprehensive Health 
and looks forward to serving on this important council. 


For this planning Barnstable County is in Region 7 and 
in the “Barnstable” area, which is composed of Barnstable, 
Dukes and Nantucket Counties, and the Town of Wareham. 


This department’s personnel have always devoted a great 
proportion of their time in helping to establish health needs, 
helping to initiate programs when needed, coordinating serv- 
ices, and serving as advisors and consultants in their specialty. 
The staff continues to take an active part in many commun- 
ity health activities and in their professional organizations. 
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The social worker vacancy was filled at the end of this 
year. After a period of orientation and review a statement 
of her services will be made available to appropriate agencies 
in the County. 


On September 10, 1968, the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health made available mumps vaccine to immunize 
students in the 7th, 8th, and 9th grades who have no history 
of mumps or receiving mumps vaccine. The junior high 
school group was selected for the initial phase of the program 
because the incidence of complications from mumps is high- 
est in adolescents and adults. Five towns in Barnstable Coun- 
ty have completed a program for this age group. 


DENTAL HEALTH—Alice Dalzell 


Dental hygiene service in Barnstable County in 1968 was 
a combination of direct service to pre-school programs and 
schools, educational programs to communities and schools, 
consultation and research. Every town on the Cape was 
covered with some kind of dental program or consultation. 
Two schools, Nazareth and Holy Trinity, which had never 
received service before, were added to the list. 


Much work was done at the pre-school level. During the 
summer, topical fluoride treatments were given to children 
entering the Orleans School System. The Dental Hygienist 
was a member of the team consultation group to Head Start 
groups and programs, both summer and year-round, and gave 
direct service to these programs. All children were screened 
and some fluoride treatments were given if the child had not 
had the treatment previously. Many parent classes were held 
Which gave an excellent opportunity for dental health edu- 
cation. 


An Epidemiological Study to determine the fluoride con- 
tent of tooth enamel was conducted in the Barnstable School 
System. This study was a co-operative effort with the Forsyth 
Dental Research Center, Massachusetts Division of Dental 
Health, Barnstable County Health Department, and the 
School System, and financed through a research grant to 
Forsyth. Children in grades 4 and 5 of the Hyannis East 
Elementary took part in the study and the County Hygienist 
was the clinician. Results of this study have not as yet been 
compiled. 
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During Dental Health Week, February 4-11, a poster con- 
test was held in conjunction with the Cape Cod Dental Society 
and the Council in Dental Health. All sixth grades on the 
Cape were invited to participate. Winners were presented 
water-pics and electric toothbrushes. There were radio inter- 
views, TV spot announcements, and many articles on dental 
health in the newspapers. Many educational programs such 
as assemblies and classroom talks were held in the schools as 
special programs during Dental Health Week. However, much 
of this dental education is carried on through the school year. 


The new Fluoridation Law, which passed the 1968 Legis- 
lature, has demanded much attention. Under the new law, 
local Boards of Health, with the approval of the State Health 
Commissioner, have the authority and responsibility for 
recommending fluoridation if they deem it in the public in- 
terest. As with many new laws, people are not always sure 
how to proceed properly under the statute, and calls for ad- 
vice and assistance, speakers, etc., have been numerous. The 
cost of dental care makes fluoridation of water supplies a 
must for the prevention of tooth decay. Water fluoridation 
is a controversial matter and much needs to be done to inform 
the communities that the benefits far out-weigh the fears. 
The new law assures healthier teeth for growing children with 
benefits extending into later life—stronger bones for adults 
is one such benefit. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION—Richard Sturtevant 


All inspectional programs were performed according to 
the Massachusetts State Sanitary Code which included eating 
and drinking establishments, recreational camps, family type 
camp grounds, public and semi-public swimming pools, and 
sewage disposal inspections. Local Boards of Health were as- 
sisted in sewage disposal approval where special problems 
existed. 


Other activities included approval of day care centers, 
public and private school inspections, sub-division approvals, 
bathing beach approvals, shellfish control, field investigations 
for tick control, and epidemiological investigations. 


The amount of time devoted to these activities can be 
realized by referring to the statistical summary in this report. 


We are pleased to note that some towns have proceeded 
to acquire public lands for future use for solid waste disposal 
and public water supplies. In the near future a study will 
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have been completed by the Cape Cod Economic and Develop- 
ment Advisory Commission relative to water supply, solid 
waste disposal for Barnstable County. Members of this de- 
partment are working with the Commission in making this 
study. 


NURSING—Esther G. Howes 


One of the major goals for 1968 had been “to provide 
more direct supervision for each public health nurse.” Be- 
cause continued “certification” for Medicare coverage requires 
the provision of supervision, written agreements were drawn 
up between six towns and the Barnstable County Health De- 
partment. These agreements meant a new relationship with 
the public health nurses, beyond that of answering requests 
for help and imparting information on new programs. Direct 
supervision includes knowledge of cases and case manage- 
ment, of the behavior and performance of nurses, and in- 
cludes a commitment to the employers of nurses. This means 
a periodic evaluation and report to the employer as to the 
nurses professional growth and her ability to maintain stan- 
dards of public health practice. 


There are 52 public health nurses employed now in the 
County, 17 are prepared, and all of the agency nurses now 
have nursing supervision. The school nurses continue to be 
pre-occupied with personnel policies; however, there is need 
for many to demonstrate their ability in curriculum planning 
and health education, and to propose new ways of using non- 
professional helpers.

Coordination and liaison for the Crippled Children’s Pro- 
gram in this area. 


Membership and committee chairman in several local 
health and welfare organizations.

The doors of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational- 
Technical School will open in September to accept the first 
students. 


On several occasions during the year just past, concern 
existed that it might be a close race to meet the opening date, 
but through the efforts of all concerned and careful planning, 
lost time was made up and progress took place at an accel- 
erated pace. It has been most gratifying to have had school 
committees involved in new school construction visit our 
project and on more than one occasion express amazement 
at the facility which has been provided at the price which our 
contract called for. The regional towns should be very well 
pleased. 


The newly filled position of Guidance Counselor-Coordi- 
nator is being utilized to work with all of the sending schools 
in the area and with the students. The first classes to be 
enrolled in 1969 will be the ninth and tenth grade students, 
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some eleventh grade and post-graduate girls in Beauty Cul- 
ture, and post-graduates in Medical Assistant and Licensed 
Practical Nursing. It is hoped that we will be able to start 
our technology programs at a later date in the year if the 
demand warrants and a Suitable faculty is available at that 
time. It is planned to extend an opportunity to high school 
graduates and some unemployed youth to enroll in short- 
unit courses to prepare them for employment. 


To insure flexibility in the transportation of students, it 
is planned to purchase four buses and contract for two for 
the first year or until the average enrollment is temporarily 
Stabilized. A station wagon and a travel van, which has been 
secured from surplus, will be in operation for unusual condi- 
tions. A one-half ton pickup truck has been secured from 
surplus, and a two and one-half ton truck is being acquired 
from the same source. 


An Advisory Committee composed of Knowledgeable and 
concerned citizens of all of the regional towns has been 
formed. From this group will come the nucleus of the craft 
committees which will be comprised of three to five trades- 
people for every trade. 


Instructional materials are being mimeographed and 
bound for the use of the shop instructor and the craft com- 
mittee members. 


During the past year two upgrading programs of 60 
hours each and one basic program consisting of 150 hours for 
nurse’s aide training programs were operated in conjunction 
with the Tobey and Falmouth Hospitals and the area nurs- 
ing homes and were fully reimbursable by the State. To date 
over 100 certified nurse’s aides have been graduated and are 
employed. 


A supervising custodian will be employed in January to 
work with the tradesmen involved, to receive equipment, and 
to get the building ready for partial occupancy. Other cus- 
todians will be employed in the spring. It is anticipated that 
we will move into our new office at the school within the 
next two months. The address of the school is 220 Sandwich 
Road, Bourne. 


Faculty will be interviewed and contracts given out in 
March or April, but we must bear in mind that qualified 
vocational instructors will be difficult to locate. 
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It is hoped that arrangements may be made to hold Open 
House shortly after the opening date with a suitable dedica- 
tion ceremony to be held in April or May of 1970.

I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1968. 


Maintenance, snow removal and ice control are becoming 
big projects. The Town is growing into a town of villages. 
With school bus routes, fire department and police all re- 
quiring safe roads to travel over at higher speeds, we are 
going to require more trucks and sanders, as well as more 
men, to expedite this work, and larger and more adequate 
facilities to store and maintain town owned equipment. 


The following roads have been graded, gravelled, drain- 
age installed, and surfaced with two courses of hot mix: 


Charles Street Poor House Lane 

Lentell Street Rei Street 

Clement Street James Street 

Saugus Avenue Route 130 to Mashpee line 


Maintenance under Highways General and Chapter 81 
includes drainage, guard rails, brushing, etc. — 375,000 square 
yards of roads were sealcoated with oil and sand cover. Due 
to inclement weather several loaming and berming projects 
will be carried over into next year.

Voted: That the Town assume liability in the manner 
provided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws, 
as most recently amended by Chapter 5, Acts of 1955, for all 
damages that may be incurred by work to be performed by 
the Department of Public Works of Massachusetts for the 
improvement, development, maintenance and protection of 
foreshores and shores along the public beach in the Town 
of Sandwich, in accordance with Section II of Chapter 91 of 
the General Laws, and authorize the Selectmen to execute 
and deliver a bond of indemnity therefor to the Common- 
wealth. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the 
following unexpended balances from special appropriations 
to the Surplus Revenue Account:

Voted: That the Town transfer the following unex-

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Assessors to contract with the J. M. Cleminshaw 
Company to make an appraisal of the taxable real estate 
within the Town for the purpose of updating our assessed 
valuations and to raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds a sum of money to cover the cost of same, 
or do anything relative thereto. 


A motion was made and seconded that the Town author- 
ize the Board of Assessors to contract with the J. M. Clemin- 
shaw Company to make an appraisal of the taxable Real 
Estate within the Town for the purpose of updating our 
assessed valuations and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$24,000.00 to cover the cost of the same. 


Mr. Carlo Pola offered an amendment to the motion as 
follows: “Amendment to Article 14— (Change the Article 
to read) To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Assessors to contract with the J. M. Cleminshaw Company 
or other qualified industrial appraisers, to make an appraisal 
of the taxable real estate within the town upon which the 
concern known as the Canal Electric Company exists, for 
the purpose of updating our assessed evaluations and to 
raise and appropriate or transfer from available funds a 
sum of money to cover the cost of same, or do anything 
relative thereto. 


The Moderator conferred with the Town Counsel and 
the Moderator declared it to be a substitute article and it 
was ruled invalid and was never brought to a vote. 


Then after discussion Mr. Pola restated his amendment 
as follows: 


“Amendment to Article 14— (Amend the article to read) 
To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Asses- 
sors to contract with the J. M. Cleminshaw Company or 
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other qualified industrial appraisers, to make an appraisal of 
the taxable real estate within the town upon which the 
concern known as the Canal Electric Company exists, for 
the purpose of updating our assessed evaluations and to 
raise and appropriate or transfer from available funds, a 
sum of $10,000 to cover the cost of same, or do anything 
relative thereto. 


The Moderator then ruled this to be not acceptable and 
then the main motion was VOTED by a standing vote. Tellers 
Edwin Zion, Walter Alvezi, John T. Liberty and Frank Miller 
counted the vote and reported and it was declared by the 
Moderator that 135 were in favor and 118 were opposed and 
the Article was voted, as follows:

Voted: That the Town accept a deed of a parcel of land 
of about .84 of an acre, adjacent to the Plank Walk Parking 
Area from Allan Beale, Mary Morrow and Jennie Jones 
Waterman and others. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for Civil Defense, or do any- 
thing relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate $400.00 
for Civil Defense. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for principal payments on the 
following loans: 

School Construction Loan 1958 $25,000.00 
School Construction Loan 1963 50,000.00 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate $75,000.00 
for the principal payments due in 1968 on school construc- 
tion loans of 1958 and 1963. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase for the Town for recreational pur- 
poses, a certain parcel of land located on Snake Pond Road 
and on Snake Pond containing about 6.6 acres in the name 
of Cecilia M. Tinkham, owner of record, or do anything 
relative thereto. 

Unanimously Voted: That the Town authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to purchase for the Town for recreational pur- 
poses, a certain parcel of land located on Snake Pond Road 
and on Snake Pond, containing about 6.6 acres, in the name 
of Cecilia M. Tinkham, owner of record, as shown on a plan 
filed with the Town Clerk and to transfer and appropriate 
from Surplus Revenue $27,000.00 to cover the cost of the 
same. 


Articie 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase for the Town for recreational pur- 
poses, a certain parcel of land located on Snake Pond Road 
and on Snake Pond containing about 2825 square feet in the 
name of John A. and Winifred M. Coe, owners of record, or 
do anything relative thereto. 

Unanimously Voted: That the Town authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to purchase for the Town for recreational pur- 
poses a certain parcel of land located on Snake Pond Road 
and on Snake Pond containing about 2825 square feet in the 
name of John A. and Winifred M. Coe, owners of record, as 
shown on a plan filed with the Town Clerk and to transfer 
and appropriate from Surplus Revenue $700.00 to cover the 
cost of the same.

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Mr. Armstrong presented the following Resolution. It 
was moved and seconded. 


WHEREAS, The contemplated development of oil wells 
with attendant oil rigs and equipment in the waters off our 
coast could irreparably damage the image of Cape Cod, and 


WHEREAS, Oil from leaking or bursting wells or equip- 
ment could contaminate our bathing and fishing waters, 
our beaches and our marshes, and 


WHEREAS, These priceless resources must be protected 
if we are to maintain our way of life, and 


WHEREAS, House Bill #11584 has been filed in Congress 
by Congressman Hastings Keith and others and Senate Bill 
$2415 has been filed in the Senate by Senators Edward Ken- 
nedy and Edward Brooke which would prevent the develop- 
ment of off-shore oil wells until a study of the feasibility of 
providing permanent protection for the area could be made 


Therefore, be it resolved: 


That the voters assembled at this Town Meeting in 
Sandwich on March 4, 1968 do hereby record themselves as 
supporting the aforementioned House and Senate bills and 
do hereby instruct the Town Clerk to send copies of this 
resolution to Congressman Hastings Keith and the co-signers 
of HR 11584, to Senators Edward Kennedy and Edward 
Brooke, to Secretary of the Interior Udall, to Governor Volpe 
and our representatives and Senator to the Great and Gen- 
eral Court. 


It was unanimously Voted. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to accept a 
sum of money from the Sandwich Tennis Club, Inc. for the 
purpose of establishing a scholarship fund for graduates of 
the Henry T. Wing School or take any other action relative 
thereto. 


A motion was made and seconded that the Town accept 
_a sum of approximately $4,000.00 from the Sandwich Tennis 
Club, Inc. to establish a scholarship fund, for graduates of 
the Henry T. Wing School in said Sandwich, the principal 
of said fund to be held in perpetuity and the income of 
said fund to be used to further the education, at college or 
otherwise, of one or more worthy graduates of said Henry T. 
Wing School, and that the Superintendent and High School 
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Principal of the Henry T. Wing School, with the approval 
of the Sandwich School Committee, shall determine the 
student or students who shall receive the scholarship. 


An amendment to this motion was made, seconded and 
passed that the words “to be known as the George S. Wing 
Memorial Scholarship Fund” be inserted in the motion. 


The motion as amended was Voted. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $818.10 as its share of the operating 
costs and ‘the sum of $11,873.24 as its share of the capital 
cost of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School District for the calendar year 1968, or do anything 
relative thereto. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $12,691.34 for its share of the operating and capital cost 
of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical School 
District for 1968. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will consider and act 
upon the report of the Police Station Building Needs Com- 
mittee; and to see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a Police Station Building Commit- 
tee with the authority to select and enter into a contract 
with an architect to furnish plans, specifications and esti- 
mates for the construction of a Police Station, and to obtain 
bids therefor and report thereon to the Town, and to vote 
to raise and appropriate or transfer from available funds a 
sum of money for the use of said Committee or take any 
other action for said purpose. 

Mr. Jillson, Chairman of the Sandwich Police Station 
Building Needs Committee made the following report: — 


The Sandwich Police Station Building Needs Committee 
consisting of John T. Liberty, Edward E. Burke, William H. 
Richards, Edwin Zion, and John S. Jillson have held approxi- 

mately ten meetings over the past year, in addition to count- 
less individual conferences and discussions with Lash heh 
concerned. 


It was clear from the start that police office facilities 
were entirely inadequate, and the committee spent some time 
exploring the possibility of rearranging present facilities to 
temporarily alleviate the problem. However, studies revealed 
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that the temporary solutions we hoped for would be ex- 
pensive and time consuming, and whatever course was fol- 
lowed, there would be some disruption of both fire and police 
departmental operations. It was therefore agreed that the 
Committee would attempt to make recommendations to this 
annual town meeting which, if followed, could bring ade- 
quate police facilities into being within approximately 18 
months. The present site has been carefully examined, and 
borings have been made to the west, north and east of the 
present station. These revealed in all cases that the water 
level rests only four or five feet below existing grade, but 
that sub-soils would make additional building in all three 
locations quite feasible. This would indicate that slab type 
construction (no basement) would be most practical. 


State law requires that any town of 3,000 or over in year 
round population maintain overnight lock-up facilities with- 
in the town. Since we do not at present have such facilities, 
and since our present year round population is estimated at 
2800 and will surpass 3,000 by 1970 at the present rate of 
growth, it seems mandatory to provide these facilities in any 
new construction. Together with required office space and 
garage-storage space this will entail a total of approximately 
3,000 square feet of building. In addition, it would seem de- 
sirable to provide space for pistol and rifle firing practice 
range which would require an additional 1200 square feet. 
A rough estimate of cost would be $125,000.00. 


The present Committee feels that the above facilities 
provided on the existing site, probably as a wing attached 
to the easterly side of the existing station at the present 
communications center, is a feasible plan at the moment. 
However, it is quite possible that a future building commit- 
tee will find ways to provide these same facilities at less 
cost on a different location. Such an alternative might be 
a separate building on the same site, but located east of the 
flag pole. 


In order that no time be lost in providing the above 
described and much needed facilities, it is strongly recom- 
mended that this Town Meeting authorize the appointment 
of a police station building committee to proceed to design, 
equip, and build such a building as quickly as is consistent 
with good sound planning. 


I would like to close with my sincere thanks to all the 
members of this committee who have given so freely of their

time, and cooperated so fully in order that this could be a 
complete report. 


It was moved, seconded and voted: That the Town accept 
the report of the Police Building Needs Committee and that 
the Committee be discharged with a vote of appreciation for 
their work. 


Voted: That the Town authorize the Moderator to ap- 
point a Police Station Building Committee with the authority 
to select and enter into a contract with an architect to fur- 
nish plans, specifications and estimates for the construction 
of a Police Station, and to obtain bids therefor and report 
thereon to a future Town Meeting, and to raise and appro- 
priate $5,000.00 for the use of said Committee. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for interest charges on tem- 
porary loan required to be borrowed in anticipation of taxes, 
or do anything relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 for interest charges on temporary loans. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for highway construction on 
Town Ways in accordance with the following list, or do any- 
thing relative thereto.

Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for a summer recreational pro- 
gram, or do anything relative thereto. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 for a Town summer recreational program. 
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Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the 
money received from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
under the Self-Help Program for the purchase of land for 
conservation purposes, to the payment of the loan authorized 
as part payment of “‘Brady’s Island’, so called, and to the 
Conservation Commission or do anything relative thereto. 


Voted: That the Town transfer $20,000.00 for the pay- 
ment of the loan authorized for the purchase of “Brady’s 
Island’, so-called, and $2,500.00 to the Conservation Com- 
mission from the money received from the Commonwealth 
under the Self-Help program for the purchase of property 
for conservation purposes. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Planning Board to contract with Philip B. Herr & Associ- 
ates for the preparation of a Master Plan for the Town of 
Sandwich and to raise and appropriate or transfer from 
available funds a sum of money to cover the cost of the 
same or do anything relative thereto. 


Mr. John L. Roberti, Chairman of the Planning Board, 
made the following report: 


This Town Meeting is being asked to approve a major 
effort by Town officials and professional consultants to de- 
velop guidelines for the Town’s growth, resulting within 
about two years in a master plan and a series of specific 
proposals for town meeting action on zoning changes, and 
scheduling of capital improvements. 


Planning and information development within depart- 
ments in Sandwich is relatively thorough. The School De- 
partment has a good picture of likely future enrollment 
changes and the possible alternatives for accommodating 
those changes. Recent Sewer and water plans exist, and 
provide a wealth of information for consideration of develop- 
mental choices. Adequacy of other town facilities, such as 
police and fire facilities, has been recently surveyed by the 
Selectmen. The town has zoning and subdivision controls, 
recently revised. 


These plans of various town agencies, however, have 
never been formally examined all together, to see if they 
add up to a consistent set of directives, or to see if there are 
planning needs overlooked because they fall between depart- 
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mental jurisdictions. Largely unexamined are the basic ques- 
tions of how the town is changing, how the people would 
like the town to change, and how the plans made by various 
departments might be revised to help guide the town’s future 
changes closer to what people would like than would other- 
wise result. Sewerage, for example, is not only a service, it 
is a powerful influence on development. Planning for it 
should therefore be based not only on service needs but also 
on the use of the sewerage system in shaping the town’s 
growth. 


You may want to know how this master plan will pro- 
ceed: 


No single agency will be entirely responsible for develop- 
ment of the master plan; rather, it will be a joint effort. 
The Planning Board will act as coordinators and as liaison 
between town officials and professional consultants. Policy 
guidance and basic information will be provided by the vari- 
ous town boards responsible in each functional area. The 
planning consultant will be responsible for outlining the pro- 
gram, giving overall direction, and executing parts of the 
work where his staff resources are particularly helpful. Fre- 
quent public meetings will be held so that residents other 
than town officials can influence decisions being made. 


The resulting plan will not have the force of law nor 
need it be acted on as a whole by the town meeting. Rather, 
specific proposals resulting from it will be individually made 
by the departments concerned, and individually acted on, 
perhaps amending zoning, perhaps proposing capital im- 
provements. Town reaction to those proposals will give new 
insights as to the policies which the town thinks appropriate, 
and may well result in refinement or even major change in 
the master plan, in a process of planning, proposal, reaction, 
and revision which would become a continuing part of town 
government. 


At the conclusion of the two-year planning program now 
proposed, a report will be produced which constitutes the 
formal master plan. Upon its adoption by the Planning 
Board, the town will be fully qualified for the various state 
and federal grant-in-aid programs which make a master 
plan a must. 


The cost of the program as outlined will be $13,200.00, to 


cover time and expenses for consultant help, obtaining vari- 
ous graphic materials, and reproducing reports. It should 
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be noted that the proposed program differs from professional 
planning programs carried on in other towns in several 
significant ways: 


1. Greater than usual reliance is being placed on town 
officials for the substance of the planning effort. © . 

2. The Cape Cod Planning and Economic Development 
Commission is being relied upon for some of the Davee tou 
materials normally produced in such a program. 

3. No state or federal planning funds are being sought, 
which permits quicker initiation, greater flexibility, and 
elimination of some study items required by the federal 
government but of little value to Sandwich. | 


Parts of the Master Plan Program are: 

1. Aerial photographs of the entire town will be ob- 
tained. Minor revisions and updating of the town’s existing 
base maps will be made. 

2. The use of land will be surveyed and mapped, using 
air photos, assessors’ maps, and field surveys. 

3. The findings of the Regional Planning Commission 
concerning regional influences on Sandwich will be studied, 
and basis population projects will be made. 

4. The classification of roads being developed by the 
Department of Public Works will be studied. Efforts under 
programs such as Chapter 90 will be considered, and appro- 
priate response to any D. P.W. proposals will be prepared. 
This will then be compiled into a plan for the flow of traffic. 

5. The relation between water and sewer systems and 
land developments will be studied. Recommendations for 
orderly development will be made on that basis. 

6. School planning with other aspects of local planning 
will be studied. 

7. Policies on open space, recreation, and conservation 
will be developed. 

8. Needs for community facilities will be re-examined 
in the light of all town needs and a priority rating system 
proposed. 

9. An inventory of historic structures and sites will be 
made, with recommendations for their preservation. 

10. Based upon all studies described earlier, a plan and 
set of policies for the long-range pattern of land use will be 
developed. 

11. The provisions of the zoning by-law will be reviewed, 
and any amendments necessary to conform with the objec- 
tives of the Land Use Plan will be proposed. 
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12. Examination of the Subdivision Regulations will be 
made, with possible revisions proposed. 


13. A summary report will be published at the end of 
two years. 


It was moved, seconded and VOTED to accept the Report 
of the Committee. 

Voted: That the Town authorize the Planning Board 
to contract with Philip B. Herr and Associates for the pre- 
paration of a Master Plan for the Town of Sandwich and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $13,200.00 for the cost of 
the same. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to transfer and 
appropriate a sum of money from the Marine Income Account 
for the use of operation, maintenance and repairs at the 
East Boat Basin Marina, or do anything relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town transfer and appropriate $4,498.45 
from the Marine Income Account to a maintenance and 
operation account of the East Boat Basin Marina. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money as the Town’s contribution to 
the Otis Memorial, or do anything relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,500.00 as the Town’s contribution to the Otis Memorial 
at Otis Air Force Base, subject to the approval by the Gen- 
eral Court, of House bill No. 1272, an enabling act authoriz- 
ing the contributions by the Towns. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the brushing and improving 
the section of Quaker Meeting House Road from the service 
road to Kiah’s Way or do anything relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate $2,500.00 
for the brushing and improving the section of Quaker Meet- 
ing House Road between the service road at the Mid-Cape 
Highway and Kiah’s Way. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for directional signs and street 
Signs, or do anything relative thereto. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 for directional signs and street signs. 
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Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for sidewalk construction, or do 
anything relative thereto. 


Voted: That the Town raise and appro $4,000.00 
for sidewalk construction. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to resurface the service road at 
the East Boat Basin Marina, or do anything relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate $3,900.00 
for the resurfacing of the service road at the East Boat Basin 
Marina, and to include the laying of about 200 feet of 6” 
water main, and the installation of a water hydrant. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the establishment and con- 
struction of an official School Zone to control traffic in the 
area of the Henry T. Wing School as provided in Chapter 90 
Section 17 of the General Laws as amended, or do anything 
relative thereto. 

Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate $3,500.00 
for the establishment and construction of an official School 
Zone to control traffic in the area of the Henry T. Wing 
School as provided in Chapter 90, Section 17 of the General 
Laws aS amended. 


The Meeting adjourned at 11:35 P.M. to Thursday, March 
7, 1968 at the Sandwich Town Hall, then and there to act 
on the following Article:

School Entrance: 

Kindergarten 
Any child resident of Sandwich may attend Kinder- 
garten provided he has reached the age of four years 
and eight months on or before September first of the 
year of entrance. . 

Grade One 
Any child resident of Sandwich may attend Grade 
One provided he has reached the age of five years 
and eight months on or before September first of 
the year of entrance. 


The State Laws require that all children seven years of 
age and over, who are physically and mentally able, attend 
school. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering 
either Kindergarten or Grade One. 


Vaccination: 


No child shall be allowed to enter school without a 
certificate of vaccination. 


No School: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever fea- 
sible. Children not properly clothed should be kept home on 
stormy days. On those days when transportation by school 
bus is impossible, no school sessions will be held. The notice 
will be broadcast over radio stations WEEI, WNAC, WBZ, 
WHDH, and WOCB at 7:00, 7:30, and 8:00 A.M. Also, there 
will be one long signal from the Sandwich and East Sandwich 
Fire Stations at 7:00 A.M. for Grades 6-12, and again at 
8:00 A.M. for Grades K-5. In the event that it becomes 
necessary to close school before the regular dismissal time 
due to power failure, severe weather conditions, etc., the 
above radio stations will broadcast this information at 12:00 
Noon. 
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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Sandwich: 


Our Schools 


Our schools are our one best hope for individual attain- 
ment and for national strength and welfare. Without appro- 
priate education of children, youth, and adults, our values 
will be lost, our economy and productivity famished, our 
vision blurred, and the individual obscured. 


Without education in ever-growing scope and quality, 
our nation will fall feeble and the individual will fail of his 
destiny. Either we disavow faith in free men, free enterprise, 
and a government of free men or we retain and strengthen 
our faith in education as the means by which we conceive, 
attain, and protect them. 


Committee members for the White House Conference on 
Education were right when they wrote: 


“Schools now affect the welfare of the United 
States more than ever before in history, and this 
new importance of education has been danger- 
ously underestimated for a long time... 
“The schools have become the chief instrument 
for keeping this nation the fabled land of oppor- 
tunity it started out to be... 

“As long as good schools are available, a man is 
not frozen at any level of our economy, nor is his 
son.” 


The scientific and philosophical revolutions raging the 
world over add to the urgency for action. Public education 
must be supported with more funds, more understanding of 
of its essential character, and more faith if America is to 
cope with the world of tomorrow. 


Unless the schools are greatly strengthened in support, 
in facilities, in quality personnel, and in program, this nation 
could falter and fail within a generation. 
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Although the American school system is the most mag- 
nificent plan ever developed in any land, the times in which 
we live make many of yesterday’s goals, practices, programs, 
and facilities obsolete. With courage, humility, care, and 
confidence the weaknesses and neglect of our public schools 
must be faced and their urgent needs must be given first 
priority. 


Although certain values, certain knowledge, certain skills 
are constant, education like our society must change. The 
educational program of today should be different from that 
of yesterday, and today’s will prove inadequate tomorrow. 
Public schooling in the United States has had the essential 
quality of flexibility in the past. This characteristic is im- 
perative for the future. Where the schools are headed is 
more important than where they have been. 


Education for all, to the extent the individual and so- 
ciety may profit, is a more imperative goal than ever before. 
This means equality of opportunity is an obligation which 
our nation must assure its citizens. So long as our democracy 
places its faith in universal suffrage, our schools must strive 
for that excellence which is the full potential of every child, 
not merely for that exceilence which is the privilege of only 
the academically talented. The average and below average 
child must never be the scorn of the educator, nor must any 
mind go undeveloped. The schools must never contribute to 
a breach between our concept of equality and belief in the 
essential worth of each human being and the value we place 
on intellectual achievement. 


The free man, when ignorant, is a dangerous man. Our 
society demands certain learnings and competencies common 
to all citizens. There are essential knowledge, understand- 
ings, and values that make a rational man no matter what 
his vocation may be. 


Unless the unique differences of learners are recognized 
and educational programs are designed accordingly, educa- 
tion will prove a false hope. Their diversity in vocational 
purposes and in values to be sought in life, together with 
the significant range of abilities, suggest that school pro- 
grams and school standards must be designed with like 
diversity. Furthermore, our total society in the long run will 
be best served when all diverse talents are fully developed. 
The more complex a society becomes, the more it demands 
men of diverse competence. 
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All this suggests that both curriculum and instruction be 
determined only by those who know our culture, Know our 
values, know our changing world, and know the nature of the 
individual—how he learns, and how his learning is best 
measured. 


Although there is ample evidence to show that the public 
schools have been successful in fitting many pupils for col- 
lege, for citizenship, and for vocational productiveness, the 
demands of the future require much improvement. Both 
quality and quantity in learning must be stepped up. Not 
only more speed but also more depth of learning can and 
must be achieved. New content and newer methods, sup- 
ported by research, are imperative. 


The sensitive and complex nature of the child must be 
understood by parents and teachers. At the same time he is 
being stimulated to the attainments of school-conceived ends, 
and to the achievement of quality scholarship, his rights to 
play, to dream, to relax, to pursue interests and skills appro- 
priate to his peculiar personality and state of growth must 
be protected. ~ 


The public school system must not be less magnificent in 
scope and design than the society which it must sustain. 


Our Young People 


American youth have the basic qualities which will re- 
spond to the present urgency for increase in both excellence 
and quantity of learning. If the future requires greater 
competence of the adult, today’s children have the capacity 
and willingness to achieve this added skill and knowledge. 
Teachers and parents must give them the vision, encourage- 
ment, and inspiration for their task. A climate for learning, 
a vision for personal growth, a personal responsibility for our 
country, and a respect for education can and must be 
engendered. 


Young people when given a reasonable chance, will take 
responsibilities for study and learning; and, when given op- 
portunity, will reveal what they know and what they don’t 
know. This is basic to good instruction. 


Difficult tasks, when they are at the same time mean- 
ingful, are seldom shunned by children. 
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The discipline of free men is difficult of attainment but 
the schools of America are designed to achieve this end. 
American children and youth can and will rise to this 
challenge. 


Because of greatly broadened experience horizons, young 
people have capacities to learn beyond past generations. 
Travel, visual materials, TV, and wider social interchange of 
thoughts give school learning a broader base on which to 
build. Standards of academic achievement, therefore, can 
be extended. 


Young people, like adults, need some time for them- 
selves and a chance to do what is not always adult-dom- 
inated. To the pursuit of individual interests, as history so 
clearly shows, may be attributed to many of man’s greatest 
achievements. Sometimes the guidance from within the 
young person is more valid than that which comes from 
guidance specialists and adult “wisdom” from without. Cre- 
ativity, imagination, and the urge to deviate must not be 
frozen by too rigid bonds. 


Young people will fail only if the adults first fail them.

I hereby submit my sixth annual report as Principal of 
the Henry T. Wing Junior-Senior High School. My report 
will be in two parts: The first part will be about events 
which have taken place during the school year 1967-68.

This year our sixth grade rooms were moved up to the 
Junior-Senior High School section to allow more space for 
the expanding lower elementary grades. 


In the Fall of 1969 we will have three sixth grade rooms 
enter our wing and at that time we plan to combine some 
of our Junior High program to include the sixth grade. 


The Glass Chapter of the National Honor Society in- 
ducted into its membership the following honor students: 
Annabelle Fox, Dianne Pola, Nino Pola and Pamela Wood. 


The Student Council of Sandwich High School sponsored 
the annual “Activities Night” for all students who partici- 
pated in Extra-Curricular programs during the school year. 
Highlight of the evening was the presentation of the Edwin 
Zion Good Sportsmanship Award to Claire McArdle and Silas 
Kestenbaum. 


A testimonial was also held for our boys Baseball Team 
who captured the Cape & Islands championship this past 
Spring. This was the first Baseball championship in many 
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years for Sandwich. Townspeople and many friends in the 
town of Sandwich turned out to make the evening a very 
successful one for the high school champions. 


The following boys were chosen to play in the Cape Cod 
All-Star Soccer game: Fred Passaro, Peter Russell, Patrick

The second part of my report I shall mention some of 
the new educational trends that have a bearing on our 
school. 7 | 
Last year, in my town report, I gave some of the think- 
ing on the higher level of education which, in our case, would 
be the State Department of Education. Now, this year, and 
perhaps for a few years to come, we find ourselves right in 
the middle as to what we will do in the future. 


I wish, as one of your school principals, I could outline 
all the pros and cons and then come up with a very definite 
answer and say this is what I believe we should do. However, 
the decision to be made is not that simple.

I, like you, will attend meetings, listen to various reports 
and then try to make a decision that I believe is right for the 
children of Sandwich. 


Education, at all levels, is going through a sort of revyolu- 
tionary stage. We are, on one hand, pinning our future hopes 
on machines and technology and on the other, fashioning 
creative change based on faith in improved relations of 
people. We need both, but so far have not been able to tie 
the two together so that education is really benefitting. 


One of the key words in Education today seems to be 
innovation or coming up with something new and different. 
Such changes as talking typewriters, computer-assisted in- 
struction, tele-courses, modular scheduling and sensitivity 
training should not tell us what to teach but rather to make 
possible more effective learning of whatever is chosen to be 
taught. 


There is no real magic in any particular innovation. 
School administration will not fail in education if they do 
not adopt all innovations to Keep up with their neighbor. It 
is essential for all schools to make appropriate changes to 
meet their problems to be the initiators of change rather 
than the victims of change. A good school system has no 
problems, only challenges, many of which are best met by cre- 
ative change. 


I think we can best understand new ideas and termin- 
ology in Education by putting in our own thoughts — which 
are “Think Ahead’, “Plan Ahead” and “Look Before You 
Leap”. 


I shall close my report by sincerely thanking the towns- 
people, School Committee members, Superintendent of 
Schools, and the Elementary School Principal for their efforts 
in my behalf. Also, to the faculty and school personnel, my 
sincere thanks for all your help during the past school year.

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Report of the Elementary School Principal 


To the School Committee and the 
Superintendent of Schools: 


I am submitting, herewith, my fourth annual report as 
Principal of the Elementary Division of the Henry T. Wing 
School. 


In my 1966 report I stated “The art of progress is to 
preserve order amid change and to preserve change amid 
order.” During 1968, the above statement was put into prac- 
tical usage and it is my fervant hope that order has been 
preserved, and that changes made will result in the efficient 
operation of our plant. 


Four of our faculty members left during the summer for 
positions in other school systems. Mrs. Beechy resigned and 
will move out of Massachusetts. Miss Narkevicius transferred 
from Physical Education to Grade one, and Mrs. Strain re- 
tired after many years of service to the people of Sandwich. 


Because of large class enrollments in the lower grades, 
it was deemed necessary to place our sixth grades in the High 
School Building and to divide our first, second, fourth, and 
fifth grades into three sections each. These changes result 
in our building now operating as a Kindergarten through 
Grade 5 unit with 347 pupils. 


Last year I mentioned that the inevitable spectre of 
more space would soon raise its ugly head. That time has 
arrived! 


Looking into the not too distant future, it would appear 
that the following new staff members will be needed: 


1. Elementary Physical Education Teacher or Teachers 
Assistant Principal 

Elementary Art Teacher 

Elementary Music Teacher 

Remedial Reading Teacher 

6. Elementary Librarian

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


The year 1969 further indicated the previous predictions 
of the development and activities in Sandwich. With building 
permits issued for 149 new dwellings, an all time high, the 
fact has to be realized that Sandwich is expanding as never 
before in its history. Fortunately, the development has been 
orderly and well spread over the Town. What safely can be 
the predictions of future growth? Tight money and land 
values have been a factor, but it is felt that more and more 
development can be expected. 


Regardless of the increased activities during 1969 many 
Annual Town Programs continued pretty much as usual. The 
Memorial Day activities, conducted by the Clark-Haddad 
Post of the American Legion, had an added attraction of the 
Sandwich School Band in addition to the Legion Band from 
Piymouth. Everyone was happy and interested to know that 
the school band had progressed to an active marching band, 
and they did themselves and their director proud. 


The 4th of July celebrations went well, as usual, with a 
parade for the children in the morning followed by athletic 
contests for them at the school ground. The band concert, 
boat carnival and fireworks in the evening were attended 
by many thousands of visitors from on and off the Cape. Our 
4th of July evening activities have become a must to many 
people who continue to spread the word to others. 


The recreation programs, handled this year by the newly 
appointed recreation committee, continued the many activi- 
ties of other years. The Little Baseball League consisting of 
minor and little league teams had another successful year. 
The softball teams, of both boys and men, had a pleasant and 
enjoyable summer season. The Water Safety Program was 
again very active and well attended. All of these recreation 
programs are planned to entertain and develop the local peo- 
ple and summer visitors so that they will feel something was 
accomplished during the summer season. 
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With the opening of the Heritage Plantation in 1969 one 
more historic museum has been added to the many attrac- 
tions for which Sandwich is becoming known. With the Glass 
Museum, the Yesteryears Doll Museum, together with the 
Hoxie House and Dexter Grist Mill and now the Heritage 
Plantation, Sandwich has much to offer and attract visitors 
who all leave well impressed with Sandwich. 


The first phase of the House Numbering Program has 
finally been completed. This section covers the Village area 
from the Bourne Town Line to and including Chipman Road 
as well as the Sandwich Beach Shores Section. Shortly all 
residents and property owners in this area will be notified 
of the house number which has been allocated to them. As 
soon as engineering time permits other sections of the Town 
will be numbered with the eventual plan to have all houses 
and lots established on all streets and roads identified by a 
number. 


The Highway Construction Project for Quaker Meeting 
House Road under the state and county aided Chapter 90 
Program ran into financial problems in 1969. Upon comple- 
ion of the final construction detail plans the Department 
of Public Works came up with an estimated cost which ex- 
ceeded the money projected for this work. Feeling that the 
section of Quaker Meeting House Road from the Mid-Cape 
Highway to Kiah’s Way is a priority project, Town Meeting 
in 1970 will be requested to make the balance of the required 
money available so that the work can be done in 1970. Also 
plans are being projected to construct the balance of Cotuit 
Road in 1971. 


The report on a proposed Sewerage System for the popu- 
lated area of the Town has not reached the point of final 
determination. Some time ago the Board of Selectmen and 
the Planning Board met with the Board of Selectmen and 
Planning Board of the Town of Bourne to discuss the two 
towns sewerage problem. The Bourne officials recommended, 
and the idea was accepted, that Bourne would have a study 
made of the South Sagamore section with the projection that 
the two areas could be combined in solving the mutual prob- 
lem. In discussing the financial advantages with federal 
agency representatives it was determined that both federal 
and state money was more readily available if a sewerage 
program includes two towns (thereby forming a district in- 
cluding two or more towns) than if a project was undertaken 
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by one town within the limits of its own territory. It seemed 
advisable to consider this aspect of the program before pro- 
ceeding further with the Sandwich Sewerage Plans. The 
Study has been completed for Bourne, but a determination 
by the two engineering firms has not been made. It is hoped 
in the near future it can be resolved and determined if it is 
practical to consider a two town district or if further con- 
sideration will be needed in solving Sandwich’s problem on 
our own. 


We wish to acknowledge and extend thanks to the 
elected and appointed officials who have cooperated with 
the Selectmen during 1969.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


During the past year the revaluation of the Town was 
completed. The results were startling although expected. Our 
real estate assessed at fair market value has reached a high 
of over $91,000,000.00, of which the Power Plant represents 
nearly 50% of the total. 


The most important factor of the revaluation is the elim- 
ination of inequities in assessed valuation, thus everyone is 
taxed equally on the true value of their land or property. 


The demand for property, due somewhat to our tax rate, 
has stimulated developers to locate in our Town. This, in 
turn, has increased land values to unbelievable heights. 


Construction costs have also kept pace with the times 
and a steady increase is noted each year. The Building In- 
spector’s report is very complete and shows a high increase 
in that department. 


Even though the estimated construction costs for 1969 
are over three million this only brings an additional 
$34,000.00 of new money to our treasury at the present tax 
rate. Increased cost of municipal services will more than use 
up this increase. 


We must be careful to appropriate monies only when the 
proposed project meets the Basic Needs. Some projects have 
a tendency to grow out of proportion, and once started it is 
difficult to let go. Let us build our Town on a solid basis with 
a firm foundation.

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Report of the Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


Submitted below is my fifth Annual Report as Public 
Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. 


The year 1969 marks the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency. To honor this achieve- 
ment, I would like to give you a brief summary of the be- 
ginning, growth and present day accomplishments of the 
Town of Sandwich Nursing Agency. 


The Agency received its beginning, indirectly, in the East 
Sandwich Grange on January 14, 1919. At this meeting of the 
Grange a committee was appointed for the purpose of finding 
out if the citizens of Sandwich were interested in securing 
a Public Health Nurse for the town. 


A public meeting was held on February 6, 1919. The State 
Inspector of District Nursing Association, the appointed 
committee, and several interested citizens of Sandwich were 
present. At this meeting the Sandwich Health Association 
was established and officers elected. It was noted, at this 
meeting, to secure a Public Health Nurse for the Town of 
Sandwich. The Sandwich Health Association has continued 
working with and for the Public Health Nurse ever since. 


The funds to finance this newly found organization came 
from a town donation, Faunce Fund Trustees, East Sandwich 
Grange, fund raising activities and membership dues. The 
funds were used to finance the Public Health Nurse, buy her 
a car, and pay the general expenses of the Association. This 
financial arrangement was secure until the depression. The 
Faunce Fund was cut and then stopped. The Town of Sand- 
wich was asked for more funds to help in financing the 
Public Health Nurse. Today the town finances the entire 
budget, which includes the operating expenses of the Sand- 
wich Nursing Agency and the salary of the Public Health 
Nurse. 


The groundwork was completed. The first Public Health 
Nurse, Miss Mary A. Brogan came to Sandwich in 1919. Miss 
Brogan’s duties consisted, basically of bedside care and ma- 
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ternity cases. Also, her time was given forming a Health Pro- 
gram for the school children. As many of you remember, 
there were three schools in Sandwich. Miss Brogan was the 
Public Health Nurse in Sandwich until October 1922. 


Miss Eva Westover took over the duties of the Public 
Health Nurse after Miss Brogan left and was the second 
Public Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. A meeting 
of the Sandwich Health Association brought forth a vote in 
favor of the Public Health Nurse purchasing her own car and 
the Association, in turn would pay $50.00 monthly toward 
operating expenses. 


The Association rented a room for the Public Health 
Nurse which served as her office and for checking babies. 
Miss Westover averaged one day a week transporting children 
to Boston to the Forsythe Dental Clinic or to the Eye and Ear 
Infirmary. 


The year 1925 marks the beginning of the Well Child 
Conferences. Three conferences were held during the year, 
sponsored by the State with Dr. Beale and Dr. Vail presiding. 
The State was in hopes that an organization would continue 
with sponsorship of the conferences. 


In April of 1941 Miss Westover retired from active serv- 
ice. She had served the Town of Sandwich for 19 years as 
Public Health Nurse. 


Mrs. Laura Varney became the third Public Health Nurse 
for the Town of Sandwich in April 1941. Mrs. Varney resumed 
the Well Child Conference in September 1941. For six years 
the State sent one of its Health Units to use. In 1950 the 
Sandwich Health Association resumed the Well Child Con- 
ference taking over the financial responsibility with Dr. 
Charles Gleason, Pediatrician from Wareham presiding. The 
conferences are still being continued. The well Women Con- 
ferences were begun with Dr. Elizabeth Gleason presiding 
and are still being continued. 


Needless to say, these conferences were not the only 
duties of the Public Health Nurse. The School Health Pro- 
gram, Health Supervision, teaching the community as well 
as bedside care were also a part of the duties of the Public 
Health Nurse. 


Mrs. Laura Varney retired in 1954, serving the Town of 
Sandwich as Public Health Nurse for 13 years. | 
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Mrs. Edith Chamberlin was named as the fourth Public 
Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. Mrs. Chamberlin 
introduced Oral Polio Vaccine to the list of immunizations at 
the Well Child Conferences. The Nursing Agency had been 
expanding yearly. Mrs. Chamberlin retired in 1965. 


On January 11, 1965 I was appointed the fifth Public 
Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. The expansion of 
the Agency, as well as the growth of the School populas pre- 
sented a need for a full time School Nurse. In 1966 this need . 
was met and we have worked together in many ways. 


July 1966 marks the beginning of the Medicare Program. 
This program called for a formation of the Advisory Commit- 
tee to the Public Health Nurse. The Advisory Committee was 
established and has been most helpful. The present members 
of the Advisory Committee are:

There is the ever present 
bedside care, post maternity, new born immunization check, 
conferences, patient conferences with the Doctors, and al- 
ways teaching and advising in problems. 


In closing I would like to express my gratitude in mem- 
ory of Mrs. Muriel Torrey, who devoted unselfishly of her 
time through the East Sandwich Grange, the Sandwich 
Health Association, Barnstable County Public Health Asso- 
ciation and the Sandwich Nursing Advisory Committee to 
improve the health care for the citizens of Sandwich.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department for 1969 


To the Board of Health 
Town of Sandwich 


I am pleased to submit this annual report of the Barn- 
stable County Health Department for the year 1969. 


On August 20, 1969 Rubella (German Measles) vaccine 
Was made available by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health. Rubella is usually a mild disease. It assumes 
tremendous importance when a pregnant woman contracts 
the disease during the first trimester of pregnancy because 
of the possibility of congenital defects in the newborn. There 
is a 20 per cent risk of a dead or deformed infant. Thus, the 
most important objective of a Rubella Control Program is 
the prevention of maternal rubella. This can best be accom- 
plished at the present time by reducing the reservoir of 
rubella virus in the community through the immunization 
of children. Children, particularly in the early grades of 
school, are the biggest source of infection to mothers who 
are still susceptible. They are also the major source of 
transmission of the disease in the community. The objective 
of the 1969-1970 school year is to immunize both boys and 
girls, kindergarten through grade three with plans to eventu- 
ally include children one year through junior high school 
age. 


The increased needs for all kinds of services, the con-~ 
tinued rise in costs creating competition for the tax dollar 
and the need to improve the use of the available profession- 
ally prepared human resources demands that all provider 
agencies must cooperate in planning for and in the delivery 
of the needed health services for every citizen in Barnstable 
County. 


We see the present reorganization process of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health and the State Compre- 
hensive Health Planning Program for Massachusetts as two 
important steps in helping the local health agencies in 
reaching this goal. The “Barnstable” area provider and con- 
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sumer representatives have just begun their planning for a 
study of our health needs and of the best systems to provide 
the services to take care of the confirmed health needs of 
all citizens. 


If the Barnstable County citizens become determined to 
meet the challenge of “promoting and assuring the highest 
level of health attainable for every person” the “Partner- 
ship for Health Act of 1966” can become a reality. 


The second nurse position was filled late this year. This 
will provide additional qualified health nursing supervision 
to the staff of seven home health agencies; consultation to 
Boards of Health, school health nursing personnel and Home 
Health Agencies that have qualified nurse supervision. 


Dental Health 

The program emphasis is continued health education, 
consultation to the community and school programs, with 
direct service limited to headstart and pre-school age groups. 
A highlight of this year was the participation in a research 
project with the Barnstable School System, Forsyth Dental 
Center and Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
studying the fluoride content in children’s teeth. Dental 
caries continues to be a top public health problem. There 
is a safe preventive measure, and legislation available, all 
that is needed is positive community action. 


Environmental Sanitation 

The surveillance program of all public service facilities 
continues to expand annually. More time has been used in 
water pollution control in cooperation with the Boards of 
Health, Massachusetts Department of Public Health and 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources. 


We recommend the board of health request the town 
planning board to have the plot include the contour levels 
and a determination of the ground water table. This would 
limit problems created by the sewage disposal and protect 
the water supplies. 


Nursing Service 
The number of public health nurses employed in Barn- 
stable County continues to rise: The year and number 
employed 
1965 1966 1967 1968 1969 
33 43 51 52 55 
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Of the number employed in 1969, nine are employed in a 
generalized nursing service, 15 in home visiting only, 21 in 
schools, 3 in headstart and 7 as consultant-directors, exec- 
utive director and/or supervisor. Of the total of 55; 15 are 
prepared public health nurses. Eight were newly employed 
and needed orientation. 


Services provided had more emphasis on direct super- 
vision of nurses employed by towns and schools; all town 
nurses are now using one of the standard methods of keep- 
ing patient-care records, keeping a daily and monthly statis- 
tical record of kinds of cases and kind of care given, age 
distribution and type of payment made. Analysis and evalu- 
ation of data will be done. 


Some proposed plans for the coming year are: 


1. Strengthening the maternal and child health serv- 
ices by in-service education programs and individ- 
ual direction. 


2. Developing more meaningful service by the public 
health nurse as a part of the State Crippled Chil- 
dren’s program. 


3. Participating in the development of policies for 
school health programs through committee involve- 
ment. 


4, Strengthening the role of the professional advisory 
committees: for example, policy and programs de- 
veloped for Home Health Agencies, Cape Cod Com- 
munity College Health Service and Headstart health 
services. 


do. Study and evaluation of supervision provided to 
nurses; review of all nursing activities related to 
the purpose of improvement of nursing service in 
Barnstable County. 


Social Service 

The medical social worker has completed the first full 
year in this new position to the County. She serves as con- 
sultant to all members of the health department staff, Board 
of Health, community and school nurses, local physicians, 
hospital and nursing home professional personnel, and all 
public and private agencies. 


An important phase of the program has been to establish 
a workable referral program, providing proper use of re- 
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sources and resulting in better services to the people in this 
area.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board’s annual reports of the last few 
years have called to your attention the rapid increase in the 
subdivision of land as a prerequisite to increased building ac- 
tivity. The year of 1969 has continued the trend. Increasing 
numbers of people are convinced that the Town of Sandwich 
offers a very attractive environment in which to live. 


The Planning Board feels that the continuing rapid de- 
velopment of the Town should and must take place in a con- 
text that will preserve this environment. To do this in the 
face of a sharply increasing population will require careful 
planning, increasing land-use restrictions. Otherwise over- 
crowding and the loss of non-renewable resources will spoil 
the quality of our living environment and destroy the ameni- 
ties that make Sandwich a pleasant place in which to live. 


Because of the pressure of increasing regular business, 
the Planning Board has been forced to change its schedule 
from one to two evenings a month to consider new subdivi- 
sion plans and to study maps and perimeter plans “approval 
not required.” These meetings are held on the first and third 
Wednesdays each month, and are open to interested resi- 
dents, or land owners. 


The Planning Board has met at least once a month 
throughout the year to formulate a Master Plan for the or- 
derly development of the Town. This has been done with the 
professional guidance and assistance of Philip B. Herr and 
Associates. A completely rewritten Subdivision Control Law 
is one of the tangible results of this effort. This new law, 
formally adopted by the Planning Board after extensive con- 
sultations with the concerned Town Departments, should 
materially improve the quality of new subdivisions within 
the Town. It requires underground wiring, shade-tree preser- 
vation or planting on new roads, specifications for improved 
drainage, more adequate performance guarantees from de- 
velopers, etc. 
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Sandwich Conservation Commission cooperating with 
Philip B. Herr and Associates has presented a plan which has 
been formally approved by the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board has worked long and hard with 
Philip B. Herr and Associates toward a complete revision of 
the Zoning By-Law and Land Use Regulation. Both are aware 
of many flaws and inadequacies in the present By-Law, but 
we became convinced late in the year that we could not finish 
our work properly and give the townspeople sufficient time 
to become familiar with its proposals before the regular Town 
Meeting in March, 1970. Therefore, the Board is planning to 
bring a major by-law revision (a normal development of the 
Master Plan studies) before a special town meeting to be held 
tentatively in May, 1970. It is hoped that the Planning Board 
will have widespread and active cooperation from the towns- 
people at hearings.on the new By-Law. 


During the year the Planning Board has met with the 
Selectmen and many Town Departments. We are grateful to 
them for their active cooperation. It is felt that the whole 
scope and quality of Town Government has been improved 
by this cooperation and the general understanding of prob- 
lems which the meetings brought to the surface. Our sincere 
thanks are extended to the Board of Selectmen and all the 
Town Departments. 


Mrs. Palmer continues to do the secretarial and filing 
work of the Board with efficiency. It is gratefully acknowl- 
edged. 


Mr. Bruce Dunbar, the Board’s engineer, continues to 
check on the performance of developers and to report his 
findings to the Board. We thank him for his expert as- 
Sistance.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Throughout the spring and summer of 1969 the primary 
consideration of the Sandwich Conservation Commission was 
the formulation of a Master Plan for Open Space. In this 
effort we had able assistance with ideas and organization 
from the Town Planner, Philip B. Herr and Associates. The 
plan has now been accepted by the Planning Board and filed 
with the Department of Natural Resources as a prerequisite 
for application for Self-Help Funds. The Commission is now 
engaged in implementing the objectives of this plan. Copies 
for interested people can be obtained from the Commission 
or the Planning Board. 


Under “Basic Goal An Ecological Balance” come the ef- 
forts of the Commission to preserve and improve, if possible, 
the condition of our salt marshes. It is the policy of the 
Commission to oppose further filling of salt marshes on the 
basis of harm done to the marine ecology by tne continuing 
reduction of marsh areas both here, locally, and elsewhere 
along the Atlantic Seaboard. 


The Commission supports the Planning Board and the 
Board of Health in efforts designed to discourage develop- 
ment of low-lying areas. With cooperation of the Clam War- 
den the Commission is at present trying to acquire accurate 
information on the source and extent of marsh pollution. 
According to Mr. Brownell, Commissioner of Natural Re- 
sources, the only sure method of marsh protection is owner- 
Ship. Therefore the Commission is pleased to report that 
half the privately owned marsh surrounding Brady’s Island 
has been acquired. The 4.5 Acres owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Morse were purchased in March and the 1.25 Acres 
owned by the Grossman Family were generously given to the 
Town in September. Negotiations for two of the three re- 
maining parcels are underway. 


Due to activity in Sandwich real estate the Commission 
has lately given priority to acquisition in the area of the 200 
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acre woodland purchased from the Sandwich Monthly Meet- 
ing of Friends in 1966 and now named the Friends Meeting 
Area. As an addition to this area the Town Meeting of March, 
1969 authorized the purchase of Mrs. Augusta Jillson’s 8 acres 
of woodland for $2500.00. This purchase was carried out and 
the Town has been reimbursed for half the cost through the 
Self-Help Program. The Commission has now secured an op- 
tion to purchase the large kettle hole and some surrounding 
woodland — in all about 35 acres, located on the western 
boundary of the Friends Meeting Area. The acquisition of 
this beautiful formation produced thousands of years ago by 
a core of the melting glacier is urged on the Town. 


To the east of Friends Meeting the Commission hopes 
to effect a corridor to the Barnstable-Sandwich Town Line 
and so adjoin the 1100 acre conservation project of our neigh- 
boring town. The Sandwich and Barnstable Commissions 
met last January to discuss this possibility and again in May 
to tour both areas. All agreed that with about six-tenths 
of a mile separation between the areas it would be a pity for 
Sandwich to neglect this opportunity. Since that time the 
Commission has approached six owners of parcels in the area. 
None were Sandwich residents and none were interested in 
our project. We hope by publishing this account to bring the 
matter to the attention of the Town so that the project will 
not fail, either for lack of renewed effort on our part or 
lack of awareness of the townspeople. We do not expect to 
equal Barnstable’s effort in area, but we do have the op- 
portunity to share its benefits. 


Although the Commission considers that acquisition and 
maintenance are at this time its primary responsibilities, it 
is also concerned with education about and use of open space. 
With the cooperation of the school authorities it sponsored a 
lecture on cranberry culture and a participatory visit to the 
bog at harvest time by the third grade of the Henry T. Wing 
School. Children walked on the bog, gleaned the ditch edges, 
and observed the mechanical picker, the mechanical lift, and 
sprinkler system in action. This went over very well and Mr. 
Dolan’s enthusiasm encourages us to plan another program 
for the spring. Preferably, for contrast, this will be a visit 
to a natural, rather than cultivated, example of open space. 
Additional educational efforts have been articles on winter 
birds and open space, and walks through conservation areas 
with members of the Sandwich Women’s Club. The Commis- 
sion now possesses a set of slides taken in our conservation 
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areas showing their natural attractions, trails, views, plants, 
trees and activities involved in use and maintenance. We 
would be pleased to show these to any interested group of 
townspeople. 


Objective Six, Page 12 of the Master Plan states “to se- 
cure beautification of intensive development and intensive- 
ly used public areas” by planting and urges the use of native 
trees and shrubs to perpetuate and reinforce the character 
of our Cape landscape. The Commission’s own demonstra- 
tion is the planting of native and traditional shrubs and trees 
on Brady’s Island. 


In addition the Commission has promoted the require- 
ment on tree planting and preservation in the new Subdivi- 
sion Control Laws, and was responsible for the list of suitable 
species. 


Vernon Prior, our secretary, passed away this December. 
He had served as a faithful member since 1965 and his con- 
scientious effort to do his best for conservation throughout 
a period of failing health was a tribute to his concern. He 
will be missed. 


The Commission wishes to thank the Sandwich Boy 
Scouts for their good work in reconditioning the blueberry 
patch at Scorton and for their care in the maintenance of 
their camping area at Talbot’s Point. We are also indebted 
to the Sandwich Gardeners for their help with bulb-planting 
on Brady’s Island. We take this opportunity to thank all our 
fellow townspeople who rendered help with maintenance or 
gave encouragement in other ways. 


Finally the Commission wishes to thank the staff at the 
Town Office for cheerful assistance with maps, records, and 
correspondence and the Selectmen for advice and kindly con- 
cern.

Following is my report as Forest Warden for the Town 
of Sandwich for the year 1969.

The year 1969 was, fortunately, a year without any major 
forest fires.

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Report of the Tree Warden and 
Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The gypsy moth infestation which has built up over the 
Upper Cape for the past few years continues to be a major 
threat. In the town of Sandwich the heaviest infestation is 
in the area between the high tension line and the Mid-Cape 
Highway. This department and the State Department of 
Natural Resources made a survey in October and November 
of all Sandwich woodlands. The survey is made on foot with 
teams of three men each counting gypsy moth egg clusters 
found in the trees. The mapped results of these counts 
showed the infestation has been spreading with the prevail- 
ing winds from Forestdale to East Sandwich. 


In 1970 I have: been assured that the State will under- 
take a spraying program which will cover 11,226 acres in the 
Town of Sandwich. This will be aerial spraying using Sevin. 
Helicopters will be used around ponds and all other sites 
where extreme accuracy is important. I will be in touch per- 
sonally with owners of the following and their areas will be 
specially marked: Commercial, poultry, and turkey farms, 
dairy farms, fields used to grow hay, open reservoirs and wa- 
ter supplies, privately stocked waters or fish hatcheries, ken- 
nels, animal farms, apiaries, gold fish and lily pools. Any- 
one else who does not want his property sprayed should con- 
tact me. The area to be sprayed includes all of Forestdale, 
Wakeby, South Sandwich, and the land between the Mid- 
Cape and the railroad tracks from the Barnstable line to a 
diagonal line approximately from Atkins Road at the rail- 
road to Discovery Hill Road at the Mid-Cape. 


Gypsy moths were introduced in this country one hundred 
years ago by a French naturalist who was experimenting with 
silk worms. Several moths escaped in Massachusetts and be- 
gan building in population. Federal and State programs for 


_— 
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their control date back to 1905, but in spite of them the gypsy 
moth has gained a strong foothold. 


Caterpillars feed on leaves of many shade, ornamental 
and forest trees, primarily oaks in this area. They severely 
damage ornamentals, increase fire and erosion hazards, re- 
duce land and recreational value and destroy wildlife habi- 
tats if not controlled. Trees are sprayed as soon as the 
eggs hatch, usually in late April or early May, as the trees 
are coming into leaf. Aerial spraying is particularly neces- 
sary for this pest, because much of the infestation in Sand- 
wich is in woodlands where we cannot reach with our spray 
truck. 


Dutch Elm disease is increasing. This past year there 
were 12 confirmed positive Dutch Elm victims in Sandwich. 
We continue a regular spraying and pruning program for this 
disease. Since the use of DDT is now prohibited, methoxy- 
chlor, as recommended by the Pesticide Board of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, will again this year be used. However, 
it is not as effective against the elm bark beetle which spreads 
Dutch Elm disease. The Board has determined that the use 
of methoxychlor poses less of a problem as regards safety 
to fish and wildlife and contaminaton of the environment 
in general. 


The tree planting program will continue on an expanded 
basis in 1976 to replace elms which have been lost. Various 
kinds will be planted including Kwansan Cherry, Crimson 
King Maple, Zelkova, Lindens and others. 


Fortunately there was very little trouble with wood ticks 
in 1969. As usual, we sprayed the beaches and parks and there 
were a few requests for private spraying. Under Chapter 660 
of the General Laws, this Department is allowed to spray 100 
feet into private property for poison ivy, with the owner’s 
permission. We don’t have the funds to spray house lots, as 
is sometimes requested. 


The Massachusetts Pesticide Board has curtailed the use 
of “hard” pesticides, a category which included DDT, DDD, 
dieldrin, aldrin, endrin toxaphene and heptachlor. Only a 
very limited use of the persistent pesticides is permitted; 
this is by special permit for certain uses in orchards, cran- 
berry bogs or on seeds. While pesticide manufacturers have 
started appeal action to Federal pesticide legislation, as far 
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as I can determine at this writing, our State ban remains in 
effect. 


Householders who have supplies of the banned pesticides 
should exercise caution in their disposal. They should not be 
left at the dump in Sandwich. They should be taken to 
Shawme-Crowell State Forest.

I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1969. 


Maintenance accomplished under Chapter 81 includes 
drainage, guard rails, patching, brushing and over 360,000 
square yards of roads resurfaced with oil and sand cover. Hot 
mixes, berms and shoulder seeding were completed on Lever- 
idge Lane, Lentell, Clement, Rei, James, Saugus, Campbell, 
and Bearse Streets, also Tyler Drive, Cotuit and Quaker Meet- 
ing House Roads and sidewalks on Route 6A. 


Due to inclement weather and early snow storms, several 
projects will be carried over into 1970. 


Maintenance, snow removal and ice control are becom- 
ing big projects. With more and longer school bus routes 
and additional increased traffic, more activity is needed in 
this project. 


With the purchase of land on Route 130 for our new Town 
barn, we will have larger and more adequate facilities to 
store and maintain Town owned equipment which should 
help to expedite this work. 


The cooperation and interest of the citizens, Selectmen 
and other Town Departments in the past years have been 
fully appreciated by this Department.

Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Submitted, herewith, is the report of the activities of 
your Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer. 


During the season there were 397 hunters and 188 fish- 
ermen checked, and as in the past the majority of these hunt- 
ers and fishermen were residents of other Towns and Cities. 
Of these hunters and fishermen checked it was necessary to 
issue 22 warnings for infractions. There were five violations 
of a more serious nature that are pending court action.

The division of Fisheries and Game stocked 40 hen 
pheasant and 154 cocks in Sandwich during 1969. Shawme 
Fish and Game Club Inc. released 120 of the 125 birds raised 
under the fine care given them by Bunny Gibbs and Herb 
Hamlen. 


The Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game have 
continued to stock ponds and streams in the Town.

To the vast amounts of requests pertaining to the laws 
on rifles my reply is as follows: 


Massachusetts Fisheries and Game Director James Shep- 
ard has enacted an order prohibiting carrying of rifles larger 
than .22 long rifle calibre in Plymouth, Bristol, Barnstable 
and Dukes counties. The order will take effect Saturday, 
November 1, and continues until April 1, if not rescinded 
earlier. 


This prohibits use or possession of such rifles for hunting 
or other purposes in woods and fields, except on established 
target ranges. The purpose of the order is to curtail illegal 
hunting of deer. This same order was put in effect last year 
and we law enforcement officers indicated that it served 
as an effective control in preventing deer poaching. 


The Hunter Safety Program as set forth by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts for youths between the ages of 15 
and 18 was conducted. This course teaches the safe handling 
of firearms and instructs the student in different types of 
ammunition. It also teaches good conservation habits and 
reviews current fish and game laws. We were most grateful 
that Deputy Sheriff, William E. Foster, again ably assisted 
us with his pictures and explanation of the nomenclature of 
various weapons. 


The Antlerless Deer Law was in effect again this year. 
Sandwich hunters were fortunate in drawing 8 antlerless per- 
mits out of 4,000 issued by the State. These permits allow the 
recipient to hunt either sex. 


Illegal hunting of deer with and without dogs increased 
this year, creating many more working hours for the Con- 
servation Officers. We are hopeful that all hunters will learn 
to appreciate our wonderful wild life resources. 
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There were many coons, skunks and squirrels removed 
in Have-A-Heart traps from the residential areas. 


There were 15 legal bucks and 10 legal does known to 
have been taken by the shot gun hunters in Sandwich; this 
count includes the Sandwich part of Otis. Six deer were 
killed by automobiles. 


Twenty-nine adult Varying Hare (snowshoe) were liber- 
ated in February, as part of our continual stocking program. 


In October I had an unusual experience. I was called 
to the home of Rudolf Kreykenbohm of Tupper Road, Sand- 
wich, to pick up an animal he had shot. After viewing the 
animal, which I thought to be a coyote, I took the carcass 
to the State Wildlife Personnel at Bourne where they verified 
it as being a coyote. It probably migrated from the group that 
was brought into Rochester, Massachusetts by hunters sev- 
eral years ago. 


With the ever-increasing loss of our wild life habitat and 
woodlands, the hunting pressure becomes very heavy on 
game in the few remaining areas. It would seem urgent that 
in our future planning we establish some sort of control so 
that we will not over-harvest some of the types of game 
which can not be propagated (deer and grouse). We should 
make a united effort as a Town to acquire a sizeable upland 
conservation area before it is out, of reach due to price and 
availability. Such an area could be left in its natural state 
for wild life and for future generations to enjoy. 


This Department has continued to work hand in hand 
with admirable liaison with the Commonwealth Natural Re- 
sources Officers and the Fish and Game personnel, the 
Barnstable and Falmouth Fish and Game Laws Enforcement 
Officers, the State Police from the Bourne Barracks, Chief 
Souza, the Sandwich Police, as well as other Town Officers. I 
particularly wish to thank our Board of Selectmen for their 
ever ready help and encouragement.

Gentlemen: 


The year 1969 has been an average one for dog problems. 


This year saw the extending of the period that the dogs 
had to be restrained. I would like to thank all the dog own- 
ers who cooperated with this regulation. There were a few 
violations, but after the owners were contacted all was OK. 


As happens with most regulations you always are going 
to find a few who do not agree and try to do as they want. 


This year over 450 dogs have been licensed and I am 
sure that each year will continue to show increase in the dog 
population. I believe that the townspeople are going to have 
to do some serious thinking as to how they want to handle 
the dog regulations before the problem grows too large. It 
is better to start control while things are still small than it 
is to wait until the situation gets out of hand and then try 
to correct it. 


The records show a decrease in the number of dog bites 
for 1969. I am sure that more people are controlling their 
dogs than they have in past years. I am sure there are those 
who will disagree with the last statement, but I not only see 
the problem here in Sandwich, but have the opportunity of 
talking with other dog officers from other towns. When I hear 
their problems, I always feel glad to come back to Sandwich. 
The cases that I do have that become very aggravating to 
certain persons or neighborhoods are investigated and usual- 
ly the problem is taken care of. 


This year I have had several complaints of cruelty to 
animals. They have been investigated and if the situation 
warranted the M.S.P.C.A. was contacted. 


The stray and lost dog is still the area where the dog 
officer finds most of the reports turned in to the dispatch 
center. 
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The dog with a license tag is no problem, but a dog that 
has no license or collar usually ends up at the M.S.P.C.A. 
after ten days in the kennel. 


I would like to thank ail those who have assisted the 
Dog Officer during the year 1969.

There have been many veterans of the Vietnam era who 
have availed themselves of the services of this office. It has 
been gratifying to see how many of these veterans returning 
to our community are taking advantage of the GI bill on 
educational benefits. Also, many are availing themselves of 
the other benefits of the so-called GI Bill, such as compen- 
sation and the GI loan for homes. By the way, the interest 
rate on the VA loan has just been increased from 714% to 
842%. 


We are also giving an expanded amount of services to 
our World War I veterans, namely in helping them with their 
VA questionnaires and also assisting them in being admitted 
to VA facilities when needed. 


We are still fortunate in having the Veterans Adminis- 
tration Regional Office representatives from Providence, 
Rhode Island, visit our office once a month on the 2nd Thurs- 
day between 9:30 and 1:30.

Another year has passed and our list of veterans’ graves 
is growing. All were visited this year before May 30 and, with 
the aid of some members of Post 188, The American Legion, 
all were decorated with markers and flags. During the sum- 
mer I visited them again and removed the flags which begin 
to fade around August. I also decorated the monuments in 
Town, removed the flags later, and will put new ones on for 
November 11, 1969. 


We still have the problem of some markers being re- 
moved which makes it difficult to locate the graves unless 
marked by a stone. 


These stones, or a bronze plaque to be set in concrete, 
may be obtained by any veteran’s relatives, free, from the 
United States by filling out the proper forms which the fu- 
neral director has. You must have the veteran’s discharge 
papers, the date of his birth and death, his service grade and 
the period served to complete ‘the forms. 


I am sorry to inform you that I must now resign from 
the position of Veterans’ Graves Officer for reasons of health. 
I enjoyed the work, but after another heart attack in Janu- 
ary, climbing the hills is too much and I cannot do it as 
quickly. I strongly recommend Elizabeth Currier, a veteran 
of World War II who has been an invaluable assistant, order- 
ing the flags and markers and helping to decorate some of 
the larger cemeteries.

The following is the report of the Water Safety Instruc- 
tors for 1969. 


Swimming lessons this year were given by Miss Helen 
Agen and Miss Louise Agen at Lombard Park (Snake Pond). 
All Red Cross courses were offered ranging from Beginners 
through Senior Life Saving. An adult course was also offered. 
We were pleased to pass five more lifesavers. 


Because of the increase in the number of students, both 
instructors worked full time. They felt that if enrollment 
increased at this pace next year there would not only be two 
full time instructors, but perhaps an assistant added to the 
staff. A need for more equipment was also felt. 


We would like to thank Officer Russell for his part in 
making Lombard Park a better and safer place for the town 
residents to bathe. Not only was he helpful in keeping un- 
welcome bathers out, but he was also helpful in keeping an 
orderly beach. 


Gregory Williams proved to be a very reliable Life Guard 
for Lombard Park. He did find the aid of the assistant life- 
guard to be invaluable on crowded weekends. The addition 
of the telephone, directly connected to the police station, was 
greatly appreciated. 


Due to the increase in the use of the pond during the 
week a definite need for an assistant life-guard was realized, 
especially during pleasant weather. Also the installation of 
a Floating ‘H’ Dock system (similar to the one employed at 
Camp Good News) might prove to be very effective in better 
securing the safety of the bathers, and in aiding the instruc- 
tors. Its addition would hopefully alleviate much of the 
problem the raft imposes. A need for a boat or a surfboard 
has become quite evident. 
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Therefore we would like to submit the following requests:

The addition of an assistant instructor to the two full 
time instructor staff. 


The necessary equipment be secured. 

An assistant lifeguard be added during the pleasant 
weather.

The Sandwich Little Baseball League is composed of 
eight teams.

Teams are divid- 
ed into major and minor leagues, with boys competing in a 
league best suited for their baseball development. 


A new feature was added to the program this year when 
Carl Schmelzer volunteered to conduct a baseball school once 
a week. The school was very popular and many boys turned 
out to receive expert instruction in the fundamentals of the 
game. 


The minor league all-star team competed again in the 
West Bridgewater Tournament for boys nine and ten years 
of age. The major league all-star team continued its an- 
nual participation in the Cape Cod Little Baseball League 
Tournament, New Bedford Tournament, and West Bridge- 
water Tournament and were a credit to the town. Brian 
Davis became the first Sandwich player to be chosen on the 
West Bridgewater Senior Tournament All-Star team. Brian 
came within one out of pitching a no-hitter. 


The Orioles emerged as champions of the town aiter a 
close playoff with the Yankees. Trophies were awarded to 
the Orioles team and the minor league all-stars, windbreaker 
jackets to the major league all-stars, and participation certi- 
ficates to boys on all teams. Peter Fernandes received the 
pitching and batting trophies for the highest pitching and 
batting averages and most home runs.

Mrs. Ferdinand Alvezi’s Blue Bird group and Mrs. Michael 
McNamara’s Camp Fire group visited the library and were 
welcomed by Miss Walker who told them about the books and 
what it meant to have a library card. The Blue Birds made 
posters which were displayed during Children’s Book Week. 


During the year a History of the Sandwich Public Library 
has been published. This was compiled by Nancy Steves, who 
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spent many hours going over past records. Copies of the his- 
tory may be purchased at the library to help defray the cost 
of printing.

The 1968 annual report contained a prediction that the 
“doors of the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School will open in September to accept the first students.” 
We are pleased to announce that this prediction was fulfilled 
and the school, which has a capacity of 550 students, was 
opened on September third with a full complement of out- 
standing faculty members and a student body of approxi- 
mately 300 students. Without a doubt our projected quota 
of 420 students in 1970 and 550 in 1971 will be realized. 


Although it was an unusually early date, the dedication 
of the school and open house was held on October fifth with 
approximately 1,000 in attendance. The Honorable Hastings 
Keith and Representative George Rogers shared the speak- 
ing spots on the program. It was a cold but beautiful day. 
The Color Guard and Honor Guard of the Maritime Academy 
honored us by their participation in the program. It was a 
day on which the consulting committees, town officials, and 
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other honored guests could mingle. Everyone was amazed 
at the completeness and quantity of equipment. Every area, 
with the exception of the library, was completely equipped 
and ready for operation. The stacking of the shelving in 
the library was deliberately postponed until the faculty had 
ample opportunity to make recommendations of book selec- 
tions. This will be implemented during the early part of 
1970. 


During the fall the athletic program was organized 
and, despite the fact that our basketball team is composed 
of youngsters, we have been enjoying a successful season. 
Within two years the team should rank among the top 
groups. The Student Council is functioning and the officers 
are active and promising. A Christmas program, which fea- 
tured a fashion show and a play by the Beauty Culture 
girls, was greatly enjoyed by all who attended. Many field 
trips have been taken to various industrial establishments, 
such as wig makers, foundries, food preparation centers, 
plumbing and building material supply houses, and several 
others. 


The Food Trades Department is rapidly approaching the 
point at which they will be serving group meals. Several 
small groups, including the Directors of the Bourne Chamber 
of Commerce, have met and have been served here. Prepara- 
tions are being made to serve others. 


The Beauty Shop as of the end of the year is progress- 
ing excellently, but has not as yet begun working on outside 
patrons. There has not been ample time to secure three 
hundred hours of training as required by law prior to work- 
ing on patrons. 


The electricians have had one small outside job, while 
they have been busy with inside jobs at the school. 


The Carpentry Department has been occupied with work 
inside and outside the school, and are in the process of 
making special furniture and teaching aids for the class- 
rooms and shops. 


The Automotive Shop and Body Shop are in full swing 
and are turning out some excellent work. 


Undoubtedly the projects which attracted the greatest 
amount of attention were the Christmas signs and displays, 
constructed by the Painting and Decorating group, which 
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appeared in the Town of Bourne at the bridges and rotaries. 
Signs were also redecorated for the Wareham Town Hall 
and the Plymouth 4th District Court. 


Many of the subcontractors are paying regular visits to 
the school to complete unfinished work. Our landscaping has 
not been completed and the bonding company for the con- 
tractor has been notified and will carry on the work in the 
spring. This will adversely affect our outdoor athletic pro- 
gram, aS we cannot use the fields until they have had some 
growing time. There have been continual meetings with 
the tradesmen to secure completion of all work in strict 
accordance with the specifications. 


In finalizing this brief report, we must make known 
our sincere appreciation to those individuals and groups who 
gave so freely of their time to assist us in opening this school. 
Obviously, we cannot name everyone who was involved, but 
in any list we must include our Advisory and Craft Com- 
mittees, the officials of the various towns, veterans’ organi- 
zations and service clubs, all of the area superintendents 
and their associates, the personnel of the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy, the personnel of Otis Air Force Base 
and the industry of the area. We must also thank the garden 
clubs of the region for the time which they have devoted to 
planning a planting layout schedule which will occupy the 
next five years. 


Special thanks should go to the Regional School Com- 
mittee of this school for their untiring efforts and coopera- 
tion. It is an undeniable fact that with a committee of 
lesser stature this objective would not have been realized 
as early as it was.

Gentlemen: 


The year 1969 proved to be a progressive and successful 
one for the CCPEDC. While the Commission was formed in 
1965, this year saw the Commission completing its second 
year as a fully operational regional planning agency for Barn- 
stable County. We are well into our inventory phase of com- 
prehensive regional planning and economic development 
programs. The Commission has accumulated an extensive 
amount of information and Statistical data. This material 
along with a number of reference reports and technical pub- 
lications acquired over the past year has been added to our 
office library files which are open to public use. 


Several of the noteworthy study programs are as follows: 


1. Existing land use inventory was begun in the sum- 
mer of 1968 and has been completed with a map- 
ping of at least 10 separate and distinct categories. 
A Master Tabular Summary Chart has been devel- 
oped showing the ten regional land use categories 
by acreage for office reference. 


2. Initial comprehensive housing inventory has been 
prepared and to date has been approved by the 
Mass. Department of Community Affairs for office 
reference. 


3. A study of existing zoning bylaws and subdivision 
regulations was undertaken and compiled in master 
chart form and compendium report respectively for 
a comparative analysis report for office reference. 


4. A survey of publicly owned fresh water beaches 
started in the summer of 1968 has been completed 
by staff members for distribution. 
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5. Population study. Extensive research and analysis 
resulted in the production of Working Paper #5, 
The Residential Population of Barnstable County 
and covers the years 1960 thru 1968 by Town. Sub- 
sequent study efforts produced summer population 
estimates by housing type for the past season. A 
special Summary report is available. 


6. Transportation. A general overall inventory of the 
Cape’s existing transportation system was com- 
pleted by the Commission’s consultants, Working 
Paper #6, Parts I and II. 


7. Regional Refuse Disposal. The Commission through 
its consultants completed an inventory of existing 
solid waste disposal facilities published a report en- 
titled The Regional Public Facilities of Cape Cod, 
Part I, Regional Public Facilities. Simultaneously, 
the Commission encouraged the Towns to join and 
form the Barnstable County Regional Refuse Dis- 
posal Pianning Board. To date, 12 towns have joined 
and it is hoped that the remaining three will join in 
the future. This is Working Paper #7. 


8. Dennis Pilot Historical Archaeological Survey. The 
Commission’s staff provided a great deal of techni- 
cal assistance and guidance to the Dennis Historical 
Society in a survey which produced a detailed in- 
ventory of more than 200 individual structures and 
sites. Much of the material gathered included 40 
slides which have been utilized in presentations to 
historic associations in other towns in hopes of in- 
spiring similar interest, and some material is for 
office reference. 


9. Building Activities. Two memos have been pub- 
lished to date exploring various aspects of building 
construction on Cape Cod. 


10. Grant Application Assistance has been rendered to 
both Bourne and Mashpee. An important phase of 
the CCPEDC is encouraging and assisting town 
planning efforts on Cape Cod. There are no reports 
available. 


Copies of the above reports are available at your Town 
offices for your review, or may be purchased from the Com- 
mission. 
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The staff and consultants have worked long and hard in 
the above programs. The Chairman and Executive Commit- 
tee spent many days in the guidance of the Commission 
with the help and encouragement of the local members, and 
the untiring effort of the Advisory Committees.

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Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


TOWN OF SANDWICH 
March 3, 1969 


The Meeting was called to order at 7:43 P.M. by the 
Moderator, Willard E. Boyden, in the Henry T. Wing School 
Auditorium. 


The Invocation was offered by Rev. Robert McGowan of 
Corpus Christi Church, Sandwich. 


It was voted to dispense with the reading of the Warrant. 


Article 1. To hear the reports of all Town Officers and 
Committees and to act thereon, or take any action thereto. 


The Chairman of the Regional School District Planning 
Committee, Mr. Benjamin Fleet, read the report of the com- 
mittee as follows: 


A regional school district planning committee was formed 
by the three towns of Sandwich, Mashpee and Bourne in 
the spring of 1968 by action of their respective town meet- 
ings. A series of meetings were held and in the fall the 
Bourne delegation withdrew from further consideration as 
a participant of the region, based on the number of their 
present school enroliment which exceeds 4000 students. 


The Sandwich and Mashpee committees have continued 
to meet and to study the feasibility of forming a regional 
school district between these two towns. 


On the night of January 29, 1969 an open forum was 
held at the Henry T. Wing School for the residents of the 
two towns. Approximately 350 persons attended that meet- 
ing. By a majority vote of those present and those who cast 
ballots, it was recorded that they were in favor of a continu- 
ation of this study. 


Since that date, meetings have been held with officials 
of the state department of education, for further clarifica- 
tion of the proposed plan. An agreement will be drawn and 
presented to the voters of the two towns for their action 
later this spring. 


It was VOTED unanimously to accept the report of the 
Regional School District Planning Committee. 
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The Chairman of the Police Station Building Committee, 
Mr. Gerard MacDonald, read the report of the Committee, 
as follows: 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and citizens of 
the Town of Sandwich. The Police Station Building Com- 
mittee, having been appointed by the town moderator under 
Article 23 of the Town Warrant of March 4th, 1968, and con- 
sisting of Edward Burke, Milton Gage, James VanBuskirk, 
Edwin Zion, Herbert Hamlen, and Gerard MacDonald wish 
to make the following progress report. 


This committee first met at the present police building 
in April 1968 for the purpose of organization and appointed 
James VanBuskirk Secretary-Treasurer and Gerard Mac- 
Donald Chairman. The committee also decided to meet 
weekly in order to make as much progress in as short a 
time as possible. 


After many meetings with our own police department 
it was decided to view some relatively new police stations of 
towns of approximately our size to help us realize our needs. 


Having done this we felt it was time to engage an 
architect. 


All Known architects in the area were notified of our 
intentions and were asked to reply if they were interested 
in this contract. 


All interested applicants were interviewed and the con- 
tract was awarded to Oliver W. Barker of Duxbury. 


After conveying our thoughts and needs to Mr. Barker 
he was given the go ahead with the exception of a possible 
Site location. 


The location seemed to be the Bpiack sl Single problem 
facing our committee. 


Since our needs were being projected on a 15 to 20 year 
basis we felt that our site location should be selected on 
the same basis. 


It was mutually agreed that a location situated on the 
outskirts of town would be best for its future growth. 


After considering many sites, beginning with the pres- 
ent location, it was agreed that the parcel of land adjacent 
to the Arrow Oil Co., would be the best location.

After many months of negotiation .with the owners a 
price of $35,000.00 was agreed upon by both parties. However, 
the committee felt before they proceeded further that a 
meeting would be in order with Philip Herr Associates (the 
company making the master plan of our town.) 


This meeting was held and Mr. Herr pointed out to us 
that a police station being built on a long range basis as 
ours is, should be geographically located in the center of 
the area of which it is to serve. 


In viewing a map of the Town of Sandwich one will find 
as we did, that the geographic center of Sandwich is the 
vicinity of Quaker Meeting House Road and Rte. 6 or the 
Mid-Cape Highway. 

Further study of this area and of the town maps showed 
a parcel of land listed as town owned which would be more 
than adequate for our needs. 


A full meeting of the “Police Building Committee” was 
held and it was agreed that the Quaker Meeting House Road 
location would make the very best site on a long range 
projection. 


Since there was not time enough to make a thorough 
examination as to the correct ownership of this land before 
this meeting, a recommendation cannot be made at this 
time, however, it is hoped that before long we will return to 
a special town meeting with our final and complete recom- 
mendation and bids to build, “The New Sandwich Police 
Station”. 


We would like to close this report in extending our sin- 
cere thanks to Chief Souza and members of the Police 
Department, the Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board, 
and Mr. Philip Herr for their guidance and assistance they 
have extended to our committee. 


It was VOTED to accept the report of the Police Station 
Building Committee.

The Moderator then called upon the Police Station Build- 
ing Committee for their report. 


REPORT 


Mr. Moderator, Board of Selectmen, fellow residents 
of the Town of Sandwich. 


We, the “Police Station Building Committee’, consist- 
ing of Chief Arthur Souza, Edward Burke, Milton Gage, Ed- 
win Zion, Herbert Hamlen, James VanBuskirk and Gerard 
MacDonald, wish to make the following report: 


By your vote in the affirmative of Article 23 of the Town 
Warrant of March 1968, you authorized and asked us to act 
on your behalf in securing plans and a site location to con- 
struct a new “Sandwich Police Station”. This we feel we have 
done to the best of our ability, and we further feel that these 
plans represent the very best recommendations we could 
possibly make for the good of the Town of Sandwich. 
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As you may remember, at the March Town Meeting we 
reported to you that we were at that time considering a site 
on Quaker Meeting House Road in East Sandwich, which we 
understood to be town owned. We felt that before we placed 
a $200,000. building on this or any other site we must be 
certain as to its proper ownership. After many months of 
deed searching by our Town Surveyor and our Town Council, 
we were advised by them to abandon the thoughts of build- 
ing on this site since ownership could not be established 
through records and to proceed through land court would 
take at least another two to two and one-half years. 


Feeling that the need for the police station was upon 
us, we decided to proceed with our original plans and site 
location of the parcel of land adjacent to the Arrow Oil 
Company. 

Even though the Quaker Meeting House Road site ap- 
peared to be Town owned, having a cost factor of nothing, 
it was estimated that we would spend from $8,000 to $10,000 
in site preparation as well as spending unknown amounts in 
digging for a well since this site is beyond the water district. 
The Route 6A site, which will cost $35,000, requires little or 
no site preparation since it is open pasture land and has a 
foot of loam on it which will be used for re-grading and seed- 
ing after the building is completed as well as being within 
the water district. The distance between these two sites is 
approximately one mile and we feel that accessability to all 
points of the Town is as good from one site as it is from the 
other. 


Therefore, we, the “Police Station Building Committee’, 
strongly urge you to purchase this parcel of land in question 
of 3.05 acres, which the owner has agreed to sell to you at a 
price of $35,000. This appears to be a fair and equitable price 
based on comparabie prices of land recently sold in this area. 


The need for this Police Station was established by your 
“Police Building Needs Committee” who functioned and gave 
you a report prior to the establishment of “The Police Build- 
ing Committee’’. 

As you all are aware, after a town reaches a population 
of over 3,000 inhabitants, which Sandwich has, you are re- 
quired by State Law to have your own lock-up. This, coupled 
with the increase of police business within our town and the 
increase in Police personnel, we set forth to have a building 
built for you to accommodate our needs for the next twenty 
to twenty-five years. 
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This committee has worked hard and long over the past 
eighteen months accumulating facts and needs from our own 
police Chief and members of our present police department, 
from our former police Chief, Bill Foster, and from neigh- 
boring police departments of towns of a comparable size. This 
coupled together with the advice of our architect, Oliver W. 
Barker of Duxbury, we feel that the plans we present to you 
tonight will adequately fill the needs of the Town of Sand- 
wich. 


The building will consist of a full basement, with the 
exception of the garage area, with 12” poured walls, steel 
girders under the bearing walls, wood frame construction 
above with waterstruck brick veneer. The roofing will be as- 
phalt shingles over plywood and wood rafters. The heating 
system will be oil fired forced hot water with three zones 
and a provision for a fourth to supply the unfinished attic 
in the future. All of the detention areas and wash rooms 
will have mechanical ventilation. The electrical system will 
have a 10 KW standby generator with a diesel engine and 
automatic transfer switch. This equipment is intended to 
operate all electrical outlets and motors for heating and 
ventilating as well as the radio and intercom system, making 
the station an independent unit in the event of power failure. 
The plumbing system will provide an officer’s wash room, 
public and private toilets and cast aluminum fixtures for 
the detention areas. All the detention toilets are to be flush- 
ed from outside the cells and the detention rooms. 


There will be a subterranean pistol practice range con- 
nected to the basement, with concrete walls, roof and floor, 
steel ramparts, baffles and bullet traps. Not only will this 
be used for police practice shooting but it would be available 
for any Town rifie club or clubs in the future. 

The administration complex will consist of a duty room 
with a public lobby, a Chief’s office, a Sergeant’s and report 
office, a conference room, and an officer’s locker room with 
a kitchen facility nearby. 

The cell block will have four steel constructed male 
cells, a female cell and a juvenile cell with a matron’s room 
separating them. 

The garage will consist of three stalls with overhead 
electrically controlled doors. One stall to be kept clear for 
the discharge of prisoners within the building and the other 
two stalls to be used for minor repairs or confiscated vehicles 
which must be kept under cover. 
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The duty officer will have complete control of the sta- 
tion with finger tip controls for all of the electrically con- 
trolled doors as well as the intercom system within the 
station, the radio communication to all cruisers and the beat 
men with walkie-talkies. 


We do not feel that we are suggesting anything over 
extravagant and again we would like to point out, you are 
not only building this Police Station for today and tomorrow 
but you are building this station for years to come. 


Again we would like to say that we have acted on your 
behalf and have done as we thought you would want us to 
do. Because of this, we, “The Police Building Committee”, 
highly recommend that you vote “Yes” on Article 3 and 4 
in order that you may build your long overdue Police Station 
and one that you will be proud of.

To the School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Sandwich: 


School Committee 


Mrs. Walter Vigliano, who was elected to the Sandwich 
School Committee in March of 1966, served efficiently and 
with understanding as a member of the School Committee 
and capably as secretary during her term of office. She was 
succeeded by Paul J. O’Connell as a result of the March, 1969 
Town election. 


School Personnel 


Mr. Benjamin J. Bump, Principal of the Sandwich Ele- 
mentary School, retired at the close of the 1968-69 school 
year after many years as a dedicated educator. Presently he 
is making his home in Florida and we wish to him and Mrs. 
Bump many happy years in retirement. 


Mrs. Marion Claflin, a teacher of Latin and French in 
the Sandwich High School, reached the mandatory retire- 
ment age in 1969 and thus terminated her productive educa- 
tional career. 


Mrs. Mary Morrow who served as manager of the Henry 
T. Wing School Cafeteria retired in June of 1969 following a 
successful career. She was succeeded by the Assistant cafe- 
teria manager, Mrs. Onni Pipatti who in turn resigned for 
reasons of health in the fall of 1969. Mrs. Henry A. Hope, 
manager of the West Barnstable Elementary School Cafeteria 
was elected manager of the Henry T. Wing School cafeteria 
to succeed Mrs. Pipatti. Unfortunately, soon after Mrs. Hope 
reported to duty, she was forced to take an indefinite ‘leave 
of absence” for reasons of health. Mrs. Ida Lloyd, Assistant 
manager, is carrying on as Acting manager in the absence 
of Mrs. Hope. 


Mr. John C. Bernard, one of the school custodians, de- 
cided to “hang up” his broom and applied for retirement in 
the early fall of 1969. He was succeeded by Robert Stowe. 
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School Housing 


Your Superintendent of Schools, Chairman Benjamin D. 
Fleet and others believed then and now that the answer to 
Sandwich’s school housing problem was and is regionaliza- 
tion with Mashpee from an educational point of view for 
young people and an economic one for taxpayers. 


I would be remiss not to thank Messrs. Benjamin D. Fleet, 
John S. Jillson, and William R. Hendy, Jr. for the many, 
many hours they devoted to the Regional School District 
Planning Board. 


Regionalization was not the wish of the Sandwich voters, 
therefore new avenues have been searched to resolve the 
school housing problem as all available school space is pres- 
ently being utilized. 


The members of the School Building Committee, namely, 
Messrs. Paul J. O’Connell, Chairman, Dr. John H. Lewis, 
Howard F. Crowell, Carl Schmelzer and Frank Bess have 
studied the school housing problem. Following many sched- 
uled meetings and especially one with Mr. William Black, 
Director of the Massachusetts School Building Assistance 
Commission, the Sandwich School Building Committee voted 
to enlist the service of an Educational Consultant Firm. An 
agreement was signed with Englehardt and Englehardt, Inc. 
to conduct a school building needs survey in Sandwich. Upon 
completion of the survey, a report will be submitted to the 
School Building Committee, the Sandwich School Committee 
and residents of the Town.

An effort was made by the Sandwich School Committee 
to implement the Guidelines through regionalization with 
the Town of Mashpee. This effort failed the evening of June 
16, 1969 at a special Town Meeting held in Sandwich as the 
voters rejected regionalization with Mashpee. } 


From June, 1969 to the present, the Sandwich School 
Building Committee has studied the needs of the Sandwich 
School System. It has been decided to engage the services of 
Educational Consultants. The School Building Committee 
voted to engage Englehardt and Englehardt, Inc. to make an 
Educational Needs Survey with an eye to conse a new 
Junior-Senior High School.’

A thoughtful person who scans in broad perspective and 
with deep discernment the total educational program in this 
country cannot escape seeing the relationship of the school 
to the life of people in cities, towns, and open country places. 
What the school is and what it has done since the beginning 
of public education in this country have been inextricably 
related to the wants and needs of people — to their hopes 
and expectations, to the ideals that give direction to their 
thoughts and actions, and to the circumstances in which 
they live. The values which people cherish; the priorities 
assigned to these values; the theories that hold promise for 
giving a sense of order, unity, and efficiency to what people 
do; and the cultural climate that prevails at any time in 
large measure shape the educational program. 


By their very nature the schools are oriented toward 
the future. For the most part they serve young people — 
young people who look forward to rich, productive, satisfying 
lives. This is America’s promise to its youth. These young 
people, whether they live in cities, small towns, or country 
villages or in the wide stretches of the open country, look 
forward to the time when they have jobs, homes, families, 
places in community life that give them opportunity to serve 
their fellowmen in some useful way, and recognition as in- 
dividuals with true worth and dignity — a time when they 
will be mature citizens in a country of which they can be 
justly proud. 


The public schools .are committed to serve all young 
people — the gifted, the average, and the less academically 
talented. All are important; each has an inalienable right to 
do the best he is capable of doing; and to the extent that 
anyone fails to develop his full potential and to use it for 
worthy purposes the country is weaker and democracy has 
fallen short of achieving its high purpose. To design and 
support an educational program that will serve them all — 
not in the same way, but in ways adapted to their different 
capabilities and needs — is a challenge to all people who 
have responsibility for planning, supporting, and operating 
an educational program. The strength and future well-being 
of the country depend in large measure upon the manner in 
which people in every local school district, in every county, 
in every state, and in the nation as a whole respond to this 
challenge. 
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The schools serve not only individuals as such, but the 
totality of society as well — society with its ideals, its values, 
its purposes, its commitments, its institutions, its enterprises, 
its governmental processes. These two ends are in no way con- 
tradictory. They are but two dimensions of the same purpose. 
In serving the individual, the schools serve society as a 
whole, for society is but the totality of individual lives, pur- 
poses, and actions. 


When one looks to the circumstances in which the youth 
of this generation are maturing, getting an education or fail- 
ing in the attempt, seeking employment, and striving to 
carve out places for themselves in the world about them, he 
sees — 


1. Technological advance that has created new relation- 
ships between people, education, and work, with techni- 
cal skills and knowledge, mental alertness, and creative 
capacities taking priority over capacities to endure physi- 
cal labor. 


2. The specter of unemployment worrying families, frus- 
trating neighborhoods, and haunting political leaders — 
even at a time when there are more people employed in 
this country than ever before. 


3. More young people entering the labor force when job 
opportunities in the unskilled and simpler occupational 
fields are markedly decreasing. 


4. Science and mathematics becoming increasingly impor- 
tant in almost every facet of the total culture and af- 
fecting the lives of people in every family and neighbor- 
hood in a vital way. 


9. The security of the nation as a whole dependent upon 
the expansion of economic enterprise and upon scien- 
tific advancement. 


6. Consuming ideological conflict gripping the world, with 
much of the public budget, much public policy, much 
effort in military defense, much of the economic re- 
sources of the country, and much of the thoughts of peo- 
ple devoted to meeting this challenge. 


7. Rapid advance in communication and travel bringing 
nations all over the world into closer touch with one 
another and increasing the need for better understand- 
ing of the cultures, institutions, mores, languages, and 
goals of all peoples.

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. Mass migration of people from the open country and 


smaller towns and villages to large centers of population 
and from the centers of cities to the suburbs, with the 
inevitable consequences of cultural clashes that shake 
institutions, disturb long-established customs, set values 
in perspective, color political action, disrupt systems of 
school support, and leave indelible marks on the behavior 
pattern and characters of children. 


Different ethnic, racial, and cultural groups of people 
vigorously struggling for recognition, full rights, fair 
employment practices, nondiscrimination in housing, 
and higher levels of living. 


Pressure tactics, emotional displays, and florid propa- 
ganda displacing reason and the exercise of sober judg- 
ment in approaches to the solution of common problems. 


Demands for education beyond the high school exceed- 
ing the capacities of institutions of higher learning, with 
rising standards for admission and escalating tuition 
charges. 


These cultural circumstances are alive with challenges 


to the schools. The powerful forces that generate cultural 
change and lead to these circumstances have true meaning 
only as they affect the lives of individuals — family groups, 
custers of people, whole communities, and the institutions 
that serve them. Without innovations, new approaches, and 
new emphases in the educational program, the schools will 
fall short of achieving the high purposes they are expected 
to achieve.

I believe it might be worthwhile at this time to compare 
the concerns of the passing decade to those of the decade to 
come. The comparisons can help to give fresh ideas in our 
changing physical and social environment in our schools. As 
a new year and the 70’s are here, let us consider our public 
schools now and in the decade ahead. 

In our own school system, the past 10 years have brought 
about many changes. Our new secondary wing opened in 1964 
to help meet the influx of larger classes and also to meet the 
new challenges in the field of Education. 

Science and Mathematics seemed to have given the im- 
petus for curriculum changes, but all subjects have caused 
concern in every school during the past 10 years. There has 
been a trend in the new programs to relate the subjects to 
special students in some day. While these curriculum changes 
have accomplished many worthwhile objectives, they really 
do not improve the quality of instruction in our public 
schools. No matter how we update or modernize our subject 
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matter in schools, we must still have the good teacher to 
relate to the student and give him the interest and desire 


to learn. 


The 70’s will bring many changes in schools. Some of the 
new ideas are really a follow-up on the 60’s. However, in spite 
of our many curriculum changes and advanced programs, we 
still have to find man’s relationship to man. This I believe 
will come through subjects as: Art, Social Studies, Fine Arts 
and the Humanities. 


I believe schools will be hiring more non-professional 
people to help out in some of the every day routine things. 
This will free the teacher to work more on the professional 
level and spend more instructional times with his students. 


Audio-visual aids will play even a larger part in schools. 
Television, record players, tape-recorders will be used for 
group instruction as well as individual learning. 


Athletics will under-go changes too. I feel that recrea- 
tion is going to play a large part of everyone’s future and 
more attention is going to be given to carry over sports. We 
will still have our regular athletic programs, but more atten- 
tion will be given towards recreational sports or activities. 


Our own system is in the process of having a building 
committee come up with a building plan in the near future. 
So much like the early 60’s — the first few years of the 70’s 
will be taken up with building plans to implement new cur- 
riculum and to take care of our crowded conditions. 


In reality, each decade seems to start like the previous 
one, especially since the 50’s. New curriculum ideas, more 
building plans and all in all more challenges for everyone to 
keep our public school education at a high level for all stu- 
dents. 


I shall close my report by sincerely thanking the towns- 
people, School Committee members, Superintendent of 
Schools, and the Elementary School Principal for their ef- 
forts in my behalf. Also, to the faculty and school personnel, 
my sincere thanks for all your help during the past school 
year.

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Report of the Elementary School Principal 


To the School Committee and the 
Superintendent of Schools: 


It is with pleasure that I herewith submit my first an- 
nual report as Principal of the Elementary School of the 
Henry T. Wing School. 


I believe that my expressions of best wishes to “Ben” 
Bump upon his retirement are not only the expressions of 
those who have been associated with him in the past, in 
other schools and committees, but most sincerely are the 
expressions of those who have worked with him and have 
known him through the years he spent here in Sandwich. 
Ben’s many dedicated years to the profession and his devo- 
tion to the improvement of education for the children of 
Sandwich will stand as a constant remembrance and tribute 
to this man’s deep concern for children and for the profes- 
sion he served so long and well. 


The elementary school faculty retains a strong nucleus 
of eleven classroom teachers in continuous service; six class- 
room teachers are new to the system and are listed as fol- 
lows: Miss Christine Richard and Mrs. Lita Gasper, grade 
two — Mrs. Gasper was formerly the Multi-Reading Center 
Tutor in Sandwich; Miss Pamela Ashby, grade three; Miss 
Patricia Cooke and Mrs. Mary Celata, grade four; Mr. Roger 
Eastman, grade 5. In addition, we now have Miss Maurine 
Smith as a full-time remedial reading teacher; Mrs. Mary 
Ohman, art, and Mrs. Roberta Leydon, physical education 
are teaching two and one-half days a week. Mrs. Shirley 
Attebury, music, three days a week has not been able to con- 
tinue her services because of changes at Otis Air Force Base. 


The elementary school continues to operate as a kinder- 
garten through grade five unit with an enrollment of 367 
pupils in September. We look forward to the return of the 
sixth grade in the not too distant future. 


Education remains in the forefront of our society with 
new and pressing demands being placed upon it. This means 
a constant evaluation of the new ideas presented to meet 
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these demands. A continuous program of research and evalu- 
ation must be carried on not only by the professional teacher 
and other professional educators but also, by the parents. 
Education remains in a constant state of change so it seems 
the answers to such questions as “What type of education 
do you want for your child?” — “What type of education is 
your child getting?” — “What type of education does your 
child need?” are constantly changing. 


It is my belief that we are privileged in having people 
on our staff who are sincerely interested in their work, their 
pupils (your children) and who are constantly seeking the 
answers to these questions and all questions that affect the 
future of these children. 


An additional educational topic of concern that continu- 
ally arises is that of “building needs”; however, this topic is 
presently being studied by the School Building Needs Com- 
mittee. This Committee, a group made up of parents, citizens, 
etc., assisted by many professionals in different areas, seeks 
a comprehensive answer to this need and one which will en- 
compass the entire educational program. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
thanks to the School Committee and the Superintendent, Mr. 
Campbell, for their expression of confidence in my appoint- 
ment to this principalship; also, extend my appreciation to 
the teaching staff for their continued cooperation and sup- 
port in our daily efforts in bringing the best education we 
can to the children of this fine community.

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Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent of Schools 
and the School Committee: 


The health program in the school continues to grow. 


Dr. Lewis, School Physician, carried out the immuniza- 
tion program outlined by the State Department of Health. 
Just as a special effort was made upon the discovery of the 
Measles Vaccine, a similar program was recommended to 
immunize all junior high school students with the new 
Mumps Vaccine. As a result of this prgoram, figures show 
that there was a sixty percent reduction of cases of Mumps 
in Massachusetts. 


Our regular Booter Immunization Clinic provided the 
following: 


D.T. (Diphtheria, Tetanus) Grade 10—35 
Tri-Valent Sabin Polio Vaccine Grades K, 1, 2—20 
Mumps Vaccine Grades 7, 8, 9—49 
Tuberculin Tine Test Grade 1—43 
Tuberculin Tine Test Grade 9—47

accomplished: . 


Hearing Test Grades K-12—688 

Vision Test Grades K-12—679 

Physical Examinations in Grades 1, 4, 7, 10 plus

Health services provided by the school can only, at best, 
supplement the attention and care of the parents. The school 
nurse (trouble shooter) and teachers can keep a watchful eye 
on the health problems of the school children, which the 
parents may fail to observe. If the occasion calls for it, fur- 
ther help can be recommended from dentists, clinics, and 
other community services. The school nurse cannot diagnose 
or prescribe medicines but is happy to dispense any pre- 
scribed drugs ordered by physicians. 
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This year, a great deal was accomplished with the use of 
films. A series of films on Self-Help First-Aid was offered to 
high school students. Films on Feminine Hygiene, Dental 
Care, Alcohol and Drugs were shown and were most educa- 


tional. 


Our Future Nurses’ Club had three graduates go on to 
further education in schools of nursing. They all took advan- 
tage of the generosity of scholarships made available. 


I am grateful to the parents, administration and faculty 
for their help, interest, and efforts in protecting the health 
of our children. I cannot help but give special thanks to the 
members of the Sandwich Rescue Squad an extremely cap- 
able and well-trained group of men. It is most comforting to 
know these gentlemen are available in extreme emergency.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The increased activities throughout the Town in 1970 has 
been reflected in the needs and requirements of all the de- 
partments. The expression ‘normal’ can no longer be used, 
as in the past, as the definition of normal, relatively speak- 
ing, does not apply to the growth and activities in Sandwich 
in the nineteen seventies. For several years Sandwich did 
not experience the increased growth of many of the Cape 
Towns, but recently more people have discovered the desir- 
ability and advantages of Sandwich as a town to call their 
home. 


The year round and summer increase in population is a 
condition which was predicted several years ago, and should 
be realized and accepted as a trend of the modern times and 
not resented or ruled against. Many very fine people and 
families have become residents of the Town and should be 
welcomed and encouraged to become active citizens and part 
of our Sandwich family. We feel sure that this condition 
will prevail in the future. 


While it was necessary for the 1970 tax rate to be in- 
creased over 1969, the 1969 tax rate having been established 
as the lowest in the Commonwealth, a condition which could 
not be expected to prevail with the increased needs of the 
Town. As additional services are needed and required the 
cost will be reflected in the money needed to meet these 
requirements. 


As certain capital outlays have to be projected for sev- 
eral years, a surplus has been accumulated in the reserve 
accounts towards these costs. The cost of the Fire Station in 
Forestdale, now under construction, was paid for from sur- 
plus. The Town garage, which has been needed for many 
years and which will be presented at the 1971 annual meet- 
ing, if accepted, will be financed from the surplus account. 
The cost of a Police Station, which is badly needed, can be 
mostly if not entirely paid for from money which has been 
earmarked for capital outlay. 


The accumulating of funds for capital outlay through 
the surplus account has seemed a more practical procedure 
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and much more flexible than appropriating money in a 
stabilization fund for the same purpose where the funds are 
not as readily available. So while current operating costs of 
the Town are reflected through annual appropriations the 
general financial position of the Town is good. 


The section of Quaker Meeting House Road from the 
Mid-Cape Highway to beyond Kiah’s Way was completed in 
1970 under Chapter 90 construction. The travel conditions 
existing on this section have been greatly improved, and 
those who have had occasion to use this section of road we 
feel will appreciate the improvement that has been made. 
In 1971 it is projected to complete the section of Cotuit Road 
from Quaker Meeting House Road to Route 130, which will 
complete this road all the way to the Mashpee Town Line. 
Chapter 90 construction is very helpful to the Town as the 
State Department of Public Works does all of the engineer- 
ing, as well as supervision of construction, and the State and 
County share 75% of the cost. 


The usual Town annual activities were again carried out 
successfully and satisfactorily. The Hoxie House and Dexter 
Grist Mill, which have added much to the historic atmos- 
phere of the historic area of the Town, experienced their 
most successful year financially, which indicated that visit- 
ors are interested and appreciate the historic atmosphere 
offered by these restored memories of the past. The Glass 
Museum, the Doll Museum and the Heritage Plantation have 
again enjoyed increased activity and interest, and have pro- 
vided a variety of attraction to our residents and visitors dur- 
ing the past year. With the available variety of historic at- 
tractions in Sandwich, the Town is continuing to enjoy the 
advantages of being the oldest Town on Cape Cod. 


The Memorial Day exercises were again impressive in 
honoring the memory of those who were in the Armed Forces 
of our country during the wars of the past and present years. 


The Fourth of July activities covered a full day for the 
young and the young at heart. The morning parade and 
sports events for the young people was followed in the eve- 
ning, as in the past, with a band concert, boat carnival and 
fireworks display. Each year the evening activities attract 
more and more people to view the display at Shawme Pond, as 
word is passed around commenting on the attractive activi- 
ties.

The newly created Recreation Committee has conducted 
successful activities during the past year. They have assumed 
the responsibilities of all of the baseball teams from minor 
league through soft ball, the activities for young folks, and 
the swimming program at Snake Pond. As the Committee 
determines the needs these and other programs will be of- 
fered and enlarged. 


With the population growth, during the past few years, 
the activities and requirements of all departments have ex- 
panded which also included the Selectmen’s Department. 
There are more people to discuss problems and situations 
with, more required hearings, more detail needs of many de- 
scriptions. All departments are being faced with these prob- 
lems, which goes with growing up and conducting a one 
hundred million dollar corporation. 


We have enjoyed working with and for the people of 
Sandwich during the past year, and wish to acknowledge and 
extend appreciation to the elected and appointed officials 
who we have worked with during 1970.

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Assessors’ Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The number of property transfers continues at a high 
rate, as the result of real estate activities in the Town. For 
the first ten months of 1970 there were 343 transfers of prop- 
erty. Building activity reached a new high during the year 
1970 with 145 building permits being issued for new home 
construction. The Building Inspector’s report is very com- 
plete and shows an estimated cost of construction at 
$4,088,825.00. Several new developments were approved, as 
shown on the Planning Board report during the year. Our 
assessed valuation increased in the amount of $4,858,700.00 
bringing the total to $99,443,400.00. 


We would like to emphasize again the growth taking 
place in Sandwich, and especially the rapid rise which is tak- 
ing place in land values. 


The Assessors and the Tax Collector are looking into the 
feasibility and cost of a computer service for preparing valu- 
ation books and tax bills, which would greatly reduce the 
clerical detail work required in the Assessors’ Office.

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Report of the 
Barnstable County Health Department 


Barnstable County Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


I am pleased to submit this annual report of the Barn- 
stable County Health Department for the year 1970. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health has re- 
introduced two bills for action in the 1971 legislative session. 
House Bill 207; “An act requiring local official health agen- 
cies to ensure basic health services to all persons within their 
jurisdiction and promoting the formation of areawide local 
official health agencies.” House Bill 208; “An act relating to 
the reimbursement of local official health agencies for basic 
health services.” These are essentially the same as last year. 


The major focus is defining and establishing basic health 
services and ensurance of the availability and accessibility of 
these services to all persons. We recommend a study of these 
two bills which are important to all boards of health and 
the citizens of The Commonwealth. 


The continued population growth of Barnstable County 
continues to increase the need and demand for all health 
services. The professional staff work load has been carefully 
evaluated and we shall make recommendations for employ- 
ing more assistant staff workers, particularly, in the field of 
environmental health. 


Dental Health 


Dental Health Education continued to be the program 
emphasis with consultation to school and community pro- 
grams. Direct services such as topical fluoride and screening 
programs were limited to pre-school children and head start 
programs. The County Health Department continued partici- 
pation in the dental research project with the Barnstable 
School System, Forsyth Dental Center and Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health to study the fluoride content of 
children’s teeth in a non-fluoride area. 
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Dental caries continues to be a top priority public health 
problem and prevention is a basic health need. We have a 
preventive measure, Fluoridation, which will dramatically re- 
duce both dental decay and dental bill — all that is needed 
is positive community action by parents and public officials. 


Environmental Sanitation 


Never before has the public been so aware and concerned 
about the environment. There has been a decided increase 
in requests for consultation in all phases of board of health 
functions, and particularly in the areas of land use, disposal 
of sewage and solid wastes, and the protection of air and 
water resources. Several laws are now in effect to safeguard 
these resources and more studies and regulations can be 
expected. 


The routine surveillance program is influenced by the 
continued steady growth in county-wide service programs 
such as: licensing of 28 day care centers for pre-school chil- 
dren, the inspections of food service establishments, swim- 
ming pools, recreational camps and family tent sites, and 
epidemological field surveys. 


Social Service 


The Medical Social Worker has continued to work closely 
with all members of the staff of the County Health Depart- 
ment. Emphasis has been placed on interpretation to the 
community of the role of the Medical Social Worker on the 
Public Health Team. Consultation has been given to com- 
munity and school nurses, local physicians, Boards of Health, 
Hospital and Nursing Home personnel and public and private 
agencies. Over 175 families in Barnstable County have been 
served with many referrals being made to local agencies. 
Fifty-five home calls were made, with every town on the Cape 
visited. Through the cooperative efforts of the Social Work- 
er, the State Department of Education, and the Nauset Re- 
gional School Committee, the first pre-school Nursery for 
Deaf Children between the ages of 214 to 5 years has opened 
its doors at the old Job Corp Center in Wellfleet with 5 chil- 
dren registered. Along with the Director of Nursing at the 
County Health Department the Medical Social Worker has 
been serving the handicapped children of the county as act- 
ing Public Health Social Worker at the Hyannis Crippled 
Children’s Clinic. Active participation in many community 
organizations has brought about increasing opportunity to 
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learn more about community problems as they appear in 
various areas on the Cape, and it is hoped that better coordi- 
nation of services to meet these problems may be developed. 


Nursing Service 


The scope of services provided by the nursing director 


and assistant director continues to expand, to the point 
where priorities of need have to be determined.

Orientation and much assistance for the first two years 
of employment are given to nurses newly employed in 
town and in public and private schools. The custom con- 
tinues to be that several part-time or full-time nurses 
are hired, rather than regionalization or extension of 
service by a qualified experienced nurse. There are now 
57 public health nurses working in the county, an in- 
crease of 72% in the past six years. 


Consultation to nursing organizations has increased. 
The Falmouth Nursing Association is involved in analy- 
sis of the services to school and hospital, the Visiting 
Nurse Association of Central Cape Cod is expanding its 
in-service education programs and extending service, the 
School Nurses Association is exploring personnel policies 
and role functions, the professional advisory committees 
for Home Health Agencies are beginning to develop pro- 
cedures for the evaluation of their services, the Nursing 
Service Directors Committee is looking at its responsi- 
bility as a spokesman in comprehensive health planning. 


The number of Headstart services and other new day 
care centers has increased; much time has been devoted 
to repetition of desired practices of operation, to imple- 
mentation of rules and regulations as required by state 
law, to the arrangements for periodic evaluation meet- 
ings. There has been extension and improvement of the 
management of services at the lower Cape Chest Clinic 
and in services for Handicapped Children. The func- 
tion of a public health nurse in a clinic setting is being 
explored with the intention of providing more related 
health education and supportive assistance to families 
at the clinics and in making more meaningful referrals 
to public health nurses for continued care at home. 


. Provision of in-service education programs for public 


health nurses has been changing. Agencies and hos- 
pitals are employing more supervisors and educational 
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directors to carry out this function. Our role has been to 
advise and coordinate, and to provide those programs 
which would have interest to the majority and which 
are based on documented need. We are continuing with 
the aim of strengthening maternal and child health 
services. When appropriate we indicate our current fo- 
cus to other agencies which provide programs for groups 
of nurses. The sharing of library and audio-visual ma- 
terials by the Cape Cod Community College and the hos- 
pitals and agencies will increase the resources avail- 
able to public health nurses. 


V. After reveiwing plans proposed for this past year, we 
find that many are on-going and will continue to be car- 
ried on. The one which has been difficult to develop is 
the basic one of studying the “effectiveness of super- 
vision” as offered to nurses in Home Health Agencies and 
schools. More thought as to the implementation of this 
goal will be needed.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


One of the obvious results of the rapid growth of Sand- 
wich is the number and variety of new subdivisions laid out 
in many parts of the Town. A less-evident result is the in- 
creased activity required of your Planning Board. Some and 
perhaps many of the townspeople do not understand the 
purpose of the Board, its function, responsibilities and 
limitations. 


The Sandwich Planning Board is composed of five mem- 
bers each of whom is elected by the Town under the authority 
granted by Chapter 40 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth. Townspeople must realize that we live in a great 
country that is founded on certain basic rights and freedoms 
of individuals and property owners. Earlier when America 
had unlimited land and few people, each person who owned 
land could do as he pleased with his property and it was of 
little concern to his distant neighbors what he did. How- 
ever, the situation is reversed and now many people want 
to live in limited land areas. Therefore, crowding has brought 
the need for regulation. But, this is still America, and care 
must be exercised to avoid restricting land use to the point 
where the regulations take away value without providing 
compensation. Frequently citizens attend subdivision hear- 
ings to protest the location of new homes where forest land 
now exists. If they want to live next to a forest, they must 
own the forest or locate next to conserved forest or green 
belts. It is fundamentally wrong to deny the owner of the 
forest land the use you are making of your own abutting 
property. 


So the Planning Board reviews and studies subdivision 
plans to make certain that subdivision and zoning regulations 
are complied with. If they do, the Board must approve the 
plans, for the owner in this country has inalienable property 
rights. 
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Another area of misunderstanding is revealed when the 
town’s zoning by-law is spoken of as the product or ordinance 
of the Planning Board. In a very real sense the zoning by- 
law is that of the voters of the Town. The Planning Board 
after studying maps of the town and consulting with towns- 
people and various town departments and their Planning 
Consultant proposes a by-law. This is first brought before 
the voters at hearings to ascertain the community sentiment 
and to gain the collective assistance of the townspeople in 
phrasing the elements of the by-law so they say what is 
intended. Finally, the amended by-law is brought to a well- 
advertised town meeting where after discussion and explana- 
tion the by-law is voted or rejected. If it is voted favorably 
and is subsequently approved as to its conformity to the 
statutes by the State Attorney General, it becomes the Town 
Zoning By-law. The Planning Board has merely formulated 
and proposed; the citizens of the town have voted and 
adopted the by-law. 


On June 22, 1970 at a special town meeting following 
many planning board meetings, an open meeting for towns- 
people, a formal hearing before the citizens, a major revision 
of the by-laws was voted by the Town. Ninety days later 
and with some minor deletions the Attorney General ap- 
proved the new by-law which became effective a few days 
later with its third printing in the newspaper. It is expected 
that further amendment will be desirable, but with the new 
format this should not be difficult. But the new by-law is 
one of the first fruits of the master plan and the Planning 
Board feels that it represents a great step forward in the 
orderly development of Sandwich. 


The Board meets on the first and third Wednesday each 
month at 8:00 P.M. in open meeting to consider plans proper- 
ly brought before it. More often than not a third meeting 
is held each month with our professional consultants, Philip 
Herr Associates, for discussion of more general planning 
matters. A great deal of time is thus donated toward the 
general welfare of the community. The continued interest 
and support of the townspeople will be appreciated. 


To summarize, your Planning Board in 1970 held 23 reg- 
ular meetings and 9 special meetings, with 2 open advertised 
public meetings, 17 public hearings. The Board endorsed 59 
plans where approval was not required and approved 17 sub- 
divisions totaling 364 lots. 
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The Planning Board acknowledges with appreciation the 
cooperation of various town departments, and especially that 
of the building inspector whose responsibilities have been 
increased by the new by-law.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Sandwich Conservation Commission continues to 
regard acquisition and maintenance as its primary responsi- 
bilities. The first months of 1970 were occupied with bringing 
the proposed acquisition of Mrs. Annie Rose’s Maple Swamp 
woodlot and Mrs. Lillian Edgar’s Mill Hollow area to the 
attention of the voters. These efforts were repaid by a near 
unanimous vote of the Town, at the Annual Town Meeting, 
to purchase these areas contingent upon reimbursement to 
the Town of half the cost by the Department of Natural 
Resources Self-Help Program. 


Since June, the Commission has been steadily working 
on a proposal for a joint Sandwich-Barnstable acquisition 
in the Sandy Neck area. If carried through, Sandwich will 
purchase approximately 27 acres of dune, including nearly 
14, of a mile of beach, and Barnstable will acquire land lying 
between Bodfish Park and the Sandwich-Barnstable Town 
Line. Access to the new Sandwich Town Beach would be 
provided, by joint agreement of the two towns, through Bod- 
fish Park. Both the Federal Board of Outdoor Recreation 
and the Massachusetts Self-Help Program will be asked to 
assist the Town with funding. 


Mr. Peter Meinl was appointed to the Commission by the 
Selectmen in June. He is a horticulturist by profession, and 
managed his own business in New Jersey for many years. 
He retired to a new home in East Sandwich in 1967. He is 
knowledgeable, enthusiastic, and conscientious in his work 
for the Commission, and we are fortunate to have his 
assistance. 


In support of the national interest in Earth Day, April 
22nd, the Commission participated in two events. On the 
22nd it joined a task force from the Sandwich Gardeners 
and planted a group of firs and spruces on Brady’s Island. 
On the 23rd, in cooperation with the Highway Department, 
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and other Civic groups, and reinforced by a crowd of citizens, 
young to old, it participated in a successful litter drive which 
took place throughout much of the Town. 


During the year a large granite boulder, donated by the 
James Jenkins Family of West Barnstable, was placed at the 
entrance to the Talbot Conservation Area. It now bears a 
bronze tablet commemorating Dr. and Mrs. Fritz Talbot’s 
gift in 1964 of the Talbot Conservation Area. 


Since fall 1970, the Commission has been working with 
Mr. James Dolan of the Sandwich Elementary School, and a 
committee of teachers and parents, on a science curriculum 
study for Grades I through VI. In October Grade III all 
classes were given an illustrated lecture on cranberry culture 
and a field trip to the cranberry harvest at the Flatiron Bog, 
East Sandwich. In December the Commission gave a lecture 
on trees and guided a field trip to Talbot’s Point for Grade 
VI, Class 1. Both were carried out successfully, and it is 
hoped they are only the first in a series leading to a coordi- 
nated program of Outdoor Education for the Sandwich School 
System. 


In order to further facilitate the use and appreciation of 
our beautiful Conservation areas, the Commission is working 
with the Sandwich Women’s Club in the preparation of a 
simple map for general dissemination. 


Out of a dozen pieces of salt marsh we have negotiated 
for in the last year, the Commission has acquired one. The 
Bunker parcel of 5 acres, off Route 6-A, just to this side of 
the Sandwich-Barnstable line, was purchased in June. The 
Commission believes it to be the only area in Sandwich where 
the beautiful wild pink mallow can be found; and in addi- 
tion, this area affords to travelers on Route 6-A one of the 
best views of the Great Marshes and the distant dunes of 
Sandy Neck. It has another advantage in the it adjoins the 
Bridges area given to the Town in 1966. 


In the Spring the Commission actively supported the 
adoption of the new Zoning By-Laws, which included clauses 
relative to the protection of trees, dunes, marshes and the 
value of open space. It has itself filed with the Sandwich 
Police Force two rulings: (1) that there is to be no over- 
night camping on conservation areas without written per- 
mission from the Commission and (2) that the use of “all- 
terrain vehicles” (ATV’s) is forbidden on conservation 
marshes. 
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The Commission continues to enlarge and update its 
Slide collection depicting scenes and activities relating to 
conservation in Sandwich. We would be happy to use this 
material in providing a program for any group in Town. 


Lastly, the Commission wishes to thank the townspeople 
for their loyal support of our projects. And to those who dug 
and planted, (including the Cub Scouts), pruned and picked 
up “Thank You”. Thanks too to the staff at Town Hall for 
cheerful assistance throughout the year.

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Report of the Tree Warden and 


Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This past year we had 20 trees which we found to have 
Dutch Elm Disease. The disease has been more prevalent 
since the ban on D.D.T., and we are losing more elms every 
year. We are using Methoxychlor, as recommended by the 
Pesticide Board of the Department of Public Health. The 
Board has determined that the use of Methoxychlor poses 
less of a problem as regards safety to fish and wildlife and 
contamination of the environment in general. We have found 
that Methoxychlor is not as effective as D.D.T. in controlling 
the Elm Bark Beeties. More trees are succumbing to this dis- 
ease every year, the rate having doubled in the last year. 
Since 1941, a total of 178,147 Dutch Elm Diseased trees have 
been reported in Massachusetts to the Shade Tree Labora- 
tories at the University of Massachusetts. 


In 1970 we planted 45 trees to replace trees lost primarily 
due to the Dutch Elm Disease. Various kinds were planted, 
including Crimson King Maples, Norway Maples, Kwansan 
Cherry, Lindens and Sycamores. The tree planting program 
will continue in 1971. 


The Gypsy Moth is a major threat to Cape Cod. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture sprayed two 50 acre plots by plane 
in the Town of Sandwich with a biological insecticide, Bacil- 
lus thuringiensis (trade name Biotrol), a bacterial disease of 
caterpillars which does not affect man. They had very poor 
results from this spray. If the U.S.D.A. had good results from 
the experimental plots, we would have had a potential control 
for this caterpillar. But, as of this date, they have nothing 
that is effective to combat the gypsy moth. 


It would be useless to spray large acreage until they 
come up with an insecticide that will do the job. Sevin has 
been used by plane with poor control. About all this Depart- 
ment can do is to spray areas around houses from trucks. We 
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will continue doing this, using the recommended insecticide, 
Sevin. It is of limited value, however, because of its limited 
lasting qualities. 


Our work with poison ivy continues to show good results, 
but at this writing, the herbicide used, 2,4,5-T, is on Gover- 
nor Sargent’s list for ban by the Pesticide Board, pending 
tests of its safety. To my knowledge, this herbicide has never 
been applied in Sandwich by plane. Our department has used 
it only in direct applications to poison ivy and brush, and 
that use has been very limited. 


We will continue to spray around public areas for wood 
ticks and where residents request. This last year wood ticks 
did not prove to be a problem. Some years the tick has been 
a cause of considerable concern, as it spreads Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, a serious, sometimes fatal, disease. We 
should continue to take precautions this summer, using such 
commercial repellents as “6-12” or ‘“‘Tick-off” and mowing 
high grass. 


One good piece of news in 1970 — the seventeen year 
locust did not arrive on schedule.

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Report of the 


Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer 


Yo the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Submitted, herewith, is the report of the activities of 
your Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer. 


During the season there were 211 hunters and 136 fisher- 
men checked, and as in the past the majority of these hunters 
and fishermen were residents of other Towns and Cities. Of 
these hunters and fishermen checked it was necessary to 
issue 16 warnings for infractions. There were 3 violations of 
a more serious nature that are pending court action.

The Division of Fisheries and Game stocked 22 hen 
pheasant and 76 cocks in Sandwich during 1970. Shawme 
Fish and Game Club Ince. released 93 out of a possible 100 
birds. Fine job well done boys. 


The Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game have 
continued to stock ponds and streams in the Town.

This past Fall Peters Pond was reclaimed by the Massa- 
chusetts Division of Fisheries and Game. Peters Pond is recog- 
nized as one of the finest trout ponds in the State. It was 
necessary to reclaim this pond due to the carelessness of 
fishermen using various types of live bait. 


An accurate account due to this negligence is as follows: 
Material (640) gallons 5% emulsifable 

Rotenone at $5.00 per gallon $3,200.00 
Labor 820.00 
Fish stocked after reclamation approximately 5,950.00 


Total $9,970.00 


The above cost, whereas it is illegal to use live bait in a 
reclaimed pond, should alert the fishermen to respect what 
the Division of Fisheries and Game is trying to do for their 
benefit. 


June was Snapping Turtle month, so in order to save the 
baby ducks in Shawme Lake and the stream between the 
Town Hall and River Street it was. necessary to dispose of 
several exceptionally large Snapping Turtles. 


Ten deer were killed by automobiles. Several were large 
bucks. 


In October, a large, injured, ieatherback turtle weighing 
about 530 pounds was stranded in Scorton Creek. With the 
aid of the Fire Department boat we tried to help him into 
the bay. When we got him closer to shore I discovered that 
he had a severed right flipper. Mr. Seymour Clark and I de- 
cided to put him out of his misery and burial was performed 
by Mr. Albert Torey. 


Illegal hunting of deer is still a problem, but we are in 
hopes all hunters will learn to appreciate our wonderful wild 
life resources. So jackers beware! 


Raccoons and skunks gave considerable trouble to private 
dwellings and restaurant owners this year, necessitating con- 
siderable time and effort in catching them humanely in a 
Have-a-Heart Trap and releasing them into less inhabited 
areas of the town. 
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Two unfortunate incidents occurred last February. A 
swan was shot in Shawme Pond and two swans were shot on 
the pond off Discovery Hill Road in East Sandwich. After an 
extensive investigation the culprits were not apprehended. 


The Hunter Safety Program as set forth by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for youths between the ages of 
15 to 18 was not conducted in Sandwich this year through a 
misunderstanding. When I contacted Natural Wildlife Re- 
source Officer, Joseph LaFarr, he informed me that the safe- 
ty program had been held at Otis Air Force Base and Sand- 
wich youths should have attended it there. 


October 21, Mrs. Walter Bridges, of North Shore Boule- 
vard, called about a floundering deer in the Cape Cod Bay 
and asked what could be done about it. Mr. Bridges said the 
deer was headed out to sea. He had a boat so I told him to 
take the boat and try to get the deer back to shore and that 
I would be right down. When I arrived at the shore Mr. 
Bridges and his son had already brought the deer back and 
covered it with a blanket. Seeing that it was only exhausted 
I took it to the Sandwich Bird Farm where he is being well 
cared for, and luckily missed the past deer week. 


With the ever-increasing loss of our wild life habitat and 
woodlands, the hunting pressure becomes very heavy on 
game in the few remaining areas. It would seem urgent that 
in our future planning we establish some sort of control so 
that we will not over-harvest some of the types of game 
which cannot be propagated (deer and grouse). We should 
make a united effort as a Town to acquire a sizeable upland 
conservation area before it is out of reach due to price and 
availability. Such an area could be left in its natural state for 
wild life and for future generations to enjoy. 


This Department has continued to work hand in hand 
with admirable liaison with the Commonwealth Natural Re- 
sources Officers and the Fish and Game personnel, the Barn- 
stable and Falmouth Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Of- 
ficers, the State Police from the Bourne Barracks, the Sand- 
wich Police, as well as other Town Officers. I particularly 
wish to thank our Board of Selectmen for their ever ready 
help and encouragement.

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Report of the Police Department

Gentlemen: 


As Chief of Police of the Town of Sandwich, I respect- 
fully submit my annual report for the year 1970. 


During the year 1970 the Sandwich Police Department 
increased its activity in early all facets of its services and 
operations. 


We are all greatly aware, and disturbed about, the prob- 
lem of drug abuse, especially by our young people. As the 
result of an excellent appropriation by the 1970 Town Meet- 
ing for Special Investigations, the department has stepped 
up its offensive against traffic in illicit drugs. Through the 
use of undercover investigators and many extra hours of 
duty by Officer Michael Keckler, our Narcotics Officer, 14 
persons were arrested and charged with 54 violations of the 
Narcotic Drug Laws, in comparison with five arrests and five 
charges in 1969. 


While the Police Department’s main responsibility in 
Drug Abuse is enforcement, it does recognize the social aspect 
of Drug Abuse and will co-operate fully with any group seek- 
ing to alleviate the drug problem through rehabilitation and 
education. Officer Keckler and myself would be available to 
assist anyone — parent, youth or concerned citizen, with.a 
drug problem. Such inquiries would be held in strict con- 
fidence and anonymous telephone inquiries will be accepted. 


Enforcement of the speed laws in Sandwich have been 
greatly increased with the purchase of a radar with Federal 
funds, in the Spring of 1970. The radar is used at various 
spots throughout the town, as determined by accident statis- 
tics. Emphasis has been given to Water St. in the area of 
the school, Falmouth Rd. (Rte. 130) between the village and 
Forestdale, and Rte. 6A, at various points. Citations issued 
for speeding in 1970 numbered 239 in comparison with 78 in 
1969. The policy of stricter enforcement of speed laws in 
Sandwich will be increased and carried on in .1971. 
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The purchase of two new cruisers, a sedan and a wagon, 
in December of 1970, has brought the number of vehicles 
owned by the department to three. The additional vehicle 
will insure that we have two cruisers on the road at all times, 
even if one is down for repairs, out of town on an investi- 
gation, transporting prisoners or tied up in court. All three 
cruisers are on patrol when activity and manpower warrant 
it. The new cruisers are now more easily recognizable to 
citizens by their new colors and markings, and carry addi- 
tional equipment for better service. During 1970 the cruisers 
covered over 180,000 miles during their patrols throughout 
the town. 


A school safety program has been reinitiated under Ju- 
venile and Safety Officer Clyde Gill. During the coming year 
we hope to cover such subjects as Bicycle, Pedestrian and 
Winter Safety, to make the children aware of the problems 
of dangerous strangers, and to, in general, promote a good 
spirit of cooperation between the school children and the 
police. The response from the children has been excellent, 
as has been the cooperation from the School Department. 
It is hoped that with future manpower additions this program 
can be expanded. 


All members of the department have now completed the 
Six weeks basic course under the Massachusetts Municipal 
Training council. Five of our regular officers are currently 
attending college level courses, at either Northeastern Uni- 
versity or Cape Cod Community College in Barnstable, to 
raise their level of proficiency on the job and to help pro- 
fessionalize the police service. 


The need for a police building is well recognized by most 
of the citizens of Sandwich. Your ten man department is 
presently working out of one 8’ x 10’ room in the Fire Station. 
Conditions are so poor that there is not room enough for 
two people to sit down to write or type at the same time. If 
anyone doubts the need for a new Station, I would respect- 
fully request they come in and examine our present facilities 
at any time. I urge you to get behind your police department 
and Town Officials to make the new police station a reality. 
It will allow us to provide increased service and protection 
to the town, increase our proficiency and add a great moral 
incentive to a good police department. 


Sandwich has, as most communities, experienced an in- 
crease in housebreaks in year round homes. This is in marked 
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contrast to years past when most burglaries in Sandwich 
occurred in unoccupied summer homes. While we still ex- 
perience breaks in summer homes, those in year round homes 
are far more costly and dangerous. Notify your police when 
leaving for a vacation in order that we may periodically check 
your home during your absence. I would be more than happy 
to advise any person on steps he may take to lessen the 
chance of a burglary in his own home. Contrary to what 
most persons think, most housebreaks are done during the 
day, not at night. Most housebreakers are caught as the 
result of a call from an alert citizen. If you see a suspicious 
car or person in your neighborhood, by all means report it. 
Do not fear a false alarm. We would rather respond need- 
lessly than to go unnotified and investigate a crime later on. 
While we hope the caller will identify himself, anonymous 
calls will be investigated as thoroughly as an identified one. 
At all times the persons reporting such an occurrence will 
be held in strict confidence. 


The department returned to the Town Treasurer $825.50 
from pistol permits, Firearms ID cards, bicycle license plates, 
copies of accident reports sold to insurance companies and 
one insurance adjustment. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich for choos- 
ing me, through your Board of Selectmen, as the new Chief 
of Police. I would like to thank the Officers of my Depart- 
ment, the Selectmen and other Town Officials, former Acting 
Chief Arthur Souza, the State Police and Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment and, most of all, the citizens of Sandwich for the fine 
assistance and cooperation I have received since taking over 
command of the department in September of 1970. All of 
the factors have far exceeded my initial expectations. They 
are by far the most important for without this support your 
department cannot be effective no matter how efficient it 
may be. 

During the past year 386 persons were subjects of investi- 
gation on complaints of crime or violation of Motor Vehicle 
laws, mostly by this department as a unit, sometimes with 
assistance from or to the Massachusetts State Police or other 
Law Enforcement agencies. 


282 of these were adult males. There were 47 adult fe- 
males and 57 Juveniles, both male and female. 

A total of 446 charges were investigated by departments 
involved and were disposed of as follows:

The Annual Report of the Sandwich Fire Department for 
the year 1970 is herewith submitted. 


Following is a breakdown of alarms and other activities 
of the department during the past year.

It should be noted that the number of calls during 1970 
Showed a sharp increase over the preceding year. This re- 
flects the growth of the town and the amount of property 
at risk. On the basis of recent figures, valuations of new 
building based on owners estimates, has increased over 3 
million dollars in the last year, and almost 12 million dollars 
in the last five years, not including valuation of the power 
plant. 


In a program designed to keep pace with this growth 
the Board of Fire Engineers initiated an article at a Special 
Town Meeting for construction of a fire station on town 
owned land in Forestdale. Funds for construction of this 
building were authorized at the Special Town Meeting of 
December 14. When completed it is planned that this station 
will house the present brush breaker and in addition, Engine 
2 currently stationed in East Sandwich. While both these 
pieces of apparatus are well over 20 years of age, their re- 


113 


placement is scheduled within the next three years. The new 
station with additional equipment will materially improve 
the fire protection afforded the south section of the town. 


As regards other department properties, the apparatus 
areas of the headquarters station have been painted by the 
permanent men stationed there. An emergency telephone 
has been installed on the front of Station 2 and a new 
quarterboard type sign placed on the building entrance. 


The former Patrol Truck is undergoing a complete over- 
haul at the Upper Cape Vocational School at a minimal cost 
for replacement parts only. When completed this unit will 
be housed at Station 2 in East Sandwich and will respond as 
an Emergency Rescue and Fire Attack vehicle. 


The Board of Engineers are requesting funds in the 1971 
budget for a fire fighter to be stationed in East Sandwich 
during the months of July and August. With the large num- 
ber of summer residents, vacationists, and tourists in this 
area during the peak summer months, and considering the 
traffic situation generally, an immediate response by a man 
at this station might well spell the difference between life 
and death, or the control or extinguishment of an incipient 
fire. 


On June 17 of the past year the Board adopted Rules 
and Regulations for the government and discipline of the 
Department. 


During the past year two State’ training courses were 
held at the headquarters station for department personnel. 
The first of these covered “Pumps and Hydraulics” and the 
second “Ladders and Ventilation.” Also in the area of train- 
ing, eight men attended the Fire School at Fitzwilliam, New 
Hampshire and seven fire fighters attended special three day 
courses at the Civil Defense Training Academy in Topsfield. 
Also during the past year Chief Alvezi completed a special 
course at Cape Cod Community College in “Fire Department 
Management and Operation.” 


After months of study and consideration, the Board of 
Engineers are including in their 1971 budget, funds to place 
the Sandwich Fire Department on a Call basis. There are 
several reasons for this recommendation. 


As of the present time members of the Department, with 
the exception of the Chief, Deputy Chief, and two permanent 
fire fighters are all volunteers. Except for working at dump 
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and forest fires they receive no compensation. In the in- 
stances cited above they are paid by the Forest Warden. 
They receive no compensation for fighting house or building 
fires, a fact we have come to find out, not generally known. 


Optimum organizational control is not possible with vol- 
unteers. Over the years Sandwich has been fortunate to 
have had loyal and dedicated men as members of the Volun- 
teer Department. As the town has grown both in population 
and the amount of property at risk, the Engineers feel that 
the time has come when the Department should be organized 
on a Call basis and members paid for fighting all fires. As 
paid personnel they must observe the organizational rules 
established by the Board of Engineers, attend drills to perfect 
their efficiency as fire fighters, and participate in special 
training sessions provided for further education in the field 
of fire control. 


Sandwich is the only town on the Cape which currently 
depends on a Strictly volunteer group for fighting fires. All 
other Cape towns have a fire department composed of paid 
callmen. The Engineers have investigated the organization 
and rates of other Cape towns and have developed a schedule _ 
of payments and an organizational plan which they feel is 
in keeping with the area generally. It is believed that the 
recommended organization of a fire department composed 
of paid callmen will improve not only the overall efficiency 
of the department, but will provide the basis for an orderly 
growth to keep pace with the future fire protection needs 
of the town. 


The Chief and Board of Fire Engineers take this oppor- 
tunity to gratefully acknowledge the cooperation and assist- 
ance of all members of the Sandwich Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, the dispatchers who man the Communications Center, 
as well as town Officials and departments. The assistance 
which has been extended by surrounding towns in a variety 
of ways is also gratefully acknowledged.

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Report of the Dog Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This is the report of the Dog Officer for 1970. 
The following list is the breakdown of reports and ac- 
tivities of the Dog Officer:

The above breakdown indicates that the stray dog, lost 
dog, and returned dog complaints are where the greater part 
of the Dog Officer’s efforts are directed. 


The owner of a dog that is properly collared and tagged 
usually will receive a phone call and the dog is returned 
immediately. A dog without a collar and tag makes locating 
the owner much more difficult. 


This year a very nice Norwegian Elk Hound was turned 
in to our kennel. A partial description was placed in the 
Cape newspaper. Two families answered the article in the 
paper. Both parties claimed the dog to be theirs. The dog 
knew its owner but the other party insisted it was theirs. 
The dog had to be kept one more night and a little boy went

home in tears. The next morning the claiming party brought 
the dog’s supposed mate to the station — negative results 
as the outcome of the meeting of the two dogs. I was then 
able to contact the family with the little boys and a happy 
reunion took place. 


If a license is lost during the year a replacement can be 
obtained for 25c at the Town Clerk’s office. 


The collecting of past due licenses from dog owners is a 
part of the dog officer’s duties that does not show up in the 
breakdown above. Much time is consumed in checking out 
whether or not a previously licensed dog is still around or 
perhaps gone to the happy hunting ground. I must make a 
personal contact in this regard either by phone or in person. 
In the past few years I have sent out notices. This year I 
did not. I have found that dog owners have been forgetful 
of their obligation to renew the dog’s license. 


The licensing period is a little confusing to some, in that 
it runs from April 1st to the next March 31st. There will be 
a few 1970 licenses collected when it is almost time for 1971 
licenses to come due. 


A new responsibility placed on the owner of man’s best 
friend is that all dogs must have a rabies shot and display 
a tag in addition to their regular local license tag. Since 
August 1969 this law has been in effect. Most owners have 
complied with this new law. There are, however, always a 
few holdouts and the new pups that come into the world. A 
check with your veterinarian with regard to the shot for 
your dog and when it must be repeated, could save you, the 
dog owner, a civil liable suit should your dog bite a person 
and transmit rabies. 


G.L. Chap. 140, Sec. 145B. Vaccination of dogs 
against rabies. Whoever is the owner or Keeper of a 
dog six months of age or older shall cause such dog 
to be vaccinated against rabies by a licensed veter- 
inarian using a vaccine approved by the department 
of public health. 


Unvaccinated dogs acquired or brought into the 
Commonwealth shall be vaccinated within thirty 
days after acquisition or entry into the Common- 
wealth or upon reaching the age of six months, 
whichever comes later. - 
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Vaccinated dogs shall be revaccinated period- 
ically in accordance with rules and regulations 
adopted and promulgated by the department of pub- 
lic health. 


Whoever violates the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty 
dollars. 


The Town of Sandwich for several years has had the 
leashlaw in effect from May 15 to October 15. All the dog 
Owners when contacted regarding a violation were always 
cooperative and the dog was picked up and kept restrained. 


I don’t know if your home is like mine, but with small 
children and visitors, I found myself out looking for my own 
dog that had escaped through an open door. 


G.L. Chap. 140, Sec. 167 has been amended and reads as 
follows: 


The aldermen or selectmen may order that 
all dogs shall be muzzled or restrained from running 
at large during such time as shall be prescribed by 
such order. After passing such order and posting a 
certified copy thereof in two or more public places in 
the town, or, if a daily newspaper is published in 
such town, by publishing such copy once in such 
newspaper, the aldermen or selectmen may issue 
their warrant to one or more of the police officers or 
constables of such town, who shall, after twenty- 
four hours from the publication of such notice kill 
all dogs found unmuzzled or running at large con- 
trary to such order, and shall receive such compensa- 
tion therefor as is provided in section one hundred 
and fifty-one. Notwithstanding the foregoing, a po- 
lice officer or constable may, in his discretion, hold 
any such dog for a period not in excess of ten days. 
If the owner thereof claims such dog and pays to 
such officer or constable the sum of five dollars, to- 
gether with one dollar and fifty cents for each day 
that it is so held, it shall be returned to the owner. 
The fee of five dollars shall be paid over to the city 
or town and the remaining moneys shall be retained 
by such officer or constable as his fee. 


Nuisance complaints are most often concerned with 
barking dogs disturbing neighbors. This type of complaint 
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occurs during the night or early morning hours. When you 
have gone to bed to get a good night’s sleep only to be 
awakened by a neighbors barking dog one does not always 
feel like the Good Humor Man. 


When I receive a nuisance complaint regarding barking 
dogs I try to locate the dog, if not known by the complainant. 
As soon as the disturber is located, the owner is advised of 
the misdeed of his pet. Normally this is all that is required 
to rectify the situation. 


This is a good time to remind all dog owners of the 
“Golden Rule” to take care of your dog as you would like 
your neighbor to take care of their dog. 


I would like to thank the members of the Shawme Rod 
and Gun Club for their part in sponsoring a rabies clinic. 
There were 55 dogs vaccinated by Dr. Leach.

Mr. Alvan Perry retired this year as Director of Civil 
Defense in Sandwich after many years of faithful and loyal 
service to the town in this capacity. As the new Director I 
am indebted to Mr. Perry for his willingness to continue to 
serve as Deputy Director. His assistance, advice and guid- 
ance have been most valuable in providing a continuity of 
service in the community. 


It is with regret that we note the death of Edward Hartel 
who was for many years the Communications Officer for the 
local CD organization. As an amateur radio enthusiast he 
was known as a real veteran in the communications field. His 
passing leaves an important vacancy in the local Civil De- 
fense organization. 


During the past year eight members of the Sandwich 
Fire Department attended special three day sessions at the 
Civil Defense Training Academy in Topsfield. It is hoped 
that during the coming year we will be able to send another 
group of men to take advantage of special training in fire 
control. 


Also during the past year, twenty four members of the 
Sandwich Junior Womans Club completed the course in 
Medical Self Help sponsored by Civil Defense. 


A course in Radiological Monitoring is scheduled for 
early 1971. In addition to members of the Police and Fire 
Departments, the course will be open to interested citizens 
who may wish to participate. 


Prior to the end of the present school year it is hoped 
that arrangements may be completed for a program of finger 
printing Sandwich youngsters thus providing a permanent 
record for each child which could be useful in many ways. 
Sandwich is one of the few Cape towns which has not partici- 
pated in this program. 
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Regrettably, Robert Slade found it necessary to retire as 
Shelter Manager of Sandwich Civil Defense. His contribution 
of time and effort in this area of the Civil Defense program 
warrants the appreciative thanks of the community. 


All of us are deeply involved in improving our skills, 
systems and procedures for effective life saving action in 
the event of a nuclear attack, but we also live with more 
localized and immediate problems of the hour. Civil Defense 
is involved in putting together a variety of resources in the 
community to help protect the lives and safety of the citizens 
and to be of assistance in time of need throughout the year. 


There are opportunities to serve in a variety of areas 
within the local Civil Defense organization and to be of 
service in many peacetime activities. Those who may be in- 
terested in participating in this worthwhile community activ- 
ity should contact the Director. 


In conclusion I wish to acknowledge with thanks the 
cooperation and assistance which has been extended by 
town Officials, departments and organizations in carrying on 
the day to day activities of Civil Defense in Sandwich.

This has been a good year for the Old Grist Mill — more 
visitors than any other year and more cornmeal sold. The 
grade of corn was the finest we have ever had. 


The season started on June 20th and closed on October 
3rd. There were 17,771 visitors, not including the numerous 
children too young to pay admission. They registered from 
every state and many foreign countries. One of our visitors 
was from Sandwich, England. As usual the third grade paid 
us a visit and the children were very interested to see how 
corn was ground many years ago. 


We ground 13 tons of corn and sold approximately 10,000 
individual bags of cornmeal. Several of the markets in this 
vicinity are stocking our cornmeal and find it to be a good 
seller. People tell them how much they like the recipes given 
with the meal. 


This year for the first time the Old Mill, Hoxie House, 
Glass Museum and Heritage Plantation were included in a 
combination ticket. This was very well received as it gave 
visitors the opportunity of seeing various historic sites in 
Sandwich at a budget price. 

The ducks and swans continue to be an attraction. We 
had the addition of four cygnets, six pairs of white ducks 
and a pair of geese this year. Everyone like to take pictures 
of them and to feed them. Pictures of our swans and the 
old mill have often appeared in our daily paper. 

At the end of the season many people who have visited 
the mill during the summer stop by to purchase bags of 
cornmeal to take home for themselves and as gifts to their 
friends.

Following is the report of the Recreation Committee of 
the Town of Sandwich for the year 1970. 


Recreation in the Town of Sandwich is becoming of ut- 
most importance to many of its people. With this in mind 
the Committee has continued on with its established pro- 
grams as well as adding new ones. 


This year the Committee sponsored the July 4th activ- 
ities, which included a parade and field day events. Children 
of all ages participated, and ribbons were awarded to the 
Winners. This event was a great success. 


The summer recreation program was directed by Mr. 
Robert Fenton. His staff included Mr. William Earl, Miss 
Joyce Tolken, and Miss Barbara Harriman. The program be- 
gan June 29 and ran nine weeks, ending August 28. The 
program consisted of a morning session that was held at 
the Henry T. Wing School each Monday through Friday from 
9:00 a.m. to 11:30 a.m. This morning session was devoted to 
Arts and Crafts and playground activities. Special instruc- 
tion was also given in Basketball, Volleyball, Tennis and 
other activities for the older groups. This program was run 
for boys and girls ages 9 through 12. The average attendance 
for the boys was 27 and for the girls was 15. 


A new program was also added to the summer activities. 
This included boys and girls from 6 to 8 years of age. In 
this program playground activities were offered and many 
arts and crafts were included. This proved to be most suc- 
cessful with an average of 30 boys and girls participating 
in the program twice a week. 


Also added this year was an excursion to Lincoln Park 
which included boys and girls from 9 to 13 years of age. 
Sixty two children attended and everyone had a good time. 


Other summer activities included under the direction of 
the Committee were swimming instruction at Lombard Park 
in the afternoons and Little League and Babe Ruth League 
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in the evenings. Reports on these activities are included in 
this Annual Report under separate headings. 


The recreation program was carried through the Fall 
with a soccer program on Saturday mornings. The boys pro- 
gram was under the direction of Mr. William Earl, and ran 
for a period of six weeks. New this year was a soccer program 
for the girls under the direction of Mrs. Barbara Young. 


The Committee distributed questionnaires to the stu- 
dents of the high school to determine what type of recre- 
ational activities are of most interest to these students. In 
relation to the results of these questionnaires the Committee 
is working to establish a program for these young adults. 


The Committee is grateful to all those who participated 
in making the programs established a success.

Memorial Building Trustees 
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Report of the Historic District Commission 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


While the year 1970 recorded fewer applications for 
Certificates of Appropriateness, from residents living within 
the Historic District area, with the Commission than were 
registered the previous year, more interest in the work of 
the Commission has been displayed. Inquiries have been 
received from other towns in the Commonwealth, namely 
Plymouth, Lynnfield, Wareham, Northborough and New Bed- 
ford, regarding the establishment of historic districts, which 
indicates an increasing awareness of the citizens for the 
need of preserving our heritage. 


The Commission held meetings on the second Monday of 
each month, with the exception of March and December 
when there was a conflict with Town Meetings, and October 
where a holiday made it advisable to cancel the usual meet- 
ing. The Commission granted nine Certificates of Appro- 
priateness during the year, one for a new residence in the 
Pilgrim Hill area, where a portion of the lot came within the 
boundary of the District. Other permits were for minor re- 
pairs, except for a Certificate of Appropriateness issued to 
the Sandwich Historical Society for extensive additions and 
alterations to the building. 


Of special interest to the Commission was a meeting with 
a committee from East Sandwich, which presented a petition 
seeking to have a historic district commission established 
for East Sandwich, so that historic buildings in that area can 
be maintained in accordance with the regulations the Sand- 
wich Historic Commission has set up. This request has been 
referred to the Board of Selectmen, which will appoint a 
study group to pursue this subject as the initial step toward 
the establishment of such a district. 
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The Commission is, as always, grateful for the coopera- 
tion of the Selectmen and to the residents in the Districts 
for their willing and conscientious observance of the regula- 
tions of the Commission.

Building activity in Sandwich continues to increase as 
most people are well aware. This office issued two hundred 
sixty-six (266) permits, an increase of nineteen (19) over last 
year. The average estimated cost of construction has shown 
a steady increase resulting in the total estimated cost of con- 
struction at $4,088,825.00 for the year. This is an increase of 
$822,900.00 over last year’s figure. Fees collected and paid 
to the Town Treasurer totaled $2,485.50.

Swimming lessons, this year, were given by Miss Joyce 
Tolken and Miss Barbara Harriman at Lombard Park (Snake 
Pond). All Red Cross courses were offered ranging from 
Beginners through Senior Life Saving. A Beginner course 
was added for those younger children who needed help in 
adjusting to the water. 


Because of the number of students, lessons were given 
every other day to two different sections, approximately 150 
students in each. 


We would like to thank Officer Russell, not only for his 
part in making a safe place to bathe, but for his invaluable 
assistance in presenting the Water Carnival on August 18. 
The Water Carnival was a huge success. 


Although the necessary equipment and “F”’ dock were 
late in coming, they proved to be a great help to the Water 
Safety Program. 


Mr. Hart proved excellent as a fill-in lifeguard and we 
especially thank him. 


Although we felt the Water Safety Program was a con- 
siderable success, we would like to make the following re- 
quests: 


1. That two full time, reliable, well qualified, lifeguards 
be on duty each day. 

2. That the instructors work only five days with an in- 
crease in pay. 

3. That the playground arts and craft staff be kept 
separate from the Water Safety Staff. 

4. That ladders be available for the raft next year. 
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5. That swimming lessons be held in the morning next 
year, as requested by many mothers. 


A total of 290 students registered for swimming instruc- 
tions and 94 successfully completed instructions. Those 
passed in the following groups were as follows:

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Report of the Sandwich Free Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


I submit herewith the 80th Annual Report of the Sand- 
wich Public Library. 


Strikingly evident to a newcomer, are the pride of the 
citizens of Sandwich in their library, and the pleasure, mixed 
with surprise, of the summer visitors in its attractiveness 
and scope. It is with gratitude for Miss Priscilla Harding’s 
able leadership in the past that I take over a going concern. 


Public libraries reflect and, we hope, help to interpret 
the current scene. Much serious fiction still features the 
anti-hero, torment, futility and contempt. Reviewers, chant- 
ing in unison “sensitive” and “perceptive”, remain cheerful, 
apparently sustained by the conviction that, if there are 
enough ashes, Phoenix will rise again, but many readers lack 
their kind of stamina. A number take frequent refuge in 
mystery stories, where the solution of all problems posed is 
guaranteed. Others with stronger nerves turn to suspense 
or science fiction, where the situations are remote enough 
to be dismissed as unreal. Best sellers of years passed, chosen 
for diplay last winter from listings in a volume loaned by 
Mr. C. Ruggles Smith, were popular. 


Attempts to deal with the grave issues and changing 
culture of our times have produced many distinguished books 
this year — on the forms and uses of violence in the United 
States, on the contributions of every race towards a common 
heritage, on the preservation and appreciation of the natural 
environment, on the ideal relation of law and justice to lib- 
erty, on sex and love, on the control of power, on many 
aspects of the nature and possible destiny of man. It is 
encouraging to note that people of all ages from many dis- 
ciplines are contributing their insights. There is a noticeable 
shift from absorption with expertise to concern for values. 


The library has continued to strengthen its special sec- 
tions on arts and crafts, antiques, Cape Cod and the Islands, 
and to maintain an up-to-date information collection. 
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Reference work for students and adults is about equal. 
A few sample questions illustrate its range, — ‘‘Where can 
I find material on cummunal settlements in the United 
States?” — “How can I take stains out of marble?” — “Who 
is reported to have said, ‘There but for the grace of God 
goes... .’?” — “Who was Lincoln’s physician?” — “What is 
the price of the American Cagebird Magazine?” — “What 
were the sources of the texts for Bach’s chorales?” — “Do 
you have copies of civil service examinations?” “Where can 
I find the rules of cribbage?” The Falmouth Public Library, 
acting as regional headquarters, has helped us whenever we 
needed help by looking up questions, by supplying material 
to readers directly, or by inter-library loan. During the year 
we borrowed twenty-eight volumes and loaned five. 


Mrs. Peter Rickheit, the High School librarian, has kept 
us informed of impending class assignments likely to involve 
our aid. We have exchanged lists of new acquisitions with 
her and she has distributed our lists to interested faculty 
members. We hope also to work with her to stimulate greater 
use of our resources by the young people in pursuit of their 
personal interests. 


In the children’s room we have been experimenting to 
make arrangements simpler and more attractive. In Novem- 
ber, the three third grades, with their teachers, visited the 
library. We started a third-grade reading club then, as a 
means of getting better acquainted with the children and 
their tastes. We have started a ‘Parents’ Shelf’ and would 
welcome the cooperation of more teachers and parents to 
help us expand the children’s program. 


During July and August Mrs. Peter Suller conducted a 
weekly story hour for young children. 


Mrs. Lester Steves, assistant librarian, has arranged 
many book displays. In addition to these we have been 
fortunate to have the following exhibits: American pewter 
from the collection of Dr. and Mrs. Charles J. Gaupp; But- 
tons from the collection of Mrs. Russell A. Lovell, Sr.; book 
jackets for favorite books made by Sandwich third-grade 
pupils; Earth-day posters from the Sandwich schools; chess- 
men from many nations, from the collection of Mr. E. H. 
Doble; decorated work (tinware and furniture) by Mrs. Rob- 
ert Payne and Mrs. Charles Cheney; paintings by students 
of Evelyn W. Mott, Scorton Creek Studio; Dedham area 
from the collection of Robert G. Sprague. 
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The Sandwich Art Association held an out-door exhibit 
and sale on the library grounds, later presenting to the li- 
brary a handsome two-volume survey of American art in 
appreciation of our hospitality. 


The Sandwich Gardeners have continued their monthly 
meetings in the library, and again decorated the reading 
rooms for Christmas. A film-review group has met monthly. 


Mr. Richard Fox of the Cape Cod Standard Times has 
been very helpful in getting library news printed. 


In December the Columbia Broadcasting System donated 
a large carton of records. The library is entirely dependent 
on donations for its record collection, which is quite well 
used.

The library continues to grow. In 1970 a total of 1174 
books were added and 167 withdrawn, bringing the total 
number of volumes to 26,252. The total circulation for the 
year was 36,722. There were 473 new borrowers enrolled, 96 
of them summer residents. The total number of borrowers 
in the active file is now 2996 (783 of them summer residents). 
Children under nine borrow on their parents’ cards and are 
therefore not included. 


The unfailing helpfulness of the Trustees and the library 
staff and the cordiality of the people of Sandwich pal made 
my first year here a very happy one.

The Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School entered its second year of operation on September 9, 
1970, with the addition of another Freshman class. Many 
changes have been made in our curriculum. One of the ma- 
jor adjustments was the elimination of study periods. This 
became necessary in order to devote more time to changes 
in technology and provide our students with the added skills 
to be better prepared to obtain jobs in a highly competitive 
labor market. Students are now in class from 8:00 a.m. to 
2:28 p.m. 


Our first graduation took place on June 9, 1970. The 
class was made up of nine boys that were transfer students 
from the Wareham Vocational School and eight post-grad- 
uate Cosmetology students. On October 23, 1970, our first 
class of Licensed Practical Nurses was graduated. 


A new Medical Assistant Course was opened on September 
14, 1970. Its purpose is to train qualified women on the post- 
graduate level in a para-medical occupation suited to assist- 
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ing professional personnel. The course includes receptionists’ 
duties, preparation in business and office practices, com- 
munications, and the medical skills needed to assist the 
physician with diagnostic and therapeutic measures. Plans 
are underway with Falmouth Hospital in Falmouth to utilize 
laboratories, business offices and selected patient-care areas 
for a student externship experience. 


Another class of Licensed Practical Nurses was also 
started in September of 1970. Based on a submitted curricu- 
lum to the Massachusetts Board of Registration in Nursing 
the program is approved for fifty-two weeks instead of the 
required sixty-five weeks. The basic instruction and related 
theory in practical nursing is offered at the School with 
clinical experience and practice at hospitals and health 
agencies. 


In September our Superintendent-Director, George F. 
Weaver, requested retirement as of December 31, 1970, which 
was accepted by the Regional School Committee with extreme 
regret and deep appreciation for his efforts in accomplishing 
the objectives set forth for planning and building the school. 
The School Committee appointed Arthur L. Sweetman, the 
Assistant Director, to succeed Mr. Weaver as of January 1, 
1971. 


We have enjoyed a very successful year due to the co- 
operation of all the school personnel, school administrators, 
and town Officials in the Regional School District. Thanks 
and appreciation should be extended to the Garden Clubs of 
our region for the extremely fine job of supplying and plant- 
ing shrubbery about our building and to all those who have 
contributed equipment and supplies to be used in our program 
of studies. 


In a report like this I would be remiss if I did not thank 
our School Committee for their efforts and their willingness 
to meet whenever necessary and for being able to make 
important decisions without hesitation, which is so important 
in the operation of any school. I would also like to thank the 
seventy members of our advisory and craft committees for 
their help. I cannot emphasize enough the importance of 
these people in Keeping our programs up-to-date and our 
instructors well-informed as to the changes in the various 
trade areas and in assisting our people in the placement of 
the students.

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Report on Cape Cod Planning and 


Economic Development Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


During 1970 the Commission has recommended a comprehen- 
Sive plan for Cape Cod, the objectives of which are: 


ib: 


3. 


to provide approximately 600 new jobs annually for the 
graduates of Cape Cod’s high schools and those Cape 
Cod young people who wish to return to the Cape after 
completing their higher education. 


Raise the per capita income of Barnstable County to 
that of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


To stabilize the real estate tax rate. 


The Commission believes that by attaining the goals men- 
tioned above a number of economic and social problems can 
can be relieved. 


From the latest information available it appears that: 


39.8% of Cape Cod’s households have cash incomes of 
$5,000 or less. In Massachusetts only 24.3% of the 
families find themselves in this position. 

Public assistance costs in 1969 were nearly five and a 
half million. 

Payments of unemployment compensation were 
$1,300.000. 

Local governments including the County have a per 
capita debt of $404.00 compared to that in the State of 
$171.00. 

The total debt being $35,814,000.00. 


Excessive unemployment and underemployment con- 
tinues. 

We are told that there is a high incidence of mental 
health problems. 


To achieve these goals, the Commission is preparing inform- 
ation comparing the relative importance of the existing “ex- 
port” industries as respects jobs and income. With this in- 
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formation, the Commission will recommend plans to expand 
the “exporter basic industries” and to discover possible new 
and better uses for the Cape assets. 


It has been recommended that all towns: 


1. act to reduce strip zoning and 
2. revise subdivision regulations 


(a) provide for density zoning 

(b) require on-site sewerage disposal 

(c) attempt uniform regulations for the installation 
of public utilities 


The Commission’s staff is working to determine the lo- 
cation and number of persons now unemployed or underem- 
ployed and their capabilities, mentally and physically, of be- 
ing retrained for local job opportunities. 


The Commission believes that information must be ob- 
tained as quickly as possible of the numbers of acres of land 
that may be available for development. It is also seeking lo- 
cations for new marinas that will not adversely effect the 
environment. 


It is also seeking information that will help preserve its 
mineral deposits for future use such as sand, gravel and 
boulders, and it is hopeful that the Towns will accept its 
recommendations as respects “multiple use” areas that will 
provide for wildlife, the protection of mineral deposits, sani- 
tary methods of solid waste disposal, include water supply 
and storage and sanitary sewerage disposal and reforesta- 
tion. 


Methods for providing for solid waste disposal have been 
completed this year and the information is contained in a 
report made by the Barnstable County Regional Refuse Dis- 
posal Planning Committee. 


Water supply and sewerage disposal recommendations 
are contained in a comprehensive report prepared by the 
Commission. 


A traffic operation study which has determined methods 
for dealing with a variety of congested traffic intersections 
by the Commission. 


The Commission has maintained its association with Re- 
gion VII, Comprehensive Health, Inc. to solve health prob- 
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lems. It has submitted nine reports to the Federal Housing 
and Urban Development Department as follows:

It has been assisted by the Massachusetts Department of 
Community Affairs. The Commission’s work with the Eco- 
nomic Development Administration has resulted in an on- 
going program to gather information concerning the County’s 
basic industries. 


It has participated with the Office of Economic Develop- 
ment Planning and the Fisherman’s Cooperative Industry, 
Inc. of Provincetown and assisted them in preparing a re- 
quest for a technical assistance grant that will determine 
what is needed to strengthen and maintain one of the Cape’s 
traditional export industries. In the course of this work it 
has conferred with the Chatham Fisherman’s Cooperative. 


It has assisted the Town of Bourne’s Overall Economic 
Development Program in obtaining a technical assistance 
grant to determine what must be done to provide more jobs 
and income in the Town. 
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Through its Otis Air Force Base Study Committee, the 
Commission has developed a policy that opposes the use of 
Otis as a commercial international jetport. 


The Commission has met monthly to guide and direct 
the staff toward goals that will benefit all the citizens of 
the County. The Commission expresses its appreciation to 
County officials who have cooperated in the Commission’s 
work and the many State and Federal officials who have 
been of assistance. 


The Commission’s Executive Committee has given a great 
deal of time to preparing suggested policies and has dealt 
extensively with the administration of the Commission’s af- 
fairs.

Sandwich Members of the CCPEDC 
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Report of the School Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March 1969, the voters 
authorized the moderator to appoint a Sandwich School 
Building Committee of five members with the authority to 
select and enter into a contract with an architect to furnish 
plans, specifications and estimates for the alteration of, and 
the construction of an addition to the Henry T. Wing School 
for the purpose of providing additional school facilities. To 
this committee, the moderator, Mr. Willard Boyden, appointed 
from the school committee, Mr. William Richards as chair- 
man, and Mr. Howard P. Crowell. Members from the town at 
large were Dr. John H. Lewis, Carl H. Schmelzer, and Frank 
C. Bess. 


After the town refused the regionalization of schools 
with the Town of Mashpee, the voters at a special town meet- 
ing in June of 1969 voted to extend the powers and duties of 
the school building committee to furnish plans, specifications 
and estimates for a new school building. 


Mr. Paul J. O’Connell of the school committee was ap- 
pointed to the committee to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Mr. Richards, the chairman. On March of 1970, 
Dr. Lewis resigned and Mr. Walter T. Fagnant was appointed. 
Mrs. William Smith of Grove St., became a member of the 
committee when Mr. Schmelzer found it necessary to resign. 


SCHOOL SPACE NEEDED 


Your building committee has had many meetings, trips to 
Boston, visits to other schools, and hikes through probable 
Sites since its first meeting of July 3, 1969. An attempt to keep 
an orderly and precise record of our activities is being under- 
taken by the clerk of the committee. Such a record can act 
as a guide to future building committees. 


One of the first meetings of the committee was held with 
the school committee to discuss school needs. The main out- 
come of this meeting was the emphasis upon the factor that 
the town of Sandwich needs school space. Every available 
room in the present facilities are being utilized. The elemen- 
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tary library is in the forum. The high school offerings 
and schedulings are limited, due to the lack of teaching 
areas. The fact that the sixth grades are a part of the high 
school program is a sign that our present small buildings are 
dictating to the type of school program we shall have in 
Sandwich. 


TOWN’S GROWTH 


The town is growing! This committee made extensive 
studies into this growth. Charts were developed to depict such 
expansion in the areas of population, school enrollment, 
registered voters, new home construction, and the planning 
of new developments in our town. 


This growth, however, was relatively small until 1965. 
The following is an example:

In 1955 our school population was 270 pupils. Ten years 
later in 1965 the number of students increased approximately 
25 per year to the total of 533. However, since 1965, the yearly 
increase has been nearer to 50 pupils per year increase. The 
October 1, 1970 enrollment figures were 787. Convinced that 
new school facilities are a real need, the committee then 
spent considerable time studying possible sites. 


POSSIBLE SITES 


Detailed explanations and descriptions of sites would be 
quite lengthy. However, the members did make extensive re- 
search into the advisability of using land within the present 
17 acres of the school area. We also considered the land 
across the Perimeter Road known as Morse Road. This land 
consists of properties owned presently by Mrs. H. T. Smith, 
Mrs. Isabelle Morse, and Mr. David Crowell. The committee 
also studied the land on Route 130 now used and owned by 
Roberti’s Dairy. This latter site could also include adjacent 
land owned by Volpe Construction. 
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In Forestdale, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has 
considerable acreage on Cotuit Road. This site was the one 
considered by the regional school committee. Other possible 
Sites were in the vicinity of Quaker Meeting House Road and 
both sides of the Mid-Cape Highway. The committee did not 
feel, however, that a decision could be made at that time. 
The advice of an architect, engineers, and other consultants 
would be needed. 


ENGELHARDT REPORT 

In December, 1969, the committee had a meeting with 
Mr. William Black, then the director of the School Building 
Assistance for Massachusetts. Many of our problems were 
discussed, but the main outcome of this meeting was the 
strong recommendation of Mr. Black that we engage an edu- 
cational consultant to survey the town’s growth, the present 
school facilities and to recommend a school building pro- 
gram. 


The committee voted to accept this recommendation. 
After several interviews, the firm of Engelhardt & Engel- 
hardt, Inc., was hired to make such a study. Dr. Engelhardt 
and members of his staff conducted an intensive survey. 
Their report was finalized in June, 1970. Copies are available. 


After lengthy summaries of school enrollment trends, 
existing facilities, and a rationale for school organization, the 
recommendations were presented. The following are Dr. En- 
gelhardt’s suggestions: 


1. Construct a 400-pupil high school for grades 
nine through twelve on a new site. 

2. Convert the existing building to a 450-pupil 
middle school for grades five through eight. 

3. Construct a 500-pupil elementary school for 
kindergarten through grade four on a site 
near the center of town. 


AN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


After thorough analysis of the Engelhardt report, the 
committee realized that time is an important factor. We need 
school space. Therefore, the members felt that immediate 
plans to build an elementary school on the present school 
site would be best to relieve the pressure of over-crowdedness 
in all grades. Plans would be continued for the building of a 
high school on a different site as recommended in the con- 
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Sultant’s report. As a result, a meeting was scheduled with 
Mr. John Hodgkins, the new director of the School Building 
Assistance Bureau. 


On September 16, 1970, the committee and Mr. Clayton 
Campbell, Superintendent of Schools, met with Mr. Hodgkins 
in Boston. The end result of this meeting was that Mr. Hodg- 
kins felt that a town may vote for an elementary school and 
then refuse to continue funds for a needed high school. He 
asked that we present specifications and estimates for both 
types of buildings. The bureau also agreed that we should 
select an architect at this time. 


ARCHITECT 


Throughout the summer months of 1970, the applications 
of approximately 35 architectural firms were studied. The 
committee decided to interview the firms of Smith, Sellew, 
and Doherty of Boston; Rich, Phinney, and Cote of Boston; 
Alger and Gunn of Hyannis; Pearley Gilbert Associates of 
Lowell; Stoner Associates of Boston; Korslund, LeNormand 
and Quann of Norwood; Warren H. Ashley of West Hartford, 
and Drummey, Rosane, and Anderson of Newton. 


This chore of selecting an architect was most interesting, 
fascinating and difficult. Representatives of these firms pre- 
sented, in detail, all aspects of modern-day schools. 


Each and every firm highly recommended to us the feas- 
ilibity of building a school that shall provide a non-rigid, 
flexible program for today’s children. This aspect of educa- 
tion is explained later in this report. 


Trips were made to newly constructed schools in Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, and Rhode Island. These excur- 
sions were made by the building committee members, citi- 
zens, school administrators, teachers, and custodians. Com- 
bined meetings with all involved were held to discuss what 
was seen in the schools visited. In October, 1970, a general 
meeting for the faculty and public was held to hear Mr. Wil- 
liam Green, a principal in New Hampshire, who explained 
and showed slides of a non-graded school in an open class- 
room building. 


The building committee selected Mr. Warren H. Ashley 
as the architect for our town’s school building program. This 
firm’s business is active only in school planning. The commit- 
tee felt that from this firm, we would gain the best possible 
service, guidance and consultations for our endeavors. 
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A JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


With regard to the building of an elementary school on 
the present school site, it was learned that such would be 
most difficult because the area could not capably handle an 
additional Sewerage system. The facilities are now having 
difficulties in meeting the demand of our present buildings. 
Therefore, after much discussion with our architect, his edu- 
cational consultant, and our school people, the committee de- 
cided that immediate plans be made to build a new 700-pupil 
junior-senior high school. The Engelhardt report shows that 
by 1980 our entire school enrollment will be 1,378, and an en- 
rollment of 610 will be in the grades of seven through twelve. 
We feel that these estimates are conservative. Believing that 
a 700-pupil junior-senior high school will be over-crowded by 
1980, the committee feels that at that time an elementary 
school should be built. This would allow the Sandwich schools 
to operate the 4-4-4 school plan as recommended in the En- 
gelhardt report. 


Staff members of the Ashley architectural firm have 
conducted many meetings with our school people to deter- 
mine specifications and needs. Such have been presented to 
the State School Building Assistance Bureau. At this writing 
December, 1970, we are awaiting an appointment for another 
meeting. 


COMMUNITY USAGE 


For our new building, we also are recommending a 1,000 
seat auditorium, a 1,000 seat gymnasium, and a new modern 
cafeteria and kitchen that will be equipped to service the 
present schools as well. Such a central kitchen will be more 
economical and efficient for operation. 


In planning this new project, the committee members 
are keeping in mind that a wide usage of our schools should 
be encouraged for the members of the community. Certainly 
a 1,000 seat auditorium will be needed for town meetings and 
functions. The gymnasium and its facilities are sorely needed 
now for the school’s physical program, but should be equally 
available to the public. These facilities should be used by our 
recreation committee, child and adult organizations, evening 
classes for both adults and students, a school library opened 
evenings, offerings of tutoring services, training for summer 
employment, and above all, usage throughout the entire 


year. 
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SITE 


The best possible site for our school building program 
has undoubtedly been one of the most time-consuming fac- 
tors of our meetings. The members discussed and argued this 
problem thoroughly. Opinions were received from many 
others. Owners are now being contacted. Appraisals have 
been made. Percolation tests and topography surveys are our 
next step, as of this writing. 


The members felt that the area owned by the state on 
Cotuit Road is much too far from the present town facilities. 
Areas near Quaker Meeting House Road had many problems 
such as title research, developments already started, and the 
nearness to the approach pattern of the all-weather runway 
at Otis, a very possible location for a jet transport airport. 
Such a noise factor would be most undesirable. 


LAND APPRAISALS 


The committee had appraisals made of approximately 60 
acres on Route 130, land known as the Roberti property. Ap- 
praisals were made of approximately 43.25 acres of the Roy 
F. Brown estate along with 8.41 acres of land owned by Isa- 
belle W. Morse and 4.27 acres of the property of David Crow- 
ell. On none of these lands are present homes or buildings 
involved. The appraisals were made by two real estate ap- 
praisers. One appraiser is William C. Bryden, a local realtor, 
and the other appraiser was James C. Brophy of Hyannis. 


Details of these appraisals would be too lengthy for this 
report. However, again at this writing, conferences with the 
owners involved have not taken place as yet. Such meetings 
will be most necessary before the committee can make recom- 
mendations. Conferences with the owners of the Roberti, 
Brown and Morse properties have established that these par- 
ties are not willing sellers. 


On December, 1970, the committee met with Mr. Ashley, 
architect, Mr. Ira Stickney, educational consultant, Mr. Clay- 
ton Campbell, Superintendent of Schools. Considering the 
appraisals, and considering the factor that a new school 
building should be erected near the present facilities as 
recommended by our educational consultants, and consider- 
ing the opinion that it would be favorable to have a school 
site near the existing buildings, (Such would be known as an 
Educational Park) the school building committee voted to 
proceed to study the feasibility of obtaining the parcels owned 
by Brown, Morse and Crowell as a school site. This decision 
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will not be final until conferences have been held with the 
owners, percolation tests have been completed, surveys un- 
dertaken and approval has been received from state officials. 


THE SCHOOL STYLE 


The actual design of the school cannot be reported until 
the topographical survey has been made. Naturally, the ter- 
rain will be an important factor here. 


We do think, however, that something should be noted 
with regard to the trends in education. Our new building will 
service the children of our community for many years. We 
must build now for the needs of tomorrow. 


As mentioned before, all architects and educational con- 
sultants interviewed urged us to build for tomorrow. The 
terminologies or phrases of “open-classroom” or “schools 
without walls” may have been over-used. Flexibility appears 
to be a better description. Flexibility can have meaning such 
as expansible space, that can allow for growth; convertible 
space, that can be economically adopted to program changes; 
versatile space, that serves many functions; and malleable 
space, that can be changed “at once and at will.” In other 
words, once a series of four-wall classrooms are built, you 
have established a rigid program for that school as long as 
the building exists. The Educational Facilities Laboratories, 
a non-profit corporation, established by the Ford Foundation, 
explains it best when they report, “Children are down-right 
ornery. They refuse to grow up in a set pattern. An open-plan 
school cannot make a child less ornery. It can make it easier 
to mesh his schooling with his stubbornly piece-meal growth. 
The disappearance of walls has been accompanied by (if not 
indeed stimulated by) the appearance of less rigid patterns 
of teaching and learning; non-grading, team teaching, or 
both. At very least, concentrating a greater number of chil- 
dren and a greater reservoir of teaching talent in the same 
space simplifies the tailoring of instruction to the needs of 
the individual child.” 

For a high school this flexibility means less rigid sched- 
uling, (top, medium, low groups) less grouping of standard 
classes of 25, much less ratio of one teacher to every large 
group, less rigid programming, less exact timing of instruc- 
tion (every class period - 45 minutes), more subject offerings 
for individuals, more usage of special talents of the staff, and 
above all, a building that will be accessible for change when 
change is needed and wanted. 
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THE HENRY T. WING SCHOOL 


The committee has not forgotten its orignial task of 
repair and alterations to the present school facilities, es- 
pecially that section of the school built in 1927. Whether or 
not we build a new school, whether or not it is the problem of 
the school committee or the school building committee, much 
needed repairs are necessary. These are repairs that must be 
undertaken. There are problems with the roof, the plumbing 
is constantly inoperable, and the electrical systems are a 
source of worry. If a new school is built, alterations are also 
necessary for the old building. It would be desirable to move 
the superintendent’s office and school committee chambers 


into this area, along with teacher planning and resource cen- 
ters. 


The committee had the firm of Pepin Associates conduct 


a survey of the needed repairs and estimates of costs. They 
are as follows: 


Heating System 


Remove old boilers, piping and radiation. 
Install complete new heating and ventilating 
system. $103,000. 


Piumbing System 
Replace existing fixtures. 
Refurbish water and some waste and vent piping. 
Replace hot water tank. $39,500. 


Electrical System 
Rewire all branch circuits throughout. 


Replace all wiring devices and include 2 duplex 
receptacles in each Cl. Rm. 


Replace lighting with 2 lamp flucrescent. 


Provide new clocks and tie into existing system 
in 1958 addition. 


Provide phone intercom. and tie into 1958 
addition. 

Provide new fire alarm system to comply with 
existing. 

Provide new feeders and panels. 


Provide heating and ventilating wiring and 
feeders. $40,000. 
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We have included a consideration for renovating and 
heating system in as much as we believe it would be fool 
hardy to undertake renovations of the plumbing and electri- 
cal systems and retain a 40-year old heating problem. 


Consideration will have to be given to that part of the 
original building which contains boiler and electrical service 
for the most recent building additions. In the event that the 
original building is demolished, new service in the heating 
and electrical portions of this building will have to be provided 
to maintain service for the additions. It might be possible to 
demolish around these services and construct a new wing as 
such, maintaining the existing facilities. 


Renovation of classrooms and the general interior is 
needed and estimates are being obtained. 


Because these repairs are much needed ones, a separate 
article will be inserted into a town warrant. 


In conclusion, the committee has spent many long hours. 
All members have been active, and all have contributed; all 
have many and varied ideas and opinions; yet, all have the 
one final goal — to build a school that shall benefit and serve 
the children of Sandwich.

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Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


TOWN OF SANDWICH 
MARCH 2, 1970 


The Meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M., by the 
Moderator, Willard E. Boyden, in the Henry T. Wing School 
Auditorium. 


The Invocation was offered by Rev. John H. Thomas of 
St. John’s Episcopal Church, Sandwich. 


It was voted to dispense with the reading of the Warrant. 


Article 1. To hear the reports of all Town Officers and 
Committees and to act thereon, or take any action thereto. 


Rev. Thomas gave the report of the Recreation Commit- 
tee, as follows: 


The main goal of the SANDWICH RECREATION COM- 
MITTEE is to provide a sound recreation program for resi- 
dents of all ages. A secondary goal is that of contributing to 
the vacation opportunities of the “summer resident.” 


The immediate concern of this committee, when ap- 
pointed in the Spring of 1969, was to administer available 
funds and programs within the limitations of previously es- 
tablished priorities. In 1970, we have sought to go a few steps 
beyond the 1969 efforts. The budget included in the report 
generally outlines the variety of programs provided for by 
this year’s limited efforts. Our plans for 1971 and the future 
include the need for professional direction over a longer 
period of time (possibly part-time for the Winter and full 
time for the Summer, at least as a beginning). Since a sound 
recreation program can contribute substantially to a fuller 
form of living for all human beings and is further found to 
contribute to the reduction of many kinds of social problems, 
a courageous exploration of plans particularly in the several 
areas of Teen-age recreation are called for. 


For 1970, a director will be hired for the Summer pro- 
gram but it is hoped; it is hoped as much to have his execu- 
tive leadership over the Spring and Fall programs as to have 
his physical presence for a given amount of hours in the 
Summer. The staff and equipment have been increased with 
program development in mind. The morning program will 
most probably include the younger children for a shorter 
period of time than previous programs in Sandwich. The 
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Staff will be expected to distribute their efforts throughout 
the entire program of Waterfront Instruction, General Rec- 
reation, and all athletic activities. 


Concerning longer range planning we have consulted 
the “OPEN SPACE AND RECREATION PLAN” portion of the 
Master Plan for Sandwich as prepared by the Philip B. Herr 
and Associates. Certain recommendations are provided in this 
plan specifying additional areas for recreational planning. 
Sandwich must ensure that recreational space standards are 
met by providing adequate park and playground facilities. 
Most of these plans must be made in conjunction with school 
development depending upon the location of the proposed 
new school. Most probably a third play area (i.e. open space 
for “sand-lot type” activities for all ages) will be needed in 
that part of Town that does not immediately include School 
buildings and recreation areas. 


Secondly, ample SWIMMING opportunities must continue 
to be provided for residents and visitors. For the present our 
Town Beaches meet most of the needs of the Town. The fu- 
ture will demand additional salt-water and fresh- water 
beach areas and more adequate equipping and staffing. Lom- 
bard Park (Snake Pond) is the only beach that we staff and 
equip. Town Beach has sanitary facilities and is given some 
attention by the Park Department but this is a long way 
from the proper care and maintenance that we must look 
forward to. 

A most important objective in the long-range program 
is to make adequate provision for INDOOR RECREATION. 
The primary recreational facility of this type presently is the 
school. These facilities have been supplemented by the Clark- 
Haddad (American Legion) building and various church fa- 
cilities on occasion. Planning for certain kinds of athletic 
facilities should be done in conjunction with any new school 
planning that is in the offing. For certain kinds of social 
needs, group activities and various kinds of “Drop-In” needs 
of young people a YOUTH CENTER is called for. Another 
distinct need in Sandwich, which might be included in any 
municipal buildings that may be in the future plans of the 
Town are certain kinds of COMMUNITY FACILITIES i.e. 
adequate accommodations for service clubs, meeting rooms, 
etc. now accomplished primarily in the church buildings of 
the Town. Your Committee recommends a careful review of 
present needs and encourages the presentation of ideas par- 
ticularly as oriented to future planning. 
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Establishment of an appointive Recreation Committee is 
a good first step in providing specialized leadership for rec- 
reation. In time it is felt that such a committee would be 
more effective if given direct mandate by the voters through 
election. This can readily be accomplished through the estab- 
lishment of a Recreation Commission as provided for in the 
General Laws. Professional direction of action is every bit as 
essential as some of the other areas of municipal govern- 
ment. A possible combination of Park and Recreation Depart- 
ments is not without precedent. A Director could be jointly 
employed, for instance, school and community, or in a dual 
role as a temporary measure, or in conjunction with other 
communities. 


Your recreation committee has combined responsibility 
with willingness and knowledge to plan and administer pro- 
gram within the limitations of time and available funding. 
We believe that Sandwich can ill-afford to be without a 
sound community wide recreation program as we enter the 
70’s. We have only scratched the surface. We need the com- 
bined interests of the many able people in the community to 
both support and join us as we attempt to explore hitherto 
unchartered waters. |

(Request of 
the Conservation Commission). 


Voted: (within 2 votes of being unanimous) That the 
Town raise and appropriate $11,675.00 for the purchase by 
the Conservation Commission of two parcels of woodland on 
Maple Swamp Road in the name of Lillian Edgar, consisting 
of about 26.5 acres and shown on the Assessors Maps, Sheet 
57 as Parcel Tl and T2 for the sum of $9,275.00 and one par- 
cel of woodland north of Maple Swamp Road in the name of 
Annie E. Rose consisting of about 8 acres and shown on the 
Assessors Maps, Sheet 57, as Parcel Q2 for the sum of 
$2,400.00 all to be held by the Conservation Commission for 
Conservation purposes.

The compensation payable to any such po- 
lice officer shall not be reduced by reason of the accept- 
ance of this section. This section shall take effect in a 
city having a Plan E or Plan D charter when accepted 
by the affirmative vote of a majority of the city council 
and in the case of other cities by vote of the city council, 
subject to the provisions of its charter, and in a town 
by a majority vote at the annual Town Meeting. (Re- 
quest of the Police Department).

872 of the Acts of 1969 Section 17G of Chapter 147 of the 
General Laws as printed in the Annual Town Meeting War- 
rant of 1970. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
General Court to authorize the Town of Sandwich to grant 
Tenure of Office to the chief and members of the Sandwich 
Fire Department, or to take any other action thereon.

To hear the report of the Planning Board and 
to see if the Town will vote to adopt the following amend- 
ments to or revisions of its Zoning By-Law or do anything 
relative thereto. (Request of the Planning Board) 


The Moderator then called for the report of the Plan- 
ning Board. 


Mr. Roberti presented his report as follows: 


Before I give you the report of the Planning Board I 
would like to move the following amendments to the pro- 
posed Zoning By-Law before you as follows: 


a. 1) Section 2310 (page 6), under Commercial Use, 
Animal Kennel or Hospital, change “*” to “N” in 
the R-20/R-40 and S Columns, and also delete the 
single Asterisk (*) footnote. 

b. 2) Section 3460 (page 14), revise by deleting the en- 
tire first sentence and revising the second sen- 
tence to read as follows: “All applicable state and 
federal requirements pertaining to radioactivity or 
electrical disturbances shall be complied with.” 

Cc: Section 2300 — Under Recreational Use “S” 
changed to “N”’’, page 7 (Marina) Column RD. 

d. Under Article V — Phillips Road to be added to 
list of Collector Streets. 


The amendments presented by Mr. Roberti were Voted 
by a voice vote. 


REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
Two years ago the voters of Sandwich at the annual 
Town Meeting authorized the Planning Board to hire profes- 
sional consultants to aid them in a study of the Town of 
Sandwich for its present and future needs, and to remove the 
ambiguities of the present Subdivision Regulations and Zon- 
ing By-Laws. 


192 


Last October the Planning Board put into effect the new 
Subdivision Regulations. This up-graded the quality of roads 
and drainage in new Subdivisions, thus saving the taxpayers 
thousands of dollars in the future when the Town takes over 
the roads. It also requires underground utilities and urges 
preservation of open space and natural features. 


The Planning Board completed a report on the compre- 
hensive plan for Sandwich in a book called “Planning for 
Sandwich, Massachusetts.” Copies have been given to all 
Town Departments and Boards, and to civic groups and or- 
ganizations for use by their members. Arrangements can be 
made for anyone else interested in reading this report. 


The Zoning By-Laws submitted to you this evening are 
the result of many hours spent by members of the Planning 
Board and our Consultant, Phillip Herr & Associates, with 
Town officials, meetings and public hearings. 

We feel that this By-Law is a step forward, keeping in 
mind that a zoning by-law needs continuous study and 
amending. As time goes by, the desires and needs of the 
town change — so must the by-laws be amended to meet 
these changes. 


This by-law is written so that sections may be amended 
by adding, reworded, or taking out, at any Special or Annual 
Town Meeting. 

After the showing of slides and an explanation of the 
report of the Planning Board, Mr. Cross made the following 
report: 

Mr. Moderator and Fellow Citizens: It is more evident 
to the Planning Board than to most of you, that Sandwich 
is growing very rapidly. There are several reasons for this, 
among them the fast that last year’s tax-rate was the lowest 
in the State. Tne Power Plant and resort real estate pays 
half the present tax burden. If year-round homes are built 
on approved and proposed house lots, the number of such 
homes in Sandwich will double, resulting in a considerable 
increase in tax rate and a corresponding reduction in the 
rural aspect of our town. Out-of-town developers are coming 
to Sandwich, buying land and telling their engineer “plan a 
sub-division to make the most lots consistent with minimum 
lot size requirements”’. 

This is the background of the proposed by-law before 


you tonight. We propose increasing the minimum lot size to 
40,000 square feet in part of E. Sandwich and in the Ridges. 


———E—— 
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This area is about 1/3 of the private property in Sandwich 
and it lies in an area likely to get town water and town sew- 
age only after passage of many years. It is an effort to pre- 
serve a spacious rural environment from development as an 
urban or suburban community. (2). We have proposed a 
Shore District at E. Sandwich Beach and near the Town 
Beach to provide resort accommodation in areas already de- 
veloped for such uses, and we propose excluding such devel- 
opment elsewhere on beach property not so developed at 
present. (3). We propose cluster development as a means of 
improving the efficiency of servicing a development while 
preserving open space. Each plan must be satisfactory to both 
the Planning Board and the Board of Appeals. (4). The 
Planned Development is also proposed with necessary restric- 
tions to improve efficiency, to provide open space and to en- 
courage professional design in sizeable developments. (5). 
Lastly, we have met with other agencies of town government, 
sometimes repeatedly to agree on what we mean, and to write 
down what we mean. Our definitions are improved from the 
old by-laws. From all of this effort I would hope for a true 
balance between development to accommodate more people 
who wish to live in our community and preservation of those 
resources which for generations have made Sandwich a beau- 
tiful place in which to live. 


After discussion it was voted to adopt the Zoning By- 
Law, as printed and amended ,by a standing vote of 160 to 31, 
thus meeting the two-thirds requirement. 


The Zoning By-Law as adopted under this article, and 
as approved by the Attorney General is on file at the Town 
Clerk’s Office and printed copies are available. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing by-law: 
It shall be unlawful for any person or group of per- 
sons to congregate on any public beach within the Town 
of Sandwich between the hours of 9:00 P.M. and 7:00 
A.M., without first obtaining a special permit from the 
Board of Selectmen indicating the event or occasion for 
such permit, the date, time and place thereof, and the 
person or persons responsible for cleaning up any beach 
area used therefor. Any person violating this by-law shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars for each offense. 
It was moved and seconded that the Town adopt the fol- 
lowing by-law: That it shail be unlawful for any person or 
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group of persons to congregate on any public beach within 
the Town of Sandwich between the hours of 9:00 P.M. and 
7:00 A.M., without first obtaining a special permit from the 
Board of Selectmen indicating the event or occasion for such 
permit, the date, time and place thereof, and the person or 
persons responsible for cleaning up any beach area used 
therefor. Any person violating this by-law shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for such of- 
fense. 

Upon motion duly made and seconded an amendment 
was made as follows: 


“petween the hours of 10:00 P.M. and 7:00 A.M. without 
first obtaining a special permit from the Police Department.” 


This amendment was voted in the affirmative by a voice 
vote. The original Article, as amended, was then Voted in the 
affirmative by a voice vote as follows: 


Article 6. It shall be unlawful for any person or group of 
persons to congregate on any public beach within the Town 
of Sandwich between the hours of 10:00 P.M. and 7:00 A.M. 
without first obtaining a special permit from the Police De- 
partment indicating the event or occasion for such permit, 
the date, time and place thereof, and the person or persons 
responsible for cleaning up any beach area used therefor. 
Any person violating this by-law shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for each offense. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the fol- 
lowing by-law: 

The Selectmen may grant, upon such terms and con- 
ditions as they deem reasonable, a license for theatrical 
exhibitions, public shows, public amusements, exhibitions 
of every description to be held on week-days or Sundays, 
to which admission is obtained upon payment of money 
or upon the delivery of any valuable thing or by a ticket 
or voucher obtained for money or valuable thing, or in 
which, after free admission, funds or contributions are 
solicited or collections made, or do or take any other ac- 
tion on this matter. 

(Request of the Board of Selectmen)

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purchase by the Highway 
Department of two-way radio equipment (installed) or do 
anything relative thereto. 


It was Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate 
$3,700.00 for the purchase by the Highway Department for 
their use, two-way radio equipment (installed).

The proposed amendment to the Constitution amends 
the existing constitutional provisions which direct the divi- 
sion of the Commonwealth into 240 representative districts 
and 40 senatorial districts. It provides for a census of the 
inhabitants of each city and town in the Commonwealth in 
the year 1971 and in every tenth year thereafter. The census 
in 1971 is to be the basis for determining the representative 
and senatorial districts for the ten-year period beginning 
January 1, 1975. Each subsequent census shall be the basis 
for determining the districts for each ten-year period begin- 
ning the fourth January following each census, so that the 
census in 1981 will determine the districts as of January, 
1985, etc. 


The amendment provides that the house of representa- 
tives shall consist of two hundred and forty members and 
the senate of forty members. In its first regular session 
following each census, the Legislature shall divide the Com- 
monwealth into two hundred and forty representative dis- 
tricts of contiguous territory and forty senatorial districts 
aiso of contiguous territory. Each representative district shall 
contain, aS nearly as may be, an equal number of inhabi- 
tants according to the census. Each senatorial district shall 
also contain as nearly as may be an equal number of in- 
habitants according to the census. A representative district 
shall not unite two or more counties, towns, or cities, or parts 
thereof, or a city and a town, or parts thereof, in one district 
unless the same is unavoidable. Further, no town of less 
than six thousand inhabitants shall be divided in forming 
representative districts. It is also provided that the County 
of Dukes County and Nantucket County shall each be a 
representative district, notwithstanding the foregoing. The 
senatorial districts, each of which shall elect one Senator, 
shall be formed without uniting two counties or parts of 
two or more counties, unless the same is unavoidable. 


Each representative shall be an inhabitant of the district 
for which he is chosen at least one year immediately pre- 
ceding his election, and each senator shall be an inhabitant 
of the district for which he is chosen at the time of his elec- 
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tion and shall have been an inhabitant of the Commonwealth 
for at least five years immediately preceding his election. 
Any representative or senator who ceases to be an inhabitant 
of the Commonwealth shall cease to represent his district. 


The amendment also provides that the Legislature (1) 
may by law limit the time within which judicial proceedings 
may be instituted calling in question any such division and 
(2) shall prescribe by law the manner of calling and conduct- 
ing elections for the choice of representatives and of as- 
certaining their election. 


Finally, the amendment annuls the existing constitution- 
al provisions with respect to apportionment of representative 
and senatorial districts, although those provisions will re- 
main in effect until January 1, 1975.

School Committee 


Mr. Benjamin D. Fleet, Chairman of the Sandwich School 
Committee and a member of the Committee over a period of 
sixteen years notified the Committee in the early winter that 
he would not be a candidate for reelection in March of 1970. 
This announcement was received with much regret by mem- 
bers of the Committee and the citizens of Sandwich as it was 
an established fact that Mr. Fleet gave of himself far beyond 
the normal duties of his office with only one purpose in mind 
— initiating and directing programs for the welfare of each 
child attending school. 


Howard P. Crowell whose term expired in March of 1970 
was reelected and Mrs. Wallace Morrow was elected to re- 
place Benjamin D. Fleet.

My Concern For Young People Everywhere — Are The “Skids 
Being Greased?” 

A wise and grizzled old farmer once remarked as he read 
the newspaper account of a delinquent’s most recent esca- 
pade, “Joey always rode a fast sled — but his Ma and Pa sure 
greased the skids.” I was an adolescent then, and the words 
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teen-agers and delinquent were not in the everyday vocabu- 
lary. During the ensuing years, for many of which I have 
been an educator, I have remembered the old man’s words, 
and they have assumed provoking and deep dimensions as I 
observe and relate to the young men and women of our tur- 
bulent society. 


Are the Ma and Pa of today greasing the skids with per- 
missiveness, overindulgence, and the equally disastrous pat- 
terns of overprotection or rejection? As an educator, I must 
answer that they might he doing just that — if they have 
substituted apathy for interest, lenience for control, or the 
role of pal for that of parent. 


The economics of the household seem to have little im- 
pact on the parents permissiveness, for the chaotic violence 
of teens in the slum streets is matched by the frenzied orgies 
of more privileged young peopie at fashionable beach and 
Ski resorts. In both instances, parents know that their chil- 
dren are not at home. They have, in fact, abandoned them to 
the whim and caprice of a youthful band bent on antisocial 
behavior. 


Some of the well-groomed, well-dressed youngsters who 
appear before the educator have empty eyes and sometimes 
equally empty lives. They often have an automobile, but no 
companicnship, a stereo, but no standards of behavior, and an 
expensive house that will never approximate a home. These 
young people are skilled in verbalizing and rationalizing; 
they are often self styled experts and super critics of the so- 
ciety they live in. Youngsters speak frankly about Parents 
as Lady do-good, wheeler-dealer, and the devastating “They!” 
Students are often tardy or truant, and when the school 
phones home, no one answers, for Mom is also among the 
missing. Parental conferences called in final desperation 
complete the picture as parents often politely contradict each 
other, argue about trivialities, and try to transfer blame to 
teachers. Usually they do all this with one eye on the clock 
and sometimes with tongue in cheek. 


As an educator and primarily a teacher, can I honestly 
say that permissiveness in the schools has not contributed to 
lawlessness and rebellious behavior? As we have made greater 
allowance for our students’ differences, have we become less 
insistent about simple conformities? Have we been so flexible 
with youngsters that they believe us weak and vacillating? 
Have we identified and grouped and Selected to the point of 
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disparaging competition, motivation and incentive? Have we 
stressed the minority report and deemphasized the majority 
will? Have we involved young people in planning their own 
schedules, curriculum, and activities to the point where our 
leadership has slipped into a questionable advisership? Have 
we acted in loco parentis for more of the school day than we 
have served as educated adults committed to students’ en- 
lightenment? 


The school as well as the home may be a causative factor 
when our young people are involved in rebellious and lawless 
conduct. The youngster is unprepared for the toughness of 
legal authorities who do not shrug their shoulders as does 
his study hall teacher or wheedle and coax him as does his 
mother. The night desk officer resents the back talk that 
parents tolerate; the officer in the police cruiser cannot be 
conned into changing a speeding ticket the way a young 
teacher might be wheedled into changing a grade. 


Youngsters have no habit patterns for relating to the 
demands of a society that is so different from either an in- 
dulgent family or permissive educators. 


In some cases, antisocial behavior may be the adoles- 
cent’s cry of “Help” or of ‘‘Doesn’t anybody care what I do?” 
Surely most teen-age behavior is the culmination of much 
trial and error, experimentation, learning and habit. Firm- 
ness, fairness and fondness are imperative in the environ- 
ment of the growing child and, of course, flexibility, but not 
so much as to border on foolishness and ultimate folly. 


The parent has the supposed excuse of love’s blindness, 
but what excuse has the educated professional in our nation’s 
schools? We are trained and experienced, aware and armed, 
employed and committed.:We operate in the school — the 
training and proving ground for life and living. If we have 
not transmitted to our students the democratic concept of 
interdependency and individual responsibility, then, we, too, 
are blind. 


The old farmer recognized the headstrong impetuosity of 
all the young and the firm restraining guidance of the truly 
loving parent. He knew nothing about schools except that, in 
his day, school was a serious place of rules, order, hard work, 
and respect for authority. But where I sit in the seat of the 
Superintendent of Schools, I can see the parent and the 
school and, for the child of our violent times, I am deeply 
concerned.

The year 1970 was a challenging year in education and 
could be considered a bad year or a good year, depending on 
your point of view. Whatever your opinion the results of 1970 
have shown up as many changes in education and new pro- 
grams and ideas being developed. I do not say all changes are 
good, but many new programs are certainly worth looking 
into from the Secondary School level. 


Sandwich Junior-Senior High has limitations now be- 
cause of a space problem. The Engelhardt report on Sandwich 
Building needs said the high school has a capacity of 384 
students. We now have approximately 450 students. This con- 
dition has led to somewhat of a stop in curriculum expan- 
sion, except for our introduction of mini-courses. 


Mini-courses were started in 1970 in the hopes of find- 
ing new subjects for the curriculum. We plan to evaluate 
the program by talking to students and teachers about the 
courses and then add to our curriculum the subjects we feel 
are desired by all. 


We are now in the seventies and education will mean 
many things to Sandwich. First of all we are in a building 
program which will relieve the crowded conditions of the 
Junior-Senior High. The faculty, meanwhile, is working on 
new programs for our schools so that the school fits the needs 
of our planning. 
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New facilities will mean educational programs for all. 
Public, social and civic meeting should be provided for in the 
new physical plant. An educational center for community use 
will certainly help the town of Sandwich. 


I believe the future brings hope and this is our most 
precious possession. “Hope” here refers to the capacity to 
solve problems that may arise in the next year. I do not 
search for an imaginary land because we live in a real world 
where the action is. By asking the right questions and, co- 
operatively, searching for acceptable answers to them we can 
make this real world a better one. I hope everyone will join 
me in this effort. 


How does one proceed in the 70’s to meet all the educa- 
tional challenges? I think I can best tell you by the follow- 
ing story which was heard at a National Principals’ meeting 
in Washington, D.C.: 


“T found America in the American school,” Salom Rizk, 
author of The Syrian Yankee, told a Sunday morning session. 
Orphaned at birth, Rizk spent his childhood in Syria, a coun- 
try devastated by the armies that swept across it during and 
after World War I. He was 19 when he came to the United 
States, where he first worked in a slaughterhouse, then in a 
restaurant while attending the fourth grade. His first teacher 
opened the New World to him. Rizk told how he puzzled over 
the blank calling for ‘‘race” on the school registration form. 
Finally, after consulting a dictionary, he settled on “human” 
as the appropriate designation for himself ...and that’s the 
way the teacher treated him. 


I shall close my report by sincerely thanking the towns- 
people, School Committee members, Superintendent of 
Schools, and the Elementary School Principal for their ef- 
forts on my behalf. Also, to the faculty and school personnel, 
my sincere thanks for all your help during the past school 
year.

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Report of the Elementary School Principal 


To the School Committee and the 
Superintendent of Schools: 


The submitting of this, my second annual report as Prin- 
cipal of the Elementary School of the Henry T. Wing School, 
I do with pleasure and with a feeling that progress is being 
made in all areas of education in this community. 


As examples of progress, I submit the following: 


Pupils of grades 3-5 have been placed in groupings based 
on ability levels within their respective grades. This has led 
to the next step which is the adoption of materials such as 
textbooks, etc., which would be more suitable to these levels. 


A math program has been adopted which is now coor- 
dinated in grades 1-8. 


The community at large has made a worthwhile contri- 
bution, also. Mrs. Shirley Cross has continued to offer an im- 
portant program to the third grade. Her class presentation 
and the related field trip on “The Cranberry’, which is one 
of this region’s important industries and agricultural pur- 
Suits, is certainly worthy of recognition. The children find it 
to be both an interesting and exciting learning activity. 


Mrs. Margaret Pola, Mrs. Barbara Gill, Mrs. Marsha Gor- 
den, and Mrs. Shirley Cross are presently working with us on 
updating and possible change in the science curriculum in 
classes up to grade 8. In conjunction with this curriculum 
study, the Conservation Commission Chairman, Mrs. Cross, 
and Mrs. Ann Palmer on the Junior-Senior High School Staff, 
worked on one experimental program which proved to be very 
successful. Our hopes are to expand this program as we move 
forward. 


The special reading program, under Miss Maurine Smith’s 
direction, is showing progress. Progress in this program is 
slow and difficult; however, we do feel that our efforts pri- 
marily, those of the individuals involved, are beginning to 
“crack” the educational barriers. 


In addition, we have a group of teachers working on an 
improved program of reporting the progress made by chil- 
dren. I expect that soon we will be looking for parents who 
are interested in helping in this program. 
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Social Studies is an area for future consideration; an- 
other is penmanship. 


The health curriculum has been reviewed and changed. 
This committee was made up of both high school and elemen- 
tary school personnel which included the school nurse and 
parents. Work is also under way on a safety program in con- 
junction with the Police and Fire Departments of Sandwich. 


An addition of playground equipment will vary the physi- 
cal education program that is being handled so ably by Mrs. 
Roberta Leydon. With the addition of the elementary school 
chorus (grades 4-5) under the direction of Mrs. Betty Jane 
Fitzgerald, we find further evidence of progress: The art pro- 
gram has been extended to five days a week under Mrs. 
Lenore Dorson’s direction and it is my feeling that she has 
developed a very fine program. I find myself amazed at what 
can be done with “bits and pieces”. , 


As the above amazes me, the progress I have tried to il- 
lustrate in this report does not. In my opinion, it has been ac- 
complished through the cooperative efforts of many people 
— parents, interested citizens, school committee members, 
faculty members and the school administrators. It is work 
— but work which we are all very much interested in doing 
— it is the job we want to do. 


From all this interaction we have run into some inter- 
esting ideas which we hope with continued effort can be de- 
veloped into the curriculum, and help to individualize the 
educational program. 


Again, I wish to express my thanks to everyone involved 
in our continuing efforts to update our school and in the 
development of a sound educational program for the children 
of this community.

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Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent of Schools 
and the School Committee: 


A program of immunization for German Measles was 
conducted during the school year. In order to help prevent 
birth defects and maternal Rubella, children require this vac- 
cination, particularly, those in the early grades of school. 
These youngsters constitute the biggest source of infection 
to mothers who are still susceptible. Also, these children are 
the major source of the transmission of the disease in the 
community. A program was conducted in an effort to have 
every youngster in grades K-3 immunized if he or she had 
not had the disease. This resulted in 170 immunizations. 


Our regular Booster Immunization Clinic provided the 
following: 


Grades K-1 8 Sabin Polio Boosters 
Grades K-3 170 German Measles Vaccine 
Grade 7 20 Mumps Vaccine 
Grade 10 37 Tetanus-Diphtheria Boosters 
Grades 1 and 9 82 Tuberculin Tine Tests 


According to State Law, school personnel must be certi- 
fied free of tuberculosis. This certification must be renewed 
every three years. Sandwich requires chest X-rays; appoint- 
ments were made and completed the beginning of the school 
year. 


A pre-school clinic was held in June in order to up-date 
new students on required health data and state required im- 
munizations. 


Another program conducted in the School Health Ser- 
vice was a Dental Survey. This survey had not been done 
since 1965. The Barnstable County Dental Hygienist exam- 
ined the teeth of children in grades K through 8. A total of 
551 children were screened and of these, 198 were referred 
for treatment. 


Annual physical examinations were given to all children 
who participate in competitive sports. In addition, routine 
examinations were given in grades 4, 7 and 10. 
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Hearing and Vision testing was done in all grades. The 
nurse tries to arrange her scheduling of tests so as not to 
interfere with the various supervisors, and to keep class in- 
terruption at a minimum. 


The Future Nurses’ Club continues to function. Although 
the membership is small, the girls enjoy working the various 
health programs and clinics conducted at school. They serve 
the community by assisting in the Red Cross Bloodmobile 
program. Three girls became ‘“‘Candy Stripers” at Tobey Hos- 
pital and contributed many hours in assisting patients on 
the wards. Three senior girls went on to pursue nursing ca- 
reers. 


The most important role in society today is that of the 
PARENTS. Without their constant concern, vigilance, inter- 
est and cooperation, we cannot provide the best health ser- 
vices for our children. 


My sincere thanks to the parents, the administration, 
faculty members, the Public Health Nurse, and the School 
Physician for the kindnesses and help they have given to me.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


it is difficult to find a word, phrase, or expression to 
adequately state the activities of the Town of Sandwich for 
1971. The seventy decade, from all indication, will be much 
different in many respects from any other decade in the 
history of Sandwich.

With the expanded development throughout the Town, 
roads and highways become increasingly more important. As 
it no doubt is realized the Town, for a number of years, has 
been working on a program to make new layouts for existing 
town ways. This program has progressed well as most of the 
main road layouts have been: completed, but there are still 
some to be undertaken. With the subdivision control regu- 
lations which are now in effect, the roads in the new sub- 
divisions will be constructed in accordance with modern 
practices, and not left to the Town to take over undeveloped 
dirt roads as in the past. This will be a great help both phys- 
ically and financially for the Town. 


Our highway construction on town ways has not kept 
pace with the needs and demands, principally because of the 
cost involved. The Chapter 90 construction program, which 
assists the town through state and county aid, has been help- 
ful, but their rate of compensation has not kept up with the 
increase in the cost of construction. The final section of Co- 
tuit Road was started under contract late in 1971, but the 
work was stopped by the State because of weather conditions. 
When this section of Cotuit Road is completed in the spring 
of 1972, all of Cotuit Road will have been rebuilt under a new 
layout from Route 130 to the Mashpee Town Line. Previously, 
all of Farmersville Road had been rebuilt under a new layout 
from Cotuit Road to the Barnstable Town Line. This will 
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complete two of our major travel ways generally covering the 
area from North to South. The next major highway, Quaker 
Meeting House Road, which connects the Forestdale section 
with East Sandwich and handles the East to West traffic 
between Route 130 and Route 6A, is being proposed for addi- 
tional work to eventually complete this town way under the 
new layout. One section, between the Mid-Cape Highway and 
beyond Kiah’s Way, was completed satisfactorily in 1970. By 
projecting sections at a time, this important road can be 
completed as a modern way. However, there are many other 
town ways which are not included in the Chapter 90 program 
which will have to be built or improved with Town funds. 


The Town Garage, which had been long in the projected 
planning stage, has been completed and is now a reality. This 
building and grounds will house the Highway Department, 
the Tree Wardens Department and the Park Department. 
While there are still some details to work out, all indications 
are that the building will be satisfactory and will fulfill the 
needs of the town departments. 


After several attempts and efforts by two building com- 
mittees, the location of a proposed Police Station has been 
determined. It is believed that in 1972 final plans for the 
Station will be completed and construction started so that 
the much needed police facilities can become a reality. It is 
also encouraging that a site for a proposed Junior Senior 
High School has been decided upon, so that possibly in the 
near future this program can be started to improve the fa- 
cilities for the Town’s educational program. 


The Board of Selectmen have continued to hold meetings 
with the engineers in reference to a sewerage system for the 
Village and Town Neck area as originally proposed in the 
preliminary study. More recently we held meetings again 
with the Committee from the Town of Bourne, their engineer 
and Sandwich engineering firm to further discuss the advis- 
ability and practicability of co-operating for a system to 
serve the South Sagamore section, aS well as the proposed 
areas of Sandwich. Such a plan does have some merit, but 
also some problems to contend with to be worked out. Where 
is the disposal plant to be located, which is the major prob- 
lem on designing and constructing all sewerage systems. Ac- 
tion has not been pushed on the sewerage program, realizing 
that the Town had a major school construction problem 
which it has been felt, because of the urgent need, should 
receive priority. 
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The solid waste disposal problem is another capital out- 
lay program, which will have to be resolved in the near future. 
Locations have been investigated and discussions have been 
held with involved State Departments. When all of the in- 
volved details have been worked out, we hope to present a 
plan for a sanitary land fill location, and in conjunction with 
the Board of Health a plan and program for its operation. 


Surface drainage is an increasing problem. This also will 
require additional study and planning to develop a program 
for capital outlay in the future. Drainage situations are no 
longer simple problems, but have become more and more 
involved. 


As previously authorized, we have established an Engi- 
neering Department for the Town. We have obtained the 
services of William Taylor, who is a licensed Civil Engineer 
and a registered land surveyor, to head up the Engineering 
Department. Through a Federal Grant, under the Emergency 
Employment Act, we were able to obtain a qualified assistant 
with years of survey and drafting experience, which has been 
a great help in establishing a working department. In the 
short period of time that this Department has been operating, 
it is realized the advantage that a full-time engineer has 
been and will be to the Town in its planning and projecting 
projects for the future. 


The usual activities of the Town were carried out again 
in 1971 with increasingly satisfactory results. Sandwich’s two 
restored museums, the Hoxie House and Dexter Grist Mill, 
enjoyed a very active season. The attendance and receipts 
exceeded any previous year. The other museums in Town, 
the Glass Museum, Yesteryear Doll Museum, and Heritage 
Plantation all experienced a very active season. The com- 
bination of all of these unusual attractions have added much 
to the pleasant environment which visitors have found on 
their visit to Sandwich. 


The fourth of July celebration, which has become an 
outstanding summer attraction in the area, again was a 
tremendous success. The weather was co-operative so that 
the day and evening was enjoyed by all. 


The Town was most unfortunate in the fire which de- 
stroyed the historic Daniel Webster Inn. While plans are 
being developed to rebuild on the site, the historic background 
of the Inn is lost forever — land marks like the Daniel 
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Webster Inn cannot be replaced and once lost, are gone for- 
ever. 


Many of the other activities, carried on by the Town and 
for the Town, are covered in the different departments annual 
reports. 


We have enjoyed and appreciated working with and for 
the people of Sandwich during the past year and trust 1972 
will again be a Satisfactory experience for all. We also wish 
to extend our appreciation to the elected and appointed offi- 
cials who we have worked with during the year.

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Report of the Board of Assessors 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


The year 1971 found the principal inventory of the Town, 
the real and personal property value, the so called tax base, 
go over the one hundred million dollar valuation. Sandwich 
is now a $100,000,000.00 dollar corporation, with all of the 
problems which go with big business. 


Just for comparison, 20 years ago in 1951 the tax base 
was $3,800,000.00; while 10 years ago our real and personal 
inventory was $7,300,000.00. Much has happened during this 
period especially during the past few years. Of course, we 
all realize that the construction of the Canal Electric gener- 
ator plant has been a big factor in our tax base. With the 
increase in development and a doubling of our population 
from 2,000 to over 4,000 in the past ten years, the Town would 
have felt the tax burden to provide the services which are 
required. Without the generator plant, we would not be able 
to maintain one of the lowest tax rates in the Commonwealth. 


In 1971 it was necessary to raise, through taxation, 
$220,000.00 more than in 1969 to cover the cost of operating 
the Town. So even with an increase in our tax base of 4% 
million dollars it was necessary to increase the tax rate by 
$1.50 to $15.50. All indications are that with the increased 
cost of operation and the projected required capital outlays 
that those will necessarily be reflected in our tax rate during 
the next few years. It cannot be expected to meet required 
demands without expecting that additional funds will be 
required. 


Since our revaluation formula, established in 1969, much 
has happened to real estate values as is reflected by sales 
records. However, to maintain an equalized valuation, the 
accepted formula cannot be changed until such time as it 
seems necessary to establish a new formula throughout the 
Town. All areas do not reflect the same percentage of in- 
crease, so that a change would have to be considered town- 
wide and not on a sectional basis in order to maintain an 
equalized required valuation. 
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The State Legislature in their so-called wisdom are not 
very co-operative in assisting assessors in maintaining tax 
rates. A home rule amendment was passed, by the legislature, 
a few years ago which has turned out to be only a word in the 
dictionary. Act after act is passed by them and signed into 
law which requires the cities and towns to spend tax dollars 
without having any voice in the action. We do realize that 
the economical problem is not only local, but reaches into 
State and Federal operations. 


It is the Board of Assessors’ responsibility to make avail- 
able, through taxation, the money which is determined by 
the voters of the Town that is needed and required to operate 
our town government. It is also required of the assessors to 
maintain an equalized valuation on all property within the 
town so that the tax rate burden is fairly distributed. These 
two principal functions the Board has endeavored to do.

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Report of the Police Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


As the Chief of Police of the Town of Sandwich, I re- 
spectfully submit my annual report for the year 1971, 


Police activity across the country is increasing at a high 
pace. Sandwich has not been spared from the increase. For 
many years, Sandwich could feel insulated from the prob- 
lems of increasing crime, but unfortunately these days seem 
to be gone forever. 


I regret to inform you that Sandwich was the location of 
two of Cape Cod’s major crimes in 1971. On June 21, The 
Yesteryear’s Doll Museum was broken into, and $27,510.00 
worth of antiques and dolls were stolen. On September 13, 
The Brown Jug Antique Shop was entered and $15,000.00 
worth of antiques were stolen. Investigation of both breaks 
is continuing through the combined efforts of Sandwich and 
State Police, and agents from the F.B.I. 


Once again I ask for increased involvement in the police 
task. We have had two contrasting examples of citizen in- 
volvement in Sandwich this year. Four Malden youths were 
arrested in the act of breaking into Robinson’s Antique Shop, 
as a result of a call from a citizen. In the break at The Brown 
Jug, a neighbor heard voices and the breaking of glass, and 
did not call the police. The result was one of the largest 
breaks, valuewise, in the history of the Town of Sandwich. 
Please call your police department if you see or hear some- 
thing suspicious. Do not fear a false alarm. We would rather 
respond and find it needless, than go unnotified and investi- 
gate a crime at a later time. If you call and give your name 
it will be kept confidential. If you prefer to remain anony- 
mous, your call will receive the same response. We need your 
help, it’s your town as well as ours. If you see it, report it. 


Arrests in 1971 totaled 149, up almost 200% from 51 in 
1970. In an increased drive on illicit drugs, 22 persons were 
arrested and charged with 57 violations of the narcotic and 
harmful drug laws. 
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The department has increased its checking of vacant 
homes, both summer and year round. Night patrols give in- 
creased attention to closed businesses. Due to an increase in 
breaks in commercial establishments, the number of cruisers 
on the 12:00 P.M. to 8:00 A.M. shift has been increased from 
two to three. The department investigated 38 housebreaks, 21 
business breaks and 7 breaks into vehicles in 1971, totaling 
66 breaks, down eleven from 77 in 1970. 


Your police department has adopted a stricter policy on 
enforcement of the motor vehicle law. In 1971, 900 citations 
were issued, up over 100% from the 447 issued in 1970. In- 
creased emphasis is placed on accident prone areas, through 
the use of selective enforcement and radar. National statis- 
tics show that where traffic laws are strictly enforced, acci- 
dents go down. There were 171 accidents in Sandwich in 
1971, compared with 186 in 1970. The intensive enforcement 
will continue in 1972 in the hopes that we can make Sand- 
wich a safer place in which to live. 


Three additional patrolmen were added in 1971, bringing 
the full time department to thirteen men. An additional 
cruiser was authorized in August and delivered in November, 
bringing the number of cruisers to four. Three men and 
three cruisers are on duty for 152 out of the 168 hours in the 
week. At no time are there less than two men on duty, to 
respond to your needs. The men and cruisers are patroling in 
pre-assigned areas to lower response time and avoid dupli- 
cation of effort. The cruisers covered approximately 278,000 
miles on their patrols throughout the town, compared with 
180,000 in 1970. 


Three officers completed the eight week training course 
required by the Mass. Police Training Council during 1971. 
Eleven members of the department have completed college 
level courses at Northeastern University or Cape Cod Com- 
munity College in 1971, up from seven in 1970. I feel that this 
is a good indication on the part of the men to improve them- 
selves, thereby improving the quality of the police service to 
the community. Four officers also completed the state ap- 
proved course on narcotics and dangerous drug enforcement 
and Officer Haskell E. Hawkins completed the F.B.I. firearms 
training course. 


Three additional portable two-way radios were purchased 
in 1971. All cruisers are now equipped with portables to in- 
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sure contact with the Communications Center, whether the 
officers are in or out of the car. 


Police coverage during the summer months has been ex- 
panded. Officers were stationed at the town’s three main 
bathing beaches and in the downtown area during the day 
and evening hours. 


The department returned $667.25 to the town treasury 
from pistol permits, Firearms Identification Cards, bicycle 
license plates and copies of accident reports sold to insurance 
companies and attorneys. 


Under the capable direction of Juvenile and Safety Offi- 
cer Clyde Gill, and with the cooperation of the School De- 
partment, the department carried on a successful School- 
Police program. Subjects covered were pedestrian, bicycle, 
motorcycle and winter safety, bicycle registration and a pro- 
gram to make the children aware of the problems of danger- 
ous strangers. Through the efforts of the Police and School 
Departments and the Selectmen, the position of School Cross- 
ing Guard was created and William Duncan of Windswept 
Drive now assists the children on their way to and from 
school. 


During the past year, because of increasing activity, your 
police department has adopted a more aggressive patrol atti- 
tude. We have many new officers, some from out of town, 
who may not know you. If you are stopped or questioned 
during the course of an investigation, please do not take of- 
fense; the officer is only doing his job, to protect you and 
your property. : 


The town has finally voted a site for the long overdue 
Police Station. I urge you to get behind your selectmen and 
Police Building Committee to make the building a reality. 
One of the consultants who surveyed the proposed station 
sites for the International Association of Chiefs of Police, 
commented that our present facility (one 8’ x 10’ room) was 
the worst police facility he had seen for a department of this 
size anywhere in the country. I would urge the citizens to 
think ahead when we build the station. We are a fast grow- 
ing community and we need a police building for the future 
and not just for today. Too many communities have built 
police stations only to have them outmoded in ten years. 
The last building committee had the building designed for 
these future needs. I urge you to support it.

I would like to thank the officers of the department, the 
Selectmen, the Fire Department and other town officials, the 
State Police, the Sheriff’s Department and of course, the citi- 
zens. Without the cooperation of these people, my job would 
be impossible.

Report of the Fish & Game Officer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the activities of your 
Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Officer. 


During the season there were 227 hunters and 145 fisher- 
men checked, and as in the past the majority of these hunt- 
ers and fishermen were residents of other Towns and Cities. 
Of these hunters and fishermen checked it was necessary to 
issue 22 warnings for infractions. There were 6 violations of 
a more serious nature that are pending court action. 


The following is a breakdown of game in bags checked:

The Division of Fisheries and Game stocked 16 hen 
pheasant and 68 cocks in Sandwich during 1971. This small 
amount is due to there being so much posted land, they in- 
formed me.

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Illegal hunting of deer with and without dogs increased 
this year, creating many more working hours for the Con- 
servation Officer. 


The Antlerless Deer Law was in effect again this year. 
Sandwich hunters were fortunate in drawing 6 antlerless per- 
mits. 


There were many coons, skunks and squirrels removed in 
Have-a-Heart traps from the residential areas. These were 
released in less inhabited areas of the town. One or more 
racoons seems very persistent in trying to enter the Natalie 
Norris Homestead on Tupper Road, by ripping the shingles 
off in various places on her roof. Considerable damage has 
been done. Up until now I have not been able to catch any of 
them. 


I was called to the home of Mr. McCarthy on Route 130, 
Forestdale, to remove an injured skunk. He was wobbling 
around when I picked him up. Thinking it would have to be 
disposed of I took him to a more secluded spot. When I re- 
moved him from my car I noticed he had something wedged 
in his mouth. On closer observation I saw that it was a pork 
chop bone. I removed it and then he went happily on his way. 


Twenty-two adult varying Hares (Snowshoe) were liber- 
ated in February, as part of our continual stocking program. 


A 120 pound doe, after jumping down an embankment 
near the Natalie Norris and Bertram Jones homes on Tupper 
Road landed, of all places, in a fence enclosed yard about 100 
by 75 feet designed for the Jones pet dog. Upon investigation, 
I found that the deer had been chased by dogs through the 
Pilgrim Hill Development. It jumped some bushes on the 
high side of the Jones property and landed in the. yard. 
Jones told me that he did not know the deer was caught 
until after he released his dog in the exercise yard. Then the 
dog’s barking, accompanied by the barking of another out- 
side the enclosure revealed that the deer was there and could 
not find its way to freedom. Knowing that the deer might 
become seriously injured trying to ram the fence after dark, 
I went into the enclosure and opened one of the gates. The 
deer found another ajar and used that for a swift exit. 


We must do everything possible to minimize unnecessary 
deer mortalities if we are to continue to build up our deer 
population. Reports of free-running-dogs, mostly pets, are 
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increasing alarmingly. Dogs are responsible for much of the 
tragic waste of this valuable wild life resource. 


There were 33 bucks and 10 does known to have been 
taken by shotgun hunters in Sandwich. This count includes 
the Sandwich part of Otis Air Force Base. 18 deer were 
killed by automobiles. 


With the ever-increasing loss of our wild life habitat and 
woodland, the hunting pressure becomes very large on game 
in the few remaining areas. It would seem urgent that in our 
future planning we establish some sort of control so that we 
will not over-harvest some of the types of game which cannot 
be propagated (deer and grouse). We should make a united 
effort as a Town to acquire a sizeable upland conservation 
area before it is out of reach due to price and availability. 
Such an area could be left in its natural state for wild life 
and for future generations to enjoy. 


This Department has continued to work hand in hand 
with admirable liaison with the Commonwealth Natural Re- 
sources Offices and the Fish and Game personnel, the Barn- 
stable and Falmouth Fish and Game Laws Enforcement Offi- 
cers, the State Police from the Bourne Barracks, the Sand- 
wich Police, as well as other Town Officers. I particularly 
wish to thank our Board of Selectmen for their ever ready 
help and encouragement.

During the past year the town suffered two major build- 
ing fires. The first on Saturday April 17 destroyed the historic 
Daniel Webster Inn despite assistance from 10 communities 
and more than 20 pieces of fire apparatus which responded 
under mutual aid. 


The second major fire destroyed Charley’s Eating and 
Drinking Saloon on September 22. As the area in which this 
fire occurred is not within the water district, it was necessary 
to pump water from the creek at Jones Lane. Almost two 
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miles of hose were used in fighting this fire. Men and ap- 
paratus responded on mutual aid from West Barnstable, 
Mashpee, Otis Air Force Base and Bourne. 


Had either of these fires been discovered in the incipient 
stage with prompt notification to the fire department, it is 
quite possible that each could have been extinguished with a 
minimum loss. In the ease of the Daniel Webster Inn fire, 
it was fortunate that it occurred at a time when the occu- 
pants were not sleeping, otherwise there could have possibly 
been a loss of life. 


With the intent of protecting life and property, the Board 
of Fire Engineers have submitted to the Selectmen a sug- 
gested Code, calling for the installation of automatic sprink- 
lers or fire detection systems in certain types of buildings 
where multi-occupancy or use is involved, with direct con- 
nection of such systems to the fire department. The admin- 
istration of the Code would be by a Board of Fire Protection 
consisting of the Building Inspector, the Wire Inspector, and 
Chief of the Fire Department. Situations similar to the 
Daniel Webster Inn fire might well occur in other buildings 
within the town with more serious consequences. It is with 
the hope of avoiding a possible tragic situation that the 
Board of Fire Engineers have made this recommendation. 


The continuing rapid growth of the town is also a major 
concern of the Engineers as it relates to providing efficient 
and adequate fire protection. In the five year period January 
1966 through December 1971 value of new building totals 
over 17 million dollars exclusive of the Canal Electric Plant. 
In the last two years alone 300 new dwellings have been 
built or are under construction. 


To keep pace with this growth and to provide the effi- 
cient fire protection that citizens have a right to expect, the 
Board of Engineers are requesting additional permanent fire- 
men in the 1972 budget. Addition of these men will make 
possible the immediate response of a piece of apparatus dur- 
ing the daytime hours when callmen are scattered through- 
out the town. Callmen will respond with secondary units to 
back up the initial response. If the present acceleration of 
building continues, 24 hour coverage by one or more perma- 
nent men will have to be considered in the not too distant 
future. 
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Equipment was moved into the new Forestdale Station 3 
in June. In September a representative of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters inspected the new station and the apparatus 
housed there. In connection with this inspection, the 25 year 
old Engine 2 was put through a pump. test. Of three basic 
tests this unit failed two. Considering this failure and the 
age of this piece of equipment, the Underwriters will not con- 
sider it in evaluating the overall fire eedenie force and its 
effect on insurance rates. 


In view of this and in line with the Capital Outlay Fore- 
cast submitted in 1970, the Board of Fire Engineers are re- 
questing an Article be included in the Warrant for the 1972 
town meeting for funds to purchase a new 1,000 gallon pump- 
ing engine. It is proposed that the new unit be housed at the 
headquarters station and that the present Engine 4 be shifted 
to Forestdale. It might be well to point out here that of the 
towns eight pieces of fire apparatus, four are between 25 and 
42 years old. 


The above request falls in line with a schedule to replace 
aging and ineffective equipment, particularly in light of the 
fact that apparatus over 20 years old is not considered by the 
Underwriters in setting insurance classifications. | 


After many years of outstanding service to the people of 
Sandwich, the Firemen’s Association found it necessary to 
turn over the operation of its ambulance to the town. As 
voted at the special town meeting in December, the ambu- 
lance will be operated by the Fire Department. In assuming 
this responsibility the Engineers are requesting three perma- 
nent fire fighters to man the ambulance. To provide an 
accredited ambulance service it is necessary that a minimum 
of two trained men respond on ambulance runs. The request 
being made for three men will provide the minimal require- 
ments as each of the men will have two days off. Ambulance 
coverage during the night time hours will be provided by 
qualified callmen on an assigned squad basis. 


In late June the new radio tower and transmitter au- 
thorized at the 1971 town meeting were installed and placed 
in operation. This installation together with new home re- 
ceivers has brought the communications system of the fire 
department to a high degree of efficiency and dependability. 
At such time as a new police facility is completed, replace- 
ment of the present fire department console should be con- 
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sidered to complete modernization of this important com- 
munications equipment. 


In the opinion of the Engineers and Chief of Department 
the employment of a fire fighter at Station 2 in East Sand- 
wich for ten weeks during the past summer was more than 
justified. During this period the immediate response from 
this station by the Emergency-Fire Attack unit was respon- 
sible for controlling several potentially bad fires and in one 
instance possibly saved the life of a person by timely admin- 
istration of oxygen. Considering the traffic situation during 
the summer months and the large number of vacationists in 
the area, similar coverage is being recommended in 1972. 


In view of the experience in the East Sandwich area, the 
Engineers are recommending similar coverage at the new 
Forestdale station. With the Snake Pond Recreation Area in 
this section, together with several summer camps, and taking 
into consideration the long run from the headquarters sta- 
tion over heavily travelled highways, we believe this seasonal 
coverage to be justified. 


During the past year five men attended the eer Fire 
School at Fitzwilliam, New Hampshire and. seven men took 
special training courses at the Civil Defense Training Acad- 
emy at Topsfield. Additionally Deputy Chief Atwood, callmen 
Herbert Stewart and Dennis Newman completed two courses 
at Cape Cod Community College, “Fundamentals in Fire Pro- 
tection” and “Fundamentals in Fire Prevention.” Chief Alvezi 
attended the convention of the New England Association of 
Fire Chiefs where the latest fire fighting methods and equip- 
ment were discussed and demonstrated. Drills for all depart- 
ment members have been held each month. 


Effective in March the department changed from a Strict- 
ly volunteer to a call department. We believe this change has 
been responsible for increased interest and responsibility of 
department members, and has established a basis for the 
orderly organizational growth of the department. 


During holiday weekends when traffic jams have tied up 
main traffic arteries, and during periods of extreme weather 
conditions, skeleton crews of callmen have been on emergency 
standby at each of the fire stations to provide the fastest 
possible response under unusual conditions. 


As to department properties, the headquarters station 


has received a badly needed coat of paint and the parking 
area at Station 2 has been paved. 
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A file system listing all streets within the town has been 
set up by the permanent men. This file gives not only the 
location of each street, but indicates hydrant locations and 
other pertinent information. All department hose has been 
numbered, stamped and recorded in a special file. During the 
past year all hose has been tested and replaced where neces- 
Sary. Maintenance checks of all department vehicles has 
been made on a regular basis and repairs effected when 
necessary. 


We would again remind citizens that when reporting a 
fire to stay as calm as possible. Give your name, address, 
and location of the fire clearly. The Fire Department, EMER- 
GENCY number is 888-2323. For routine department business 
calls the number to use is 888-0525. Stickers which may be 
applied to telephone instruments giving both Fire and Police 
emergency numbers are available and may be obtained at 
Fire headquarters. 


The prompt response to requests for mutual aid for the 
fire at the Daniel Webster Inn and Charley’s points up the 
excellent planning and cooperation which exists among the 
fire services of Cape Cod towns. We take this opportunity to 
extend our thanks and appreciation to our neighboring towns 
for their valuable assistance. We also gratefully acknowledge 
the cooperation of the dispatchers at the Communications 
Center and town officials who have been of assistance in 
many ways.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Sandwich Conservation Commission is primarily con- 
cerned with the protection and management of our natural 
resources. The land in Sandwich is all the land we have. 
Before it is too late, it is important that plans be formulated 
to set aside and protect those resources that are vital to our 
future environment. 


For years we have taken for granted our woodlands, 
ponds, salt marshes, dunes and beaches, our hills and valleys 
and beautiful ocean views. Considering the rate of growth 
of the town during the last few years, it is imperative that 
we set aside land of all types for the use of the public, for 
present and future generations. Therefore, the Commission’s 
principle activities have been toward land acquisition, rather 
than toward development of those areas already held. 


Major time and effort in 1971 were spent in carrying out 
the complicated procedures necessary for the acquisition of 
the 27 acres of beach and dune land on the easterly end of 
Scorton Neck, bordering Bodfish Park. It was after December 
1, 1971 before the final approval came from the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation of the Department of Interior and the 
Self-Help fund of the Massachusetts Department of Natural 
Resources. This area will contribute greatly to the recreation- 
al facilities of the town. The area back of the dunes is of 
much natural interest, especially botanically. Access to this 
area will be by foot trail only, through a right of way granted 
by the Town of Barnstable, near the toll booth. Parking will 
be provided at Bodfish Park for access of the beach. 


In September Mrs. Meredith W. Bourne was reappointed 
to the Commission for a three-year term. Mr. John M. Men- 
donza was appointed for a three-year term, replacing Mrs. 
Shirley G. Cross, who had served very faithfully as chairman 
of the Commission. Mrs. Cross gave of her time and energy 
in all phases of conservation and was very instrumental in 
the Commission’s obtaining the Scorton Neck Beach area. 
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The Commission holds regular monthly meetings and spe- 
cial meetings when necessary. Various groups and individuals 
have been invited to attend. Much can be accomplished by 
cooperation between agencies. Several reports of Hatch and 
Jones acts violations have come to our attention and have 
been investigated and referred to the proper authorities. 


It is our intention to keep the public informed about our 
plans and activities and to welcome suggestions. We urge 
everyone interested to visit Brady’s Island and Talbot’s Point’s 
nature trails and vistas. The more of our citizen and their 
guests who visit these areas, the greater their appreciation 
of our beautiful natural resources. 


The Boy Scouts have used the Talbot’s Point area for 
camping and have assisted in various projects to improve it. 
Our thanks to them, to the State Department of Parks for the 
donation of a picnic table, and to Mrs. Crawford Hollidge for 
the gift of nine holly trees which were planted on the Point; 
to the residents of Lakewood Hills and other areas who gave 
so generously of their time to weed and mulch the shrubs 
on Brady’s Island; and to the Selectmen and the staff at 
Town Hall for their cooperation throughout the year. 


We are especially grateful that the citizens of the town 
have been conscious of our conservation needs and willing to 
approve our acquisition programs.

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Report of the Civil Defense Director

Gentlemen: 


It is with regret that we note the death of Alvan Perry, 
who for many years served the town faithfully, as the Di- 
rector of Civil Defense. Two years ago when he requested to 
be relieved of his duties, he agreed to serve as a Deputy Di- 
rector. His advice and counsel during the ensuing years were 
most helpful and valuable in providing a continuity of service 
to the community. He will be missed by all who knew him 
and worked with him. 

The Civil Defense office in the Fire and Police building 
has been temporarily relocated at the East Sandwich Fire 
Station. This move has been made to provide additional 
space for the Police Department until construction of their 
new facility has been completed. 

It is hoped that the construction of a new police facility 
as well as new school construction will include modern shelter 
facilities. As the town grows it becomes more important that 
shelter space be provided, not only for use during an enemy 
attack, but also to care for townspeople due to disasters 
caused by nature. 

During the past year three members of the Sandwich 
Fire Department attended special three day sessions at the 
Civil Defense Training Academy in Topsfield. 

The program of fingerprinting school children during the 
past year was unavoidably delayed. It is now hoped this will 
be accomplished before the end of the present school year. 
We are hopeful that all parents will cooperate in this worth- 
while program of identification. 

Grateful acknowledgement is made of the cooperation 
and assistance which has been extended by town officials, 
departments, and organizations in carrying on the day to day 
activities of Civil Defense in Sandwich.

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Report of the Tree Warden and 
Insect Pest Control Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This is my twentieth report as Tree Warden, and, while 
in these years a lot of trees have fallen to hurricanes and 
Dutch Elm disease, we have also seen many trees I planted 
grow to a good size. Particularly, a lot of people enjoy the 
flowering trees that have been planted throughout the town; 
Since tall trees cannot be planted under wires, we often plant 
the low-growing flowering type in such circumstances. The 
tree planting program, of course, continues, and I plan to 
plant a number of larger trees this year, including Sugar and 
Norway Maples, Moraine Locust and Lindens. At one time we 
thought we’d plant a few elm trees for some replacements, 
but it hasn’t worked; I’m now taking down elms with Dutch 
Elm disease that I planted fifteen years ago. 


The gypsy moth is a major threat to Cape Cod; however, 
Sandwich was spared a major infestation last year, and will 
again be largely free from the moth this year. Last year, 
1971, the Department of Natural Resources aerial survey 
showed 323 acres defoliated in Sandwich. In 1970, we had 
8,993 acres defoliated, which shows an impressive decline. The 
reason for this is probably a combination of U.S.D.A. and 
Town efforts, and the natural enemies of the gypsy moth— 
wasps, birds and various parasites, particularly the wilt 
disease virus, and their own overpopulation. All of these 
things probably led to a population collapse. The 323 remain- 
ing acres will be watched closely and if the Cape does have 
a spray program this year, I will participate, since none of 
these areas are near dwellings. 


This Department and the Department of Natural Re- 
sources made a survey this fall for the gypsy moth egg masses, 
and there were low counts on the egg masses and the ones 
found were not very healthy. Therefore, we don’t see the 
gypsy moth as much of a problem locally in 1972. 
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The U.S. Department of Agriculture aerial sprayed twenty 
50-acre experimental plots in non-residential areas of Sand- 
wich in 1971, with very good results. This Department sprayed 
by truck around dwellings, with the recommended insecticide, 
Sevin, at the request of the residents. We also had good 
results. 


Dutch Elm disease was on the increase. Last year we had 
twenty trees with the disease; this year there were twenty- 
six. We continue our spray program against the disease, using 
Methoxychlor, as recommended by the Pesticide Board of the 
Department of Public Heath. The Board has determined that 
the use of this insecticide poses less of a problem as regards 
safety to fish and wildlife and contamination of the environ- 
ment in general. In addition to spraying for the elm bark 
beetle, which carries the disease, there’s a lot of talk about 
cures for this disease, but until someone comes up with a 
real one, we’ll continue to lose our elms. 


We will continue to spray around public areas for wood 
ticks and where residents request. Each family, however, can 
best take its own precautions against this pest which spreads 
Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever, a serious and sometimes fatal 
disease. Children and pets should be checked daily, as the 
tick takes eight hours to become firmly imbedded and become 
able to transmit the disease. Use of good commercial re- 
pellents such as “6-12” and ‘“Tick-Off”’, and mowing high 
grass is recommended. . 


A similar spray program is carried out for poison ivy.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


To the casual observer it may have appeared that 1971 
was a comparatively quiet year for the Sandwich Planning 
Board. In the two prior years there had been much publicity 
relative to the development and adoption of a Master Plan 
and the complete revision of the Sandwich Zoning Bylaw. 
During 1971 the concepts of the Master Plan were quietly 
implemented and the new Zoning Bylaw was tested, inter- 
preted, and refined by several amendments adopted at a 
Special Town Meeting after due consideration by interested 
Sandwich residents at a public hearing attended by approxi- 
mately five percent of the registered voters. It is somewhat 
disappointing to the members of the Planning Board that the 
public hearings on proposed Bylaw changes are so poorly 
attended. It sometimes seems that the only citizens who care 
enough to be present are those who have very strong feelings 
on the subject matter of the amendment — either unalter- 
ably in favor of the proposed change or bitterly opposed to it. | 
Much could be contributed at these hearings by the calm, 
considered judgment and counsel of the ‘“‘middle-of-the- 
road” voters and it is hoped that future hearings will be at- 
tended by larger numbers of citizens with no particular axe 
to grind — voters who are not members of any particular or- 
ganization — individuals who can really look at the purpose 
and effect of an amendment with some degree of objectivity 
and impartiality. 


In this same vein, it cannot be over-emphasized that one 
of the most important functions of the Planning Board is to 
review the Zoning Bylaw and measure its effectiveness in 
controlling the orderly development of the town and to 
recommend changes for the consideration of the voters. In 
the final analysis, the Zoning Bylaw belongs to the voters and 
changes can be made only by vote of a two thirds majority 
assembled at town meeting. Many citizens attribute too much 
significance to the Planning Board, losing sight of the fact 
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that it has no legislative capabilities such as those possessea 
by registered voters at a town meeting; it has no admin- 
istrative or enforcement functions such as those vested in 
our selectmen; it has no judicial authority such as that en- 
trusted to our Board of Appeals. The Planning Board can 
only recommend changes and the really important decisions 
must be made by the Selectmen, the Building Inspector, the 
Board of Health, the Board of Appeals, or the voters assem- 
bled at town meeting. 


The Planning Board is responsive to the wishes of the 
voters and will give careful consideration to any proposed 
changes brought to it either by groups of citizens or by an 
individual taxpayer if the idea seems to have merit and the 
proposed change is not in conflict with state laws governing 
land use and restrictions. 


There were several personnel changes during the year. 
Mr. John A. Coe returned to the Planning Board after a long 
absence, replacing Mr. Wilfred Graves who did not run for 
reelection. Mrs. Ann Sullivan was forced to resign mid-term 
because of ill health and Mrs. Miriam Wilharm was selected 
as a replacement; Mr. J. Louis Roberti, long time member and 
chairman, resigned to assume his new duties as Selectman 
and was replaced by Edward Osgood, Jr. Mr. William G. 
Bryden replaced Mr. Roberti as Chairman and Mr. John A. 
Coe assumed Mrs. Sullivan’s post as Clerk. Pressure of work 
load, with the increasing number of new subdivisions, made 
it no longer practical for the Board to function with a part- 
time engineer and Mr. William Taylor assumed these duties 
on a full-time basis in conjunction with his work as Town 
Engineer. The Board expresses its gratitude to Mr. Bruce 
Dunbar who donated his services and devoted endless spare 
time hours to the enforcement of the Sandwich Subdivision 
Regulations prior to Mr. Taylor’s arrival. Mrs. Helen I. 
Palmer became the first executive secretary to serve the 
Planning Board and the office is now open to taxpayers and 
the general public between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 12:00 
Noon on Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday of each 
week. 


Almost any volunteer board, involved with a variety of 
highly technical problems, will require professional assist- 
ance if it is to function efficiently and the Sandwich Plan- 
ning Board is no exception. It is an unusual week in which 
no new questions arise relative to the Zoning Bylaw or the 
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Subdivision Regulations. The Board is fortunate to have the 
continuing services of our planning consultant, Philip M. 
Herr, and his highly qualified associates. They were of tre- 
mendous help to the Board in formulating the original Sand- 
wich Master Plan and it is reasonable to state that the new 
zoning bylaw could not have been developed had the Board 
not been able to draw on background knowledge and exper- 
tise of the type and quality possessed by Herr Associates as a 
result of their years of total involvement in town and region- 
al planning work. The Board, and ultimately the Town of 
Sandwich, will benefit greatly during the months ahead by 
the ready availability of assistance from Herr Associates. 


The most time consuming duty of the Planning Board 
is the review of each new subdivision plan presented for con- 
sideration and approval at the regular meetings held on the 
first and third Wednesday of each month at 8:00 P.M. 
Twenty-four such meetings were held in 1971 and, in addi- 
tion, there were no less than eight special meetings devoted 
to the study of our Zoning Bylaw and possible amendments 
to improve it. Ten public hearings were held, two of these 
for consideration of zoning amendments prior to special town 
meetings. Many letters were directed by the Board to state 
and federal government officials calling attention to and re- 
questing action on matters which were believed to require 
their attention for the protection of the townspepole. Since 
the Planning Board has no enforcement authority, several 
matters were also brought to the attention of the selectmen 
and the Board of Health concerning possible violations which 
would come under their jurisdiction. 


After public hearings, approximately 317 building lots in 
eleven subdivisions were approved in accordance with the 
Bylaw, almost fifty percent less than last year. Among these 
were the first two subdivisions under the new Cluster Zoning 
concept, Sandwich having been among the first of the towns 
in the Commonwealth to adopt Cluster Zoning as part of the 
long range planning for the preservation of open space for — 
the benefit of future generations. It is yet too early to state 
with any degree of certainty how effective or beneficial Clus- 
ter Zoning will be. Your Planning Board will continue to 
study this subject and will recommend modifications or im- 
provements in this section of the Bylaw as the necessity 
arises. In addition to the subdivisions where new roads were 
required, the Planning Board also voted to endorse 48 sub- 
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division plans on existing ways where formal approval was 
not required by law. In the prior year there were 59 plans in 
this category. 


Somewhere between the extremes of those who would 
build a fence around Sandwich to preserve its antique charm 
and those who would make it into one vast development of 
suburban homes, there has to be a practical approach which 
will recognize the inevitability of growth and will endeavor 
to insure orderly progress and carefully controlled develop- 
ment on a reasonable basis. The Planning Board will con- 
tinue to address itself to this task in the future as it has in 
the past as its primary function in serving Sandwich.

Gentlemen: 


This is the first full year the Board has had to make 
decisions under the new Zoning Bylaw. Applications for spe- 
cial permits and variances increased about 16% from last 
year. 

The Board scheduled forty-five (45) hearings, twenty- 
four (24) petitions for special permits were applied for; 
eighteen (18) were approved, three denied, two were with- 
drawn and one declared a nullity. Twenty-one (21) petitions 
for variances were applied for; fourteen (14) were approved, 
six denied, and one was withdrawn. 

Two cluster developments were approved, one was not 
voted on as the petitioner decided not to continue. One multi- 
family development was approved and one multifamily unit 
was not approved as the acreage was not sufficient nor was 
it located on an arterial or collector street. Also one multi- 
family development is scheduled for another hearing as the 
first hearing was declared a nullity. 

Legal aid was sought from Town Counsel on three peti- 
tions in order to make proper decisions. 

We also want to bring to your attention the fact that 
more of our town’s people are attending our hearings. Many 
are good friends of ours and we hope they remain so after 
some of our decisions. Most of those attending the hearings 
do not fully understand the scope of the bylaw nor the powers 
of the Board. Therefore, we have to spend considerable time 
explaining these particulars.

The volume and estimated cost of construction continue 
to increase at a rate that is diffictult to comprehend. The 
issuance of 332 permits, an increase of 66 over last year, in- 
cludes 188 new dwellings. The estimated cost of all construc- 
tion is $9,335,450.00. 

The Electrostatic Precipitator at the Power Plant ac- 
counted for $4,000,000.00 of this total leaving the figure of 
$5,335,450.00 as the estimated cost of the regular, ordinary, 
recurring type of day-to-day business of this department. 
This figure exceeds last year’s total by $246,625.00. Fees col- 
lected and paid to the Town Treasurer amounted to $3,128.00.

Since its establishment in July, the Engineering Depart- 
ment has been actively engaged in the many facets of engi- 
neering required by the various Town Boards and Depart- 
ments. 


Meetings have been held with the Board of Selectmen 
and the representatives of the Town’s Sewer Consultants, the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources, and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works, Highway and 
Solid Waste Disposal sections. Drainage problems have been 
reviewed, street layouts done, design and supervision of the 
construction of the driveway and parking area of the Town 
Barn, preparation of preliminary drawings for Town Meetings 
are all among the matters worked on to assist the Board of 
Selectmen. 


The Assessors’s Maps have been updated to include new 
Subdivisions and the transfers of property have been entered. 


Attendance at the regular meetings of the Planning 
Board and at Hearings for subdivisions, with preparation of 
reports on these proposed subdivisions, and recommendations 
for corrections where necessary has been a significant part of 
the work of the Department. The various phases of con- 
struction of 21 subdivisions have been inspected to assure 
compliance with subdivision regulations. The Zoning and 
Subdivision Regulations have been reviewed and suggestions 
have been made to better correlate these regulations. 


The Highway Department has been assisted with the de- 
Sign and construction of drainage on Chipman Road, and the 
Engineering Department has furnished grades or pavement 
alignment on Tyler Drive, Pine Street, Grove Street, Church 
Street, Knott Avenue and has contributed other assistance 
as requested by the Highway Surveyor. 

The Engineering Department has furnished data and 


professional advice to the Building Inspector, the Conserva- 
tion Commission, and the School Building Committee when

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


Due to the rapidly increasing demand for recreational 
activities this years program, sponsored by the Recreation 
Committee, was expanded in many areas in an attempt to 
meet this need. Many programs were run on an experimental 
basis during 1971. Those that proved most successful will be 
expanded during the coming year. 


Our summer program for 1971 began on a high note 
with the Annual July 4th activities. The horribles parade 
during the morning, and the field day activities which fol- 
lowed, were well supported with children of all ages taking 
part. Ribbons were awarded for excellence in the various 
categories selected for judging in the parade as well as 
ribbons for field event participants. 


The summer program, which included playground ac- 
tivities etc., as well as swimming instruction, began July 30th 
and ran for a period of nine weeks. 


This program was under the direction of Mr. Phillip 
Bangs of this town. His staff includes Thomas Joseph, Walter 
Walker, Anne DiScuillo and David Carr, lifeguards; Joyce 
Tolken, Marjorie Fisher and Lynn Axford as swimming in- 
structors. Star Torres served as director of the newly added 
arts and crafts and nature progam. 


The addition of a nature program and an expanded arts 
and crafts program proved to be a huge success. These pro- 
grams involved both boys and girls ranging in age from 6-13. 
The nature program included many hikes through locally 
improvised trails as well as trips to our nearby shore line. 
Due to the profound success of this program the committee 
plans to expand this years program to include such things 
as large scale crafts and more varied field trips. 


Two more new additions to this summer’s program were 
a drama club directed by Mrs. Ann Palmer with assistance 
from Miss Janet Toner. The program concluded with a fine 
production of a Mid Summer Night’s Dream. 


Secondly, a Summer band was sponsored. The Band was 
under the direction of Mr. Ed Heywood. These programs were 
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open to all interested participants both residents and summer 
visitors. . 


The swimming instruction program, conducted at Lom- 
bard Park (Snake Pond), was, as usual, a well attended pro- 
gram. With age groups ranging from three years old and up. 
The program served 459 children during its nine week dura- 
tion. One hundred and thirty-three passed the strenuous 
requirements of the Red Cross Water Safety Program. At the 
conclusion of the summer all the swimming program partici- 
pants were invited to a swim carnival where prizes were 
awarded and refreshments were served. 


A beginners Tennis program was started late in the sum- 
mer and the attendance for that was 25. This years tennis 
program will be greatly expanded to accommodate all age 
groups and levels. 


The recreation committee also sponsored two men’s soft- 
ball teams and one women’s softball team. The men’s teams 
played two nights a week in the Canal Softball League. One 
man’s team playing under the name of the Daniel Webster 
Inn was successful in capturing the league championship. 
Our women’s softball team played in the Cape Cod Women’s 
Softball League and they too were very successful as they 
finished in second place in their league. 


Soccer was another sport sponsored by the Recreation 
Committee in 1971. The soccer program consisted of a men’s 
soccer team and a Saturday morning soccer program for boys 
and girls—grades four through seven. 


The Saturday morning program for girls was under the 
direction of Miss Janet Toner. This program ran for seven 
weeks at two hours per day. Participation in this program 
averaged forty per session. 


The boys soccer program, which ran concurrently with 
the girl’s program, was directed by Mr. John Dvorski. The 
boys were divided into teams, and league competition was 
carried out among themselves. The boys numbered 70 
participants. 


During the winter months the committee acquired the 
use of the American Legion Hall for teenage recreation. The 
hall was filled to capacity on weekends by teenagers who 
came to listen to music, play ping-pong, and other games 
provided. 
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Hockey has begun to take hold in Sandwich and in that 
area this committee has provided a bus for the youngsters 
participating in skating instruction at the Falmouth Skating 
Rink. The youngsters begin their skating activities at 5 a.m. 
each Saturday morning and the age group begins at 5 years 
of age. This is one program which the recreation committee 
hopes to help along in the ensuing year. 


This committee would like to thank any and all persons 
who in any way have helped this committee to make these 
programs function successfully.

If finances permit, I would like to transplant clams and 
quahogs into both Old Harbor and Scorton Creek.

Submitted below is my seventh Annual Report as Public 
Health Nurse for the Town of Sandwich. 


ACTIVITIES DURING 1971 

Routine activities (skilled nursing, health promotion, and 
maternity visits) have increased during 1971 reflecting the 
continued population growth of Sandwich and the ever pres- 
ent need of nursing care for the townspeople. 


To broaden her scope of nursing knowledge, the Public 
Health Nurse attends monthly In-Service Education Meetings. 
The meetings are sponsored by the Barnstable County Health 
Department. 


Activities have included working in conjunction with the 
Federal, State, County, and Town Health and Welfare De- 
partments and with organizations that provide health services 
for the Community: 

Departments: County Health, Division of Child Guid- 

. ance, Medicare, Sandwich School, Town Health, Vet- 

eran’s Services, and the State Welfare. 

Organizations: Cape Cod Homemaker Service, Easter 

Seal Society, Sandwich Health Association, Sandwich 
Junior Woman’s Club, and the Red Cross. 


MENTAL HEALTH 

Each year a new field of service becomes apparent to 
reach the needs of the Community. This year was no excep- 
tion. 


Mr. James A. Athearn, Co-ordinator of Volunteer Services 
at Taunton State Hospital, called professional and non pro- 
fessional members of the Upper Cape Cod Communities who 
were concerned with the Mental Health of Cape Cod citizens, 
to a meeting, May 4, 1971. The meeting was held in the 
Thorne Building, Pocasset, Mass. 


Mr. Athearn explained the need for community aware- 
ess of Mental Health and the need for a closer relationship 
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between the patients at Taunton State Hospital and the 
people of the Cape Cod Communities. 


Monthly discussion meetings, tours of the Hospital, and 
meetings with groups of townspeople, preceded the organi- 
zation of the Upper Cape Cod Volunteer Advisory Council. 


The area the Council serves includes: Bourne, Falmouth, 
Mashpee, Sandwich, Wareham, and the six towns of Martha’s 
Vineyard. 


Purpose of the Council: 


1. To act in an advisory capacity to the Co-ordinator of 
Volunteer Services of the Cape Cod Unit of Taunton 
State Hospital concerning community needs and re- 
sources. | 


2. To carry out the development of a Cape Cod Volunteer 
Program for Taunton State Hospital providing local 
impetus in the recruitment of volunteers, publicity, edu- 
cation, and solicitation of donations. 


3. To act as the local agency for volunteers in mental 
health service in the Cape Cod Community and Cape 
Cod Mental Health Clinics. 


ADVISORY BOARD

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Barnstable County Health Department 
1971 Annual Report 


This has been a year of self evaluation, proposals, growth 
and change as well as involvement in community planning 
group. Each department worker in reviewing accomplish- 
ments, has expressed the need for unification of county-wide 
services in his own field; there continues to be duplication, 
fragmentation and unequal distribution of services. This is 
based on the variety of authority and structure of public and 
private agencies in the 15 towns. In Environmental Health, 
Medical Social Work, Nursing and Dental Health all have 
outlined an upper, mid and lower Cape staffing pattern 
using experienced staff and junior workers. These areas 
would have planned supervision, clerical service, personnel 
and service policies and provision for substitute coverage 
during absences. Priority in planning will be given to the 
following: strengthening of staff members and services in 
Environmental Health, Medical Social Work, and the re- 
classification of staff positions. 


Environmental Health: More requests are being made for 
water chemistry because of the public’s awareness of eco- 
logical and pollution problems; more inspections of food es- 
tablishments, and of day care centers, continue to be needed. 
Workshops on a regular basis have been begun so that Health 
Agents and Department Staff can share problems and can 
jointly engage other consultant help. 


Nursing, Dental and Medical Social Work: Again the 
number of workers in school health services has increased 
as school population increased. Consultation has increased 
to schools and home health agencies where new nurses and 
health aides have been employed. The state clinic program 
for handicapped children has been transferred to the 
county for full management, and three new positions are 
state funded: that of physical therapist, developmental thera- 
pist and head clerk. Their talents and time are also offered 
to licensed day care centers in a consultant capacity and 
to schools. 


The County Health Officer, Miss Mary Susich, an- 
nounced her retirement as of the end of the year. Because 
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of her planning and because of motivation of staff and asso- 
ciates, the department will continue to work toward the im- 
provement of services throughout the county.

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Report of the Historic District Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The building activity in Sandwich during 1971 is reflected 
even within the limited area of the Historic District where 
few sites remain for new buildings. On one such site, ad- 
joining the Hoxie HouSe area, a new residence, approved by 
the Commission, is nearing completion. Two major construc- 
tion jobs have been approved; one the addition to the Sand- 
wich Glass Museum, a revised plan of which was approved 
at the May meeting, the other the rebuilding of the Daniel 
‘Webster Inn, will soon be under construction. The complete 
restoration of the residence known as the Harvey House at 
Main and Grove Streets by Mr. Clifford Hanson, approved by 
the Commission at a special meeting in July, will greatly 
enhance the appearance of the historic center of Sandwich. 
In all, twenty-five Certificates of Appropriateness, including 
those mentioned above, have been issued, six for signs, the 
balance for painting, roofing, fencing, or minor alterations 
or repairs. 


Meetings have been held in the Town Hall the second 
Monday of each month with two exceptions when scheduled 
meetings conflicted with Town meetings. In addition two 
special meetings were called to accommodate owners of build- 
ings where work was ready to start without delay. All meet- 
ings have been well attended and it has been gratifying to 
be able to respond to inquiries from other Massachusetts 
towns with reference to the establishment of Historic Dis- 
tricts, that here in Sandwich the Historic District was estab- 
lished with the complete cooperation of the owners of prop- 
erty within the proposed district and the full support of the 
citizens of Sandwich. 
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It is to be hoped that the Commission can continue to 
function as it has in the past in such an atmosphere and 
as always the members of the Commission extend to the 
Selectmen, the town officials and the citizens of Sandwich 
grateful appreciation for their cooperation and support.

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Report of the Historical Commission 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Following approval at the Town Meeting in March 1971, 
this Commission was named in May and has established the 
meetings on the first Monday of each month. The Commis- 
sion meets in the lower room at the Library through the 
kindness of the Librarian and the Library Trustees. The 
duty of the Commission is to prepare an accurately researched 
inventory of structures, buildings and sites of historic value, 
located anywhere in the town. This work is still under way 
and will be completed during 1972. The Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission in the office of the Secretary of State, 
Boston, provides manualized guidance for this work, and 
counsels on technical features of architecture and design. 


In inventorying the burial markers in the Tobey Cemetery 
in South Sandwich, it was discovered that the gravestones 
of Benjamin and Lydia Percival had been reduced to small 
fragments, probably by heat damage in the great brush fire 
of May, 1946. Benjamin (1752-1817) was a Selectman for 19 
years, a State Representative for 6 years, and the author of 
an extremely valuable diary covering the years 1777-1817. 
References to his diary have been found in a number of 
historical books, but the location of the original is now un- 
known. The Commission is searching for it and would appre- 
ciate any leads from citizens. New duplicate markers in 
inexpensive bluestone have been ordered for the Percival 
graves. 


The Commission participated with the Conservation Com- 
sion in the preparation of the Sandwich portion of a survey 
of Landscape Assets in the Commonwealth. This survey was 
desired by a group of scholars and conservation interests in- 
cluding the Trustees of Reservations, the Audubon Society 
and the Harvard Graduate School of Design. Our report lists 
eleven unique natural features in Sandwich together with 
historical usages, present flora, fauna and extent of intrusion 
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by building. This survey is available for reference by inter- 
ested persons or groups. Sandwich has a unique combination 
of historic features and visual amenities which invite careful 
study and public discussion so that their place in our town’s 
economy can be fully appreciated in a time of rapid change.

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Report of the Dexter Grist Mill

Gentlemen: 


Attendance at the Old Grist Mill increases every year and 
every year we sell more cornmeal. Many people who pur- 
chased it last year return for a new supply. 


The season started on June 19th and closed on October 
2nd. The weather was beautiful, just about the best we have 
ever had. 


There were 12,803 visitors this year, not including the 
many young children who did not have to pay but who seemed 
to enjoy watching the corn being ground. The third grade 
made its usual visit shortly before we closed. 


We ground 13 tons of corn and sold over 14,000 individual 
bags at the mill. Last year many of the markets in town 
stocked our cornmeal and the sale this year increased greatly, 
which was very gratifying. 


Once again this year the Old Mill entered into a combina- 
tion Day in Sandwich ticket with the Glass Museum, Heritage 
Plantation and Hoxie House. Over 1,400 of our visitors came 
in on the combination ticket. There were several large groups 
who took advantage of this offer, spending the entire day in 
town. They were most enthusiastic over the beauty of the 
town, its restorations and historic sites. 


The ducks and swans continue to be a source of interest 
to both young and old and have their pictures taken many 
times. This year there were six geese who made their home 
at the Old Mill. In the summer our visitors keep them well 
fed and in the winter the Town takes care of them. 


A new retaining wall has been built on the lower east 
side of the lake. A lower platform in the wall will make it 
easy for the children to feed the ducks. 


We are looking forward to an even better year in 1972 
and hope you will visit us.

Report of the Sandwich Free Public Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
the Citizens of the Town of Sandwich: 


I hereby submit the 8lst Annual Report of the Sandwich 
Public Library. 


This has been a year of trying to see just how far we 
could stretch our limited budget and small staff towards 
meeting the standards of a modern library in a growing town. 


We have used more fully the resources available to us 
through our membership in the Eastern Massachusetts Re- 
gional Library System. We have used the free phone service 
frequently to answer questions not answerable here, and to 
locate wanted material. The Falmouth Public Library, as 
sub-regional headquarters for the Cape, contains a sizable 
collection of materials too specialized, too seldom used, or of 
too ephemeral interest to justify duplication in the smaller 
local libraries. Since all Cape residents are entitled to free 
borrowing privileges there, we have referred many readers 
directly. For others, we have borrowed on inter-library loan, 
both from Falmouth, and, through Falmouth, from the Bos- 
ton Public Library. In a few instances, when books were not 
loanable, we have obtained photocopies of required data. 
We have publicized the large-print books, available from Fal- 
mouth and soon to be on deposit here, for ‘oth adults and 
children with impaired vision; the talking books, together 
with the record players, available by simple application, for 
people who, for any reason (blindness, arthritis, paralysis, 
reading problems .. .), cannot comfortably use conventional 
books; the motion-picture films, which may be borrowed 
through our library, for free showing by any non-profit or- 
ganization. We have displayed the descriptive directory of 
the other libraries of Cape Cod. 


We have extended our information services to meet a 
wider variety of needs. The smaller the library, the more im- 
portant are the reference collection and reference staff. Ex- 
amples of titles added to the collection are: International En- 
cyclopedia of the Social Sciences; U.S. Statistical Abstract; 
Moulton’s Library of Literary Criticism; handbooks of mathe- 
matics, chemistry and physics. Since demand for reference 
services increases in proportion to the ability to meet it, we 
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are fortunate to have a staff which is both eager and able 
to do so. 


As book prices have risen, we have held costs down by 
selective buying of paperbacks, when use will be light, or ma- 
terial quickly superseded. Lorania’s Book Shop donated a 
revolving paper-back rack in which we have shelved mystery 
stories and other popular titles given to us by readers. This 
has been a great help in supplying a perennial demand. 


We have encouraged people to interest other people. Pri- 
mary-grade children have taken registration cards home 
from their classrooms to their parents. Parents have brought 
their children to participate in the library’s reading clubs 
and story hours. Elementary-school classes have visited the 
library and some teachers have borrowed blocks of books to 
circulate from the classrooms. The Sandwich Junior Wom- 
an’s Club took charge of weekly story hours during the sum- 
mer. A representative of the high-school faculty has been 
appointed to borrow films through us from the Audio-Visual 
Department of the Boston Public Library. The school and 
public libraries have continued to plan together. 


Whenever feasible, we have welcomed group use of the 
library. The Sandwich Gardeners and the Literature and 
Drama Group of the Sandwich Woman’s Club have held their 
monthly meetings in the library. The Sandwich Arts and 
Crafts Association again held its annual exhibit and sale on 
the library lawn. Since June of 1971, the newly-formed Sand- 
wich Historical Commission has used a downstairs room as 
headquarters, where it is assembling data of great potential 
value to us. We are already uSing its inventory of the li- 
brary’s uncatalogued items on local history. 


Statistics are a very partial index of scope and effective- 
ness, but they do show steady growth in our holdings and in 
the number of borrowers. A total of 1,246 books were added 
and 110 withdrawn, making a present total of 27,388 volumes 
in the library. There were 518 new borrowers registered and 
292 obsolete registrations removed. The total in the active 
file now is 3,214. Total circulation was 37,408. 


As our service increases and our range of borrowers 
broadens, we are becoming acutely aware of weaknesses in 
our basic collection, and of types of equipment which we 
lack and whose usefulness to us we need to evaluate — e.g., 
a room for public meetings, film programs, study groups and 
workshops; current recordings and listening devices; a copy- 
ing machine; even toys and games. 
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In December, we called for volunteers, and, at an or- 
ganizational meeting, set up the machinery for: (1) a sys- 
tematic survey of the population of Sandwich in relation to 
registered borrowers, (2) an inventory of the book collection, 
(3) a check of our basic book collection against standard 
catalogues, (4) year-round programs for pre-school children, 
(5) expansion of service to the home-bound, and 6) pickup 
and delivery service between this library and regional de- 
posits. 


During the year we enjoyed the following exhibits loaned 
from private collections: members’ paintings from the Sand- 
wich Arts and Crafts Association; West African sculpture and 
design from Jonathan Allen Shaw; “Miss Julia” story char- 
acters from Mrs. C. H. Bell; handwork from the Forestdale 
Bluebirds, in observation of National Camp Fire Week; paint- 
ings by students of Evelyn W. Mott, Scorton Creek Studio; 
National Library Week exhibits by the Junior Woman’s Club, 
and an exhibit of arts and craft work by its members; Indo- 
nesian arts from Mr. and Mrs. Russell Lovell, Jr.; paintings 
by Hazel M. Conley; decoys, and a separate exhibit of Indian 
relics from Alvin A. White; handmade Christmas-tree orna- 
ments from Mrs. Keith Morehouse.

1. Otis Air Base Study Committee Report 


A special Committee report which eventually led to a 
“Seminar” and ecological study for future land use at Otis. 
The report primarily urged utilization of the area in ways 
compatible with the existing tourist and second-home econ- 
omy, and advised against a commercial jet port. The report 
emphasized to the community the urgency in reaching a 
consensus on alternative uses of the Otis Area. 


Public opinion has been sought in support of a land use 
plan for Otis which will be economically and ecologically 
sound. This approach will assure implementation of an ulti- 
mate plan which has a broad popular and political base. 


2. Fresh Water Seminar 


A “Seminar” for resource people and public officials to 
explore in depth the problems of ground water supply and 
ultimate land development. The Commission cooperated in 
this program with the Association for the Preservation of 
Cape Cod, Cape Cod Community College, and numerous 
branches of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, the Univer- 
Sity of Massachusetts, and its Extension Service, and other 
federal agencies. 


The problems of water sources and delivery concern each 
Cape community and serve to help form public understand- 
ing on questions of future development. 


3. The Commission’s Goals (revised) 
A publication listing both the aims and the implement- 
ing activities of the Commission staff. 


The specific planning objectives in harmony with the 
Commission’s goals will have a far-reaching effect on all 
communities, especially when mechanisms to check accom- 
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plishments against the plan can be developed. It is the in- 
tention of the Commission to keep its plans flexible, current, 
and to alter goals and objectives as circumstances demand 
changes. 


4. Report on Eminent Domain 


A special study contributed by James E. Nickerson, 
Counsellor-at-Law, Bass River, Massachusetts, was written as 
a base study for future public decisions and programs relat- 
ing to land use. This study answers many questions which 
may be raised regarding town obligations under the law of 
Eminent Domain. 


The report was published in a Cape newspaper with a 
wide circulation, and is being used as a basis for discussion 
in many communities with development problems. 


5. A Zoning Policy for Cape Cod 


This study was also prepared by Attorney Nickerson as a 
guide for the implementation of certain objectives of long- 
range planning. The study categorized legal questions con- 
cerning zoning and gives definite conclusions on the direction 
future objectives should follow. 


This can be used by the Commission staff as a base study 
guide for writing recommendations to communities on zoning 
questions, 


6. A Report from the Economic Planning Committee of the 
Commission 


This report isan amendment to the original report writ- 
ten in December, 1970. It contains revisions of a partial list 
of jobs which the Commission should complete in order to 
reach its objectives and makes recommendations on future 
surveys and studys, particularly in reference to land and re- 
sources use. 


7. Report on Regional Solid Waste Disposal 


This is part of the Commission’s continuing efforts to 
make sound recommendations on solid waste disposal meth- 
ods and locations. The study, “Report on a Regional Solid 
Waste Study for Barnstable County, Regional Refuse Dis- 
posal Planning Committee,’ by Charles A. Maguire & Asso- 
ciates, Inc. resulted from the Commission’s special study 
committee in 1969. The Commission staff has held confer- 
ences with experts in the field, trying to map areas suitable 
for solid waste disposal by sanitary landfill method, and had 
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held a “Seminar” which investigated the possible dangers 
from landfill leachates into the ground water supply. 


8. A Statement Opposing the Acquisition of Nauset Beach 
by the Commonwealth 


The Commission’s statement opposing the creation of a 
State Park at Nauset Beach in Orleans and Chatham sup- 
ports studies warning against overpopulation of the beach by 
campers and their vehicles. 


The main concern of the statement is, that under State 
controls an intensive use of the beach without adequate pro- 
tection of the fragile environment would be damaging before 
proper controls can be developed. For this reason, the Com- 
mission has recommended that local control of the Beach 
be continued. 


9. Assistance Provided for the Provincetown Cooperative 
Fishing Industries, Inc. 


The Commission has a continuing interest in and sup- 
port for the Fishing Cooperative. The following activities 
were in line with that interest; (1) Efforts by the Commis- 
sion’s Executive Director to expedite the repair of the Fisher- 
men’s pier; (2) Maintenance of close correspondence with the 
Coop. Chairman, New England Fisheries steering committee, 
and the United States E.D.A. technical assistance representa- 
tive on progress of the Fisheries Cooperative; (3) assistance 
in the form of maps, documents and correspondence which 
could aid in future Coop. planning, in particular, the grant 
application for technical assistance from E.D.A. 


The Commission’s support for the Cooperative has been 
an effective, practical demonstration of its determination to 
provide more jobs and expand important basic industries. 


10. Land Inventory of Subdivisions Granted by the Towns, 
But as Yet Unused 


This is a continuing process as part of the Commission’s 
concern for beneficial land use. Subdivisions are not ordi- 
narily categorized on available construction data submission, 
but must be determined by town investigation. 


The collection of this type of information is important 
in making projections on (1) available, developable land; (2) 
opportunities for construction activity; (3) meeting housing 
needs. The resulting projections are used in determining 
critical elements of land development problems and in recom- 
mending solutions to the Communities. 
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11. The Employment of an Economic Development Coordi- 
-nator 


A coordinator has been working with the Commission 
since July, 1971. His major responsibility is to oversee the 
progress of the County-wide, Overall Economic Development 
Program. The main points of this program are; (1) to pro- 
vide advice and guidance, to public and private planning and 
development organizations, especially within redevelopment 
areas; (2) to identify growth centers in the County where the 
creation of job opportunities will benefit the largest number 
of citizens, and to help establish such opportunities for em- 
ployment; (3) to assist in the creation of job opportunities in 
the economically depressed areas of Bourne, Provincetown- 
Truro, and give counsel in the revision of their Overall Eco- 
nomic Development Program; (4) periodically to review the 
goals, priorities and projects in the O.E.D.P. and make adjust- 
ments where changes are indicated by advanced studies or 
conditions; (5) assist the County and communities in pro- 
grams to develop the natural and human resources in such 
a way that permanent employment opportunities will be 
created and continued. 


12. List of Highway Needs 1970-1990 


This is included in an inventory of Cape Cod transporta- 
tion needs which was compiled by the staff. It is part of a 
total study being coordinated between the State Planning 
Office, the Regional Commission and the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


The rationale for the transportation needs study, in par- 
ticular the highway section, is that the County’s economy 
depends on ease of access for its vitality and balance, and 
that “nonproductive” vehicles should not be encouraged by 
State or Federal action to use the overburdened highway 
system until congestion and hazards are eliminated.

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Report of Special Town Meeting 


AUGUST 9, 1971 


The meeting was called to order at 8:15 p.m., by the 
Moderator, Willard E. Boyden, in the Henry T. Wing School 
Auditorium. 


It was voted to dispense with the reading of the Warrant. 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning Bylaw through revising the Zoning Map, deleting 
from R-20 and placing in R-40, an area extending generally 
from Chipman Road on the West, to Quaker Meeting House 
Road on the East, and from the Mid-Cape Highway on 
the South to Old Harbor Creek on the North, as described on 
the map titled ‘Proposed Rezoning to R-40, dated December 
15, 1970”, filed with the Town Clerk, or do anything relative 
thereto. 


Request of Planning Board. 


_The Moderator then called on Mr. William Bryden for 
a report of the Planning Board which Mr. Bryden presented 
as follows: 


REPORT 


The purpose of this proposed zoning change is to increase 
the minimum lot size in the Spring Hill area from 20,000 to 
40,000 square feet. It is the opinion of the members of the 
Planning Board that the topographic and soil characteristics 
of this section of the town are such that low density of popu- 
lation is desirable in order to avoid possible pollution of the 
many natural springs which exist herein and to conform with 
the type of land development which has already taken place 
throughout the area. Much of the land, such as the new 
Juniper Hill subdivision, has already been subdivided into lots 
greater than an acre in size. At a public hearing which was 
held a few weeks prior to this meeting there was a substan- 
tial turn-out of voters who live in the Spring Hill area and, 
when polled during the hearing, they unanimously indicated 
approval of the zoning change. The Planning Board recom- 
mends adoption of this Bylaw. 


It was VOTED by a standing counted vote of 267 to 20 
that the Town amend the Zoning Bylaw by revising the Zon- 
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ing Map, deleting from R-20 and placing in R-40, an area 
extending generally from Chipman Road on the West to 
Quaker Meeting House Road on the East, and from the Mid- 
Cape Highway on the South to Old Harbor Creek on the 
North as described on the map titled “Proposed Rezoning to 
R-40, dated December 15, 1970”, filed with the Town Clerk. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Zoning Bylaw by deleting Section 2520 in its entirety, substi- 
tuting the following: ‘2520. No existing lot conforming with 
the Intensity of Use Schedule shall be changed in size or 
shape, except through a public taking, so as to result in vio- 
lation of the requirements set forth below. An existing lot 
already non-conforming shall be changed only to decrease 
the degree of non-conformity, except through a public tak- 
ing’, or do anything relative thereto. 


Request of the Planning Board. 


The Moderator then called on Mr. William Bryden for a 
report of the Planning Board which Mr. Bryden presented as 
follows: 


REPORT 

It seems that the simplest way to explain the purpose of 
this Bylaw change is to present an example. As most of you 
know, the Town Neck or Sandwich Beach Shores Section is 
presently divided into lots 5,000 square feet in size. Although 
they are undersized, they are still buildable because they 
pre-existed the Zoning Bylaw and qualify as non-conforming 
lots. Occasionally an owner of three lots totalling 15,000 
Square feet will ask the Planning Board to approve a new 
plan changing these three lots into two 7,500 square foot lots, 
larger than the previous non-conforming lots, but still not 
large enough to meet the 20,000 square foot minimum size 
requirement. The members of the Planning Board feel that 
it is desirable to alter any non-conforming lots to lessen the 
degree of non-conformity and they recommend a favorable 
vote on this article. 


It was VOTED by a standing counted vote of 324 to 3 
that the Town amend the Zoning Bylaw by deleting Section 
2520 in its entirety, substituting the following: “2520. No 
existing lot conforming with the Intensity of Use Schedule 
shall be changed in size or shape, except through a public 
taking, so as to result in violation of the requirements set 
forth below. An existing lot already non-conforming shall be 
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changed only to decrease the degree of non-conformity, ex- 
cept through a public taking.” 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw by amending Article V, Definitions, 
revising the definition of “Collector Street” by adding to the 
list of named streets “Harlow Road” at its appropriate JAS tea 
betical location, or do anything relative thereto. 


Request of the Planning Board. 


The Moderator then called on Mr. William Bryden for a 
report of the Planning Board which Mr. Bryden presented as 
follows: 


REPORT 


About six months ago the owners of Holly Ridge Par 
Three Corporation called attention to the fact that Harlow 
Road in South Sandwich was not included in the list of 
“Collector Streets” in the present Zoning Bylaw: They 
pointed out that Harlow Road meets the standards of a col- 
lector street as defined in Section II. A. Definitions found on 
Page 2 of “Subdivision Regulations of the Sandwich Planning 
Board” adopted September, 1969, ‘Collector Street shall 
mean a street which collects or may reasonably be expected 
to collect traffic from several minor streets, or which han- 
dles traffic equivalent to that generated by 50 homes or more, 
or which serves non-residential abutting property”. The 
Holly Ridge subdivision is, of course, located on Harlow Road. 


The owners of Holly Ridge were interested in building 
some multi-family dwellings on their property and this could 
not be done unless Harlow Road were to be added to the list 
of Collector Streets under the Zoning Bylaw. At the time 
when this matter was brought to the Planning Board, J. Louis 
Roberti was chairman, and the four other members were Dr. 
Chester Cross, Ann Sullivan, Wilfred Graves and William 
Bryden. Only Dr. Cross and Mr. Bryden are still members of 
the Planning Board at this time. The five members of the 
former board unanimously approved the idea of presenting 
this Zoning Bylaw amendment to the voters of Sandwich. 
They favored it because they were impressed with the fact 
that the Holly Ridge subdivision had an unusually large 
amount of open space utilized by the golf course and a ten 
acre green belt set aside for recreational purposes. They were 
also aware of the fact that the multi-family dwelling section

of the Zoning Bylaw required a basic 8,000 square foot land 
area for each living unit plus 500 square feet of additional 
area for each bedroom in a living unit. This would indicate 
an average land area requirement of 9,000 square feet for 
each unit or 4.8 units per acre. This compares quite favorably 
with the 4 unit per acre density of the regular residential 
zoning provisions and should not contribute to the over- 
population of the area. On this basis the Planning Board 
recommends the adoption of this Bylaw Amendment. 


After discussion it was VOTED to table the article. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for Veteran’s Services or do any- 
thing relative thereto. 


It was unanimously VOTED to raise and appropriate 
$9,000.00 for Veteran’s Services. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to cover the balance due on Chap- 
ter 90 contract for the construction of a section of Quaker 
Meeting House Road, or do anything relative thereto. 


It was unanimously VOTED to raise and appropriate 
$1,104.12 to cover the balance due on the Chapter 90 contract 
for the construction of Quaker Meeting House Road. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $500.00 to be added to $2,800.00 which was appro- 
priated at the 1971 Annual Town Meeting for the cost of an 
Auxiliary Police Division to be used for the purchase of a 
police cruiser, or do anything relative thereto. 

Request of the Police Department. 


It was unanimously VOTED that $2,800.00 be used from 
the Police Budget and that $500.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the purchase of a police cruiser. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to acquire, by purchase or take by eminent do- 
main, a parcel of land on Route 6A being approximately the 
easterly half of the parcel shown on the Assessors Map 27 as 
Parcel 82, with 450 foot frontage on the northerly side of 
Route 6A and containing an area of about 1.5 acres. Richard 
E. King, owner of record, all as shown on a map filed with 
the Town Clerk, for a Police Station, or do anything relative 
thereto. 


Request of the Police Building Committee. 
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The Moderator then called on Mr. William Bryden for a 
report of the Police Building Committee which Mr. Bryden 
presented as follows: 


REPORT 


Mr. Moderator, Selectmen of the Town of Sandwich, 
Fellow Citizens: 


Since this has been a continuing project, it seems appro- 
priate to provide some background information for those 
voters who are unfamiliar with what has already transpired 
since the first police building committee was appointed by 
the Moderator as authorized by the March, 1968 Town Meet- 
ing. This committee worked diligently on the project and 
eventually utilized the services and skills of a Duxbury Archi- 
tect, Oliver L. Barker, who developed plans for a police build- 
ing to be erected on an upland tract of land just east of the 
Arrow Oil Company on Route 6A. The voters of Sandwich, at 
a Special Town Meeting called for this purpose, on August 25, 
1969 discussed the acquisition of the proposed site for 
$35,000.00 and voted it down 146 to 78. The proposed building 
was never considered because, without a building site there 
could be no building. 


Subsequently, at the December 14, 1970 Special Town 
Meeting it was proposed that the land on the easterly side of 
the present fire station, lying between it and the Sandwich 
Branch of the Buzzards Bay National Bank, be filled to some 
extent so that this site could be used for a Police Station 
Building. Although the amount of lowland to be filled was 
less than half acre in area, and, in spite of the fact that 
the proper state authorities had approved the project, the 
voters again rejected the article, this time by a vote of 162 to 
84. Meanwhile, the previous police building committee had 
become inactive and, finally, they submitted their resigna- 
tions. The Moderator then appointed a new committee con- 
sisting of the present chief, Robert Whearty, the former 
chief, Arthur Souza, Walter Smith of East Sandwich and 
Richard Anthony of South Sandwich. It was felt that some- 
one from the Planning Board should serve with this group 
and so I was appointed as the fifth member of the com-, 
mittee. 


It did not take our committee very long to determine 
that the previous committee, through Architect Oliver 
Barker, had developed an excellent police building plan. Mr. 
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Barker had designed police stations for a number of small 
towns and the building he designed for Sandwich combined 
all the best features of his earlier buildings. Like the mak- 
ers of the Volkswagen Bug he had modified each successive 
model slightly, eliminating any defects that had developed 
in earlier buildings, so that the final plan for the Sandwich 
Police Station seemed almost perfect. Since we all approved 
of the building plans and since considerable money had al- 
ready been spent on architectural fees, it was decided that 
we would use the same architect and the same basic plans 
with a few modifications. Thus, our only problem was the 
selection of a site and this matter has received most of our 
attention over the past 2% months. 


We determined that the ideal building site ought to 
satisfy some definite requirements: 


1. A Location near the center of the business com- 
munity. | . 

2. <A location near the geographic center of the Town. 

(Right away we realized that one building site could not 
satisfy both these requirements because the business com- 
munity is clustered in the northwest corner of the Town 
more than three miles from the geographic center. Obviously 
we would have to compromise.) 

3. A location on the main road through the Town - 
Route 6A - so that visitors and tourists would have no problem 
locating it. 

4. A building site with not less than 300 feet of road 
frontage for easy access and egress and a minimum area of 
an acre and a half. (This had been strongly recommended 
by the Architect.) 

5. An upland site preferably sloping gradually upward 
from the highway for good aesthetic qualities and drainage 
characteristics. 

6. A site on a relatively long straight stretch of road 
for good visibility. 

7. A Site which is not too valuable - preferably a piece 
of land zoned for residential use as opposed to commercial 
use, Minimizing the loss of tax revenue over the years. 

8. A parcel of land which can be purchased for an 
amount of money approximately equal to its fair market 
value - a parcel which the owner is willing to sell so that 
a taking by eminent domain could be avoided, if possible. 
(I might add that all five members of the Police Building 
Committee were opposed to an eminent domain taking except 
as a last resort.)

We learned in short order that it was much easier to 
decide what we wanted for a building site than it was to 
locate such a site. We had all been aware of the fact that 
Route 6A is a generally winding road, but I don’t believe we 
had realized how few straight stretches of road there are 
from the traffic lights at Jarves Street to Quaker Meeting 
House Road, this being the general area which we felt would 
best satisfy our first two points - a location relatively close to 
the business center and not too far removed from the geo- 
graphic center of the Town. Then, when we eliminated all 
Sites possessing less than 300 feet of frontage and less than 
1% acres of land, we narrowed the field considerably more. 
When we ruled out all sites which were either lowland or 
filled land or extremely valuable commercially zoned land 
(such as the site next to the Arrow Oil Company, previously 
mentioned) we seemed to have nothing left but a long, 
relatively shallow piece of land, bordered by Route 6A on the 
south and the railroad tracks on the north, owned by Mr. 
Richard King of Discovery Hill Road, East Sandwich. 


From the time of our first visit to Mr. King’s home we 
realized that we had a serious problem because, whereas he 
had no particular plans for using the land himself, he had 
promised it to a niece and her husband-to-be for their home- 
site. For the next several meetings of the committee, we tried 
to think of alternate satisfactory sites for the police station, 
but to no avail. There was something radically wrong with 
every site that we thought of or that was suggested or offered 
to us. Finally we reluctantly concluded that eminent domain 
was the only answer in this instance. Meanwhile Mr. King’s 
niece and her fiance had apparently chosen their building 
site on the westerly half of the Richard King land and had 
started the foundation of their house approximately as shown 
on the plan exhibited here. This seemed to indicate that if 
the Town used the easterly half of the land, there would be 
the equivalent of three one-half acre house lots left at the 
westerly end of the property - more than adequate space for 
any ordinary residential use. 


We next arranged for an appraisal to be made by Mr. 
James Brophy of Hyannis, a qualified expert, with consider- 
able experience in eminent domain proceedings. Mr. Brophy’s 
report indicated that the portion of the land required for 
police station use - about an acre and a half with 457.61 feet 
of frontage on Route 6A - would have a fair market value of 
$12,000.00 
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Opposed as we are to eminent domain takings, in prin- 
cipal, we feel that we have to be practical - that the need for 
a police station is urgent, that this is the one best site for it, 
that fortunately the taking will not affect the owner’s dwell- 
ing or land adjacent to it (as a matter of fact, it is on the 
opposite side of Route 6A from his Discovery Hill residence), 
that again fortunately the use of the easterly portion of the 
land leaves adequate space on the westerly end of the prop- 
erty for the proposed use by Mr. King’s relatives. 

In consideration of the fact that our architect has in- 
spected and approved the proposed building site and has told 
us the building he designed two years ago will be adaptable 
to this site without modification, and in consideration of the 
other facts I have related to you this evening, your building 
committee endorses this article and respectfully requests 
that you give it favorable consideration.

After discussion it was VOTED by a counted vote with 53 
voting for the Article and 262 voting against it and the 
Article was defeated. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the use of the Police Station 
Building Committee, or do anything relative thereto. 


A Motion was made, seconded and passed by a standing 
counted vote of 188 to 74 that Article 8 be amended as fol- 
lows: To amend Article 8 by striking out the words “the 
Police Station Building Committee” and inserting in place 
thereof the words “the Selectmen, for the purpose of engag- 
ing competent professional guidance other than that of 
architectural and engineering service to determine the needs 
of the Town with reference to a new police building and to 
report their recommendations relative thereto and to the 
location thereof not later than December 1, 1971.” 


The Moderator then questioned Town Counsel, and Mr. 
Boudreau declared it to be a legal amendment. 


It was then VOTED by a majority vote that the Town 
accept Article 8, as amended, to raise and appropriate 
$5,000.00 for the use of the Selectmen, for the purpose of en- 
gaging competent professional guidance other than that of 
architectural and engineering service to determine the needs 
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of the Town with reference to a new police building and to 
report their recommendations relative thereto and to the 
location thereof not later than December 1, 1971. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Se- 
lectmen and the Board of Appeals to revoke any instructions 
which they gave Town Counsel to take an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts from 
the Decree issued by the Superior Court, in Equity No. 30965, 
annulling the issuance of a Special Permit by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, Town of Sandwich on August 17, 1970, for 
the construction of retail stores or service establishments at 
the southwest corner of Route 6A and Tupper Road, Sand- 
wich, and that they take any other steps necessary to cause 
said Appeal to be withdrawn, or do anything relative thereto. 

By Petition. 

The Moderator then gave the floor to Mr. Carl Hiler, 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, who presented the 
following: 


COMMENTS BY THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
on Article 9 at 
Special Town Meeting - August 9, 1971 


It is believed that the confusion caused by the action 
taken as covered by this Article was primarily the result of 
the lack of knowledge and misunderstanding. As no doubt it 
is known that the official recorded vote on the application 
for the shopping area was four to one. Before the decision 
had been filed, one member who had Officially voted in favor, 
‘about a week later, by written letter changed his vote from 
yes to no. 


After the decision had been filed, recording the official 
vote of four to one, a group of interested persons appealed to 
the Superior Court for a ruling. Judge Hudson, sitting in the 
Superior Court, ruled that a member could change his vote 
up to the time the decision was filed with the Town Clerk. 


At this time the only issue involved was the legal stand- 
ing of the method and procedure in the voting on an appli- 
cation. What was the position of any Board or Commission if 
a vote could be changed at will by a letter without a meeting 
of the Board or Commission to make the decision at an offi- 
cial meeting of the group. At the time it was felt further 
legal opinion was needed - there was no attempt to support 
or defend a shopping area, but to have a review and deter- 
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mination made by the Supreme Court as to the legality of 
the method and procedure of voting on an issue. It seemed 
only reasonable that a decision by the higher court which is 
final and becomes law should be obtained for the benefit of 
all boards and commissions to be able to use as a guideline 
in the future. This is the one and only reason that an appli- 
cation was made to the Supreme Court for their considera- 
tion and review of the facts. 


While all of this was being considered the principals in- 
volved in the construction of the shopping area have stated 
that they no longer will consider a shopping development in 
this area, but since it is zoned for business by our most recent 
zoning bylaw they plan to make an application to the Appeal 
Board of another business use of the area which they trust 
will be accepted by the Appeal Board and interested persons. 


At a recent meeting of the Appeal Board and the Board 
of Selectmen it was determined that unless there was a 
strong feeling by this Special Town Meeting that the legal 
point of voting by a Board, or Commission, was an important 
iegal question which could only be determined in law by the 
Supreme Court, that further legal action would be discontin- 
ued and dropped. It is most disturbing to the boards pres- 
ently involved and should be to other boards and commis- 
sions in Sandwich and throughout the Commonwealth, if a 
final legal ruling of law is not determined by the higher court 
as to their position in obtaining an official vote on issues. 


Besides the position of the Boards or Commissions, what 
position is the Applicant, or the public in, when it is felt that 
a decision has to be reached one way or the other only to 
find at a later date that the decision has been changed with- 
out a further meeting of the authority and an opportunity to 
review the facts with the authority involved. 


With this brief statement of facts, as indicated before, 
the Selectmen and Appeal Board will be guided by the ex- 
pression of this meeting as to any further action. 


Thank you. 


After some discussion it was UNANIMOUSLY VOTED to

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
following Bylaw, or do anything relative thereto: No persons 
shall, between the hours of 8:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M., on pri- 
vate property, without the written permission of the land- 
owner, or on Town owned property, without the permission of 
the Selectmen, set up a tent, camp, or sleep in the open 
within the limits of the Town of Sandwich. Any person 
found violating this Bylaw shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than fifty dollars. 


Request of the Police Department. 


It was VOTED by a standing vote of 116 to 35 to accept 
the following Bylaw: No persons shall, between the hours of 
8:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M., on private property, without the 
written permission of the landowner, or on Town owned 
property, without the permission of the Selectmen, set up a 
tent, camp, or sleep in the open within the limits of the Town 
of Sandwich. Any persons found violating this Bylaw shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars. 


The meeting adjourned at 11:24 P.M.

THE MODERATOR then called on Mr. Paul O’Connell 
for a report of the School Building Committee, which Mr. 
O’Connell presented as follows: 


“Mr. Moderator, Ladies and Gentlemen: At the Annual 
Town Meeting in March of 1969, the voters established au- 
thorization for the formation of a Sandwich School Building 
Committee with the duties to study possibilities of renovating 
and adding to this present school complex. After the Town 
refused to accept regionalization of our schools, the powers 
of the School Building Committee at a Special Town Meeting 
in June 1969 were extended to include the planning of a 
separate and a new school building. 


Although there have been some changes in the member- 
ship of the Committee, the present citizens in this group are: 
Mr. Howard Crowell, Chairman of the School Committee, Mr. 
Frank Bess, Vice Chairman of the Building Committee, Mr. 
Walter Fagnant, our Town Accountant, Mrs. William Smith 
of Grove Street, and myself, a member of the School Com- 
mittee and chairman of this committee. 
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Almost two and one-half years have passed since this 
building committee was organized. Since that time there 
have been literally hundreds of meetings, formally, inform- 
ally, and by groups. We have met with professional edu- 
cators, educational consultants, our own school administra- 
tors and teachers, school people in other communities, mem- 
bers of the state department of education, town officials, 
organizations within our town, citizens, students, and, of 
course, there have been several public hearings. 


We arranged trips to study facilities throughout Massa- 
chusetts, in New Hanmpshire, Rhode Island, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, a trip to Upper New York State that was of three 
days duration, and recently two of our administrators at- 
tended a conference in Houston, Texas. Adding to these ac- 
tivities the conferences. with architects and advisors, the 
committee has truly been a very busy one. 


However, Ladies and Gentlemen, although the chores, 
and the duties are many and varied, right from the very be- 
ginning of our existence as a committee, the most time con- 
Suming, and the most concerned problem has been that of 
land - a site for the erection of a new school building. 


Although a trip throughout sections of our Town of 
Sandwich may give appearance of an ample supply of raw 
land, the task of finding 35 to 50 acres that are available, a 
plot that is suitable for school purposes, a parcel that meets 
all requirements, becomes most difficult. 


(Mr. Crowell showed slides beginning with slide showing 
entire complex) 


This Committee has made studies, has had tests, made 
aerial surveys, and seeked advice. Because educators have 
recommended the proximity of construction near our present 
school park, because of the availability of the Town services 
of police, fire, water, and future sewerage, because of a loca- 
tion within the business and more populated area of the 
Town, and because the land is suitable for school construc- 
tion, this Committee, after all considerations, and in unani- 
mous accord, feel that the site we are proposing tonight is 
the best possible school site within the boundaries of our 
Town. It is unused land in that there are no buildings, no 
agriculture, and no plans for development. 


(Slide showing original parcel) 
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In our original study and plans the area chosen consisted 
of 43.25 acres of the Estate of Roy F. Brown, now owned by 
Mrs, Frances Smith of Bradenton, Florida. On this trans- 
parancy the acreage desired consisted of this area on Morse 
Road, behind the homes of the families of Pola and DeConto, 
a right of way to Rte 130, and a direct line to a swamp behind 
the Town Barn, and over to the Morse land. 


Another parcel containing 8.41 acres belonging to the 
property of Mrs. Isabellle W. Morse of Morse Road. 


And a smalier parcel of 4 acres belonging to David and 
Howard Crowell. 


After having percolation tests, and a topographical sur- 
vey, appraisals of the properties were made by Mr. William G. 
Bryden of Sandwich, and James C. Brophy of Hyannis, the 
appraisals were approximately the same, and the committee 
voted to offer the highest in each case, namely $93,000.00 for 
43.25 acres to the Smith Estatte, $16,000.00 to the Morse Prop- 
erty, and $5,500.00 for the Crowell Section. 


The main problem here, however, was the fact that with 
the exception of the Crowell land, the present owners of the 
Smith and Morse parcels stated they were not willing sellers. 
For personal reasons and an undetermined future, they 
wished to keep the acreage as such. The Committee did meet 
with the owners on several occasions. 


Late this past spring the Committee received from the state 
department approval of the educational specifications for a 
new Junior-Senior High School Building. However, because 
preliminary drawings cannot be made until a school site is 
chosen, and because of the crowded conditions of our schools, 
the element of time became an important factor. The Com- 
mittee made plans to ask for a Special Town Meeting to 
acquire this land. 


But, while making preparations for a Town Meeting in 
June, the Committee received word from the owners of the 
Smith property that there ought to be further discussion of 
the acreage involved in that parcel. Again, meetings were 
held. The owners expressed a wish that IF the land was ac- 
quired by the Town, there ought to be more of the land left 
to the rear of the Smith home. They offered to sell 20 acres 
in the rear, allowing a right of way along the Morse line. 
Immediately the Committee realized that this smaller num- 
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ber of acres (20) would not be adequate space, nor acceptable 
to the School Building Assistance. However, the Building 
Committee postponed the idea of an immediate Town Meet- 
ing and went back to the studying of plot plans. 


(Overlay showing new lines.) 


By drawing a line as such ——, which would mean the 
acquisition of 30 acres instead of 43 from the Smith estate, 
and by drawing a line as such —— on the Morse land, pur- 


chasing 7.7 acres instead of 8.41 but really more footage be- 
tween the outer sheds on the Morse property and the school 
site boundary, and by acquiring 4 acres from the Town Barn 
area, we found that by rearrangement, we would have enough 
for buildings, play area, and still leave growth and ponds for 
ecology and beauty purposes. 


This plan was presented to the owners of the Smith 
estate. They felt that such had possibilities. However, they 
wished to have the opinions of the Morse family. Several 
meetings were held with Mrs. Morse and her son, Mr. Robert 
Morse of Glastonbury, Connecticut. We discussed boundaries 
and possible prices. Mrs. Morse wished to contact her chil- 
dren. The arrangement of these meetings was most difficult 
due to the vacations and some illness in the Morse family, 
which lasted through the summer. Also, it was impossible to 
arrange another meeting with Mrs. Smith because of her 
presence with her daughter in Florida. We inquired, we made 
phone calls to Florida, but to no avail. We were led to be- 
lieve that the Smiths could be back in Sandwich right after 
Labor Day, but they didn’t arrive. We made daily trips to 
their home to see if they had returned. We felt that we had 
an obligation to present the same price offered over and 
above the appraisal, the same as we had offered to Mrs. 
Morse. 


During this past week end we learned that Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith had returned from Florida. We made arrangements 
for a conference through Mr. Fagnant, one of our committee 
members. It was explained to Mrs. Smith that the Commit- 
tee had decided to reduce the acreage from 42 acres to 30 
acres and the committee wished to make an offer of $4,000. 
per acre; the same as offered to Mrs. Morse. The Smiths 
stated that they may be willing to sell their 30 acres if we did 
not acquire any of the Morse land. However, we must have 
a minimum of 30 acres plus one acre per 100 pupils, accord- 
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ing to the School Building Assistance, meaning a minimum 
of 37 acres. Also, you will readily see in a few moments that 
30 acres will not be sufficient for buildings, parking and 
fields. Therefore, at this time the Smith land is not for sale. 


When we finally did reach Mr. Morse he told us he also 
had written to the Smiths and had received no answer. He 
also told us that Mrs. Morse had not changed her mind. 


Therefore ladies and gentlemen, we are proposing that 
the Town of Sandwich acquire these parcels according to the 
second plan, or less acreage, namely 30 acres of the Smith 
estate—leaving 20 around the home; 7.7 acres of the Morse 
property, leaving 19 acres around Mrs. Morse’s home; and 
1.1 acres of the Crowell Farm, and 4 acres from the Town. 
A second appraisal on the reduced acreage guides us to offer 
$77,500.00 for the Smith land, $14,500.00 for the Morse piece, 
and $1500.00 for the Crowell acre; and to transfer from the 
Town of Sandwich, Highway Department, to the Town of 
Sandwich, School Department, 4 acres behind the Town Barn, 
such leaving a right of way available to the new school site 
from Route 130 for services. 


(Slide of Buildings) 


These plans are not final. However, this slide portrays 
how buildings could possibly fit on this site. The academic, 
the auditorium physical education, the ball fields, the park- 
ing areas, and still an opportunity to maintain the beauty 
of the area. 


Members of this Town Meeting: As our school commit- 
tee will inform you, our present facilities are crowded. We 
are housing 880 pupils in a complex planned to hold 664 
students. The Englehardt report projected 750 for this year. 
They underestimated by 130. We are housing children in the 
Library, in the Forums, and in the Special Teaching Areas. 
We have primary grades with enrollments of over 35 young- 
sters in a class. The School Committee would be glad to 
acquire additional teacher or teachers, but there are no 
teaching stations. The High School cannot offer the pro- 
grams and schedules of modern curriculum because cf the 
lack of room and flexibility. 


The School Building Committee firmly and unanimously 
believes that here is the proper site. The School Committee 
unanimously believes this is the best location. The Finance 
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Committee at our meeting with them voted unanimously in 
favor of this article, and the Herr Associates in their report 
state in the final paragraph: “‘D. Conclusions. School System 
expansion of the scale proposed is justified by forseeable en- 
rollment growth. Quick action is urgently justified by pres- 
ent overcrowding and short-term growth pressures. The pro- 
jected cost is manageable. The location of the proposed site 
meets all important tests such as access and avoidance of pre- 
emption. Based on information available, from the perspec- 
tive of town-wide comprehensive planning, the proposed site 
adjacent to the Wing School is superior to its known alterna- 
tives.” 


To delay would mean to begin a new search, for what, and 
where, and how - we do not know. In talking with Towns- 
people, some have asked “Do we need to have all of these 
people’s land?” To repeat, 20 acres will remain on the Smith 
land, and 19 acres will. be left to surround the Morse home. 
Some will say, “What about the Fish Hatchery?” The state 
will not relinquish land without a swap. Others will agree 
that this location is the best, but what about eminent domain. 
To this we answer: We do not Know another location of 37 to 
50 acres which is available, which has willing sellers, which is 
suitable for a school site; and, at no time within the past two 
and one-half years has anyone, and I repeat, ANYONE, 
recommended or suggested to us that such a site does exist 
elsewhere. 


Time is an important factor, time that could now be used 
for actual construction. We realize that there are many as- 
pects of a building in itself that should be discussed. How- 
ever, right now we plead for a school site — this school site. 


Thank you.” 


Mr. Edward Farrell, Attorney representing the Morse 
Family, asked for permission to have the floor. Permission 
was granted and he then spoke against taking the land by 
eminent domain. 


Mr. Clayton Campbell, superintendent of schools, and a > 
non-voter, asked for permission to speak. He told us of the 
need for a new school due to overcrowding. 


Discussion followed. 


THE MODERATOR declared it would be a ballot vote. He 
nominated Bryce Myers, Edgar Caron, George Sutton and Ben 
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Fleet as counters. Voting began at 9:40 p.m. and the polls 
were declared closed at 9:58. The total vote cast was 447; 194 
yes, 252 no and 1 blank. 


Mr. Hiler moved that action on Article 2 be indefinitely 
postponed, which refers to architectural fees. 


Motion Seconded. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED by voice vote to indefinitely 
postpone Article 2.

TOWN OF SANDWICH 
November 29, 1971 


The meeting was called to order in the Henry T. Wing 
School Auditorium at 7:57 p.m. by the Moderator. 


It was voted to dispense with the reading of the Warrant. 


Article 1. To hear the report made by the Field Opera- 
tions Division of the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police, for the Board of Selectmen, covering site selection for 
a new Police Department facility. 


It was Unanimously Voted that the report filed by the 
Field Operation Division of the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police and presented by the Board of Selectmen be 
accepted. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
and transfer from available funds in the Treasury a sum of 
money for the excavation and filling of a portion of a parcel 
of Town owned land on Route 6A, next to the present fire 
and police building, (Being Selected Site No. 3 in the Report 
of the International Association of Chiefs of Police) as a 
location for a new Police Station, or do anything relative 
thereto. 

(By Petition of 605 signatures) 

After discussion the MODERATOR called for a ballot 
vote. It was so voted with 461 votes cast, 231 in favor; 230 
opposed. 

Mr. Pola asked for reconsideration of the Article as the 
vote was so close. The Moderator, after checking with Town 
Counsel asked for the Article to be considered by a standing 
vote. It was voted 214 in favor, 192 opposed that the article 
be reconsidered. 

It was moved and seconded that the meeting be ad- 
journed to 7:30 p.m. December 13, at the Henry T. Wing 
School. 


The Moderator moved for adjournment at 10:24 p.m. 
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December 13, 1971 


The MODERATOR called the meeting to order at. 7:57 
P.M. 


Mr. Ohman made a motion to Table Article 2 until Articles 
3 and 4 could be discussed. 


After conferring with Town Counsel, the MODERATOR 
declared that discussion could be held on the three sites cov- 
ered under Articles 2, 3, and 4, with anyone wishing to speak 
being allowed three minutes and able to speak only once. 
Then, in the order of business, the vote would proceed on 
Articles 2, 3 and 4 in that order. The MODERATOR then 
named Wallace Terhune, Joan Morrow, Fred Morey, John 
Winslow, Frank Bess and Daniel Cullity as counters for the 
Meeting. 


Mr. Carl Hiler, Chairman of the Selectmen, presented 
the report of the Selectmen on the findings of the Inter- 
national Association of Chiefs of Police as follows: 


At the Special Town Meeting of August 9, 1971 by an 
amendment to an Article the meeting appropriated a sum of 
money to the Board of Selectmen and authorized the Board 
to have a study made to determine the needs of the Town 
with reference to a new Police Station and recommendations 
as to the location. 


As a result of this directive the Board of Selectmen con- 
tacted and employed the International Association of Chiefs 
of Police, with their Eastern Field Office in Maryland, to 
conduct a study and present their recommendations. 


When the team from the Field Operation Division of the 
Association arrived in Sandwich, they presented themselves 
to the Board of Selectmen and spent a comparatively short 
time in reviewing the Police Department and the information 
leading up to the request made of them to conducting a study 
of the building needs of the department. No further contact 
was had with the team until the time of their departure, 
when they arrived at the office to say goodbye. At that time 
no questions were asked and no information offered as to the 
results of their study. 


The Field Team took their information, as a result of 
their study, back to the Associations Headquarters where it 
was studied and analyzed, resulting in the printed report 
subsequently received. 
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It was the feeling of the Board of Selectmen that all of 
the registered voters of Sandwich should be made aware of 
the report, so, in October printed copies of the complete re- 
port were mailed to each registered voter on the voting list. 
We trust that all have had an opportunity to read and study 
the report. | 


About the time that the report was made public two 
petitions were received by the Selectmen expressing an in- 
terest in two town owned locations for the proposed Police 
Station. One location was next to the present Fire and Police 
Building on Route 6A with 605 signatures, of which the Board 
of Registrars have certified 587. The other location on Route 
130 above the Wing School on land acquired for the Town 
Garage with 216 signatures of which 207 were certified. 


It was felt, however, by the Board of Selectmen that 
before making a formal report to the Town that all the in- 
formation available regarding the proposed sites should be 
included in the report. We therefore contacted the owners, 
or their representatives, of the parcels proposed as locations 
with the exceptions of the Town owned parcels. 


The proposed site No. 1 at the Northeast junction of 
Route 6A and Tupper Road is owned by Sea-Lake Corpora- 
tion. They have stated, in writing, that they have plans and 
commitments for the use of this parcel and therefore have no 
interest in selling it. 


Site No. 2 on the Northwest junction of Route 6A and 
Tupper Road is owned by the Wilson Trust and written advice 
from their attorney, after consultation with the owners, 
states that the property is under agreement and not on the 
market for sale. 


Site No. 6 on Quaker Meeting House Road is owned by 
Mrs. Martha MacEachern and written advice from her at- 
torney has stated that she is unwilling to sell the property 
for a proposed Police Station. 


Site No. 4 on Beale Avenue, which is in the Alonzo Mur- 
phy Estate, was understood at the time the Warrant was 
posted and printed, to be available for sale. Since then, how- 
ever, we have been advised that the parcel which has been 
under consideration for purchase for some time has been sold 
and therefore is not available. 
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Since the four above mentioned sites*are not available 
for purchase and can only be acquired by the Town through 
eminent domain and since the Town has shown a reluctance 
to acquire’ private property by eminent domain further re- 
search or consideration has not been given them in this 
report. 

This leaves only the two town owned parcels which seem 
available for consideration at this time. 


Regarding Site No. 3 the parcel on Route 6A next to the 
present Fire and Police Building - the estimated cost pre- 
viously submitted of $7,200.00 to remove all the undesirable 
material and fill with suitable material has been confirmed as 
still in effect. In order to obtain information as to the avail- 
ability of a disposal area for a proposed station in this loca- 
tion we had Charles D. Spohr, P.E., consulting engineer, make 
an examination of the area and have test holes dug to deter- 
mine the soil conditions, elevation above ground water and 
the information needed to determine the suitability of a dis- 
posal area. Mr. Spohr has submitted a written report stating 
that in his opinion a sewage disposal system to handle the 
proposed station can be designed and economically installed 
in accordance with the State Sanitary Code and be approved 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


Since it has been indicated that a basement in the pro- 
posed station was desirable for storage and future expansion, 
a meeting was held with Mr. Oliver L. Barker, the Architect 
of the previously proposed building, which was also attended 
by members of the Police Station Building Committee and 
the Town Engineer. It was determined and agreed that since 
the borings showed the ground water table to be an average 
of 100 inches below the proposed grade that by placing the 
foundation about 60 inches below the grade and elevating the 
building 30 or 36 inches that it would be possible to include 
a basement in the building construction. If the fill was com- 
pacted to 93%, construction could be considered on this ma- 
terial. Unfortunately all the determinations could not be 
made until a study was made at the time of construction. 


We have also received a report from the Barnstable Con- 
servation District of the U.S. Department of Agriculture who 
reviewed the proposed site and have reported as follows: 


The only time the marsh area in the proposed site is 
under water is during extreme high tides. Because there is 
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little or no fresh water passing through the site, food sources 
are limited. Its location, next to Route 6A, does not make it 
a prime wildlife site. The site has limited environmental 
value in its present state. The site is being polluted by road 
salts and generally undergoing the process of filling. Because 
of the pollutants entering the area the site is deteriorating. 


Site No. 5 on Town owned land on Route 130 adjacent to 
the Town Garage, would require work to prepare the area for 
a proposed station. We have had Mr. Taylor, the Town En- 
gineer, through contours and engineering formulas, project 
the cost of preparing about one and a half acres in this 
location on which a building with the required land could be 
made available. Since there is considerable growth in the 
area, the land would have to be cleared and the material re- 
moved as it could not be burned on the site. The existing 
land would have to be graded and then additional fill brought 
in to establish a suitable grade as the land falls off very 
Sharply back of the highway. 


After computing the quantities involved and discussing 
cost by contractors and reviewing cost on bid prices on other 
construction work it is estimated that the cost to prepare 
this land would be about $31,300.00. 


Since the Town Meeting did involve the Board of Select- 
men in this study, we have endeavored to cover the informa- 
tion regarding the proposed site locations as suggested in the 
International Association of Chiefs of Police Report. Believ- 
ing that this meeting is intended to deal with a Police Station 
Location we have not involved the criteria used by the Field 
Operations Team in their determination of their proposed 
site locations. Their suggestions were determined by the 
recorded police activities in relation to the proposed sites and 
as there is no doubt they were studied by the voters in the 
reports mailed, we have not repeated this information. 
Neither have we stressed the urgent needs for additional 
police facilities as we believe that this fact was well known 
by all even before the report was received. 


Also, we have not covered the area of a building and the 
suggested changes in the report. After a location has been 
determined by the voters of Sandwich the Police Station 
Building Committee previously authorized by Town Meeting 
will present at a future Town Meeting plans and construction 
costs of a building which they deem will meet the present 
and future requirements of the Sandwich Police Department. 
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After further discussion, the MODERATOR declared a 
ballot vote, 738 votes were cast; 372 in favor; 366 opposed. 


It was Voted that the Town appropriate and transfer 
from surplus revenue $7,200.00 for the excavation and filling 
of a portion of a parcel of Town owned land on Route 6A next 
to the present fire and police building as a location for a new 
police station. 


It was moved and seconded that Articles 3 and 4 be in- 
definitely postponed, moved and seconded that Article 5 also 
be indefinitely postponed. 


It was Voted to indefinitely postpone Articles 3, 4 and 5. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
and transfer the sum of $5,000.00 for the use of the Police 
Building Committee by transferring therefor the current bal- 
ance of the funds appropriated to the Board of Selectmen by 
Special Town Meeting vote on August 9, 1971 for the purpose 
of a study of a police station location and appropriating and 
transferring the remainder of said sum therefor from avail- 
able funds in the Treasury, or do anything relative thereto. 

It was Voted that the Town appropriate $5,000.00 to the 
Police Station Building Committee, by transferring $3,094.40 
from the balance of the money appropriated for the Study 
made for a Police Station Location and the balance of 
$1,905.60 to be transferred from surplus revenue, said appro- 
priation to be expended under the jurisdiction of the said 
committee. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Chapter 
835 of the Acts of 1970 of the General Court of Massachusetts 
establishing a career incentive pay program for regular full- 
time police officers of the Town of Sandwich and providing 
for partial reimbursements by the Commonwealth to become 
effective as of January 1, 1972, or do anything relative 
thereto. 

It was Unanimously Voted that the Town accept Chapter 
835 of the Acts of 1970 of the General Court of Massachusetts 
establishing a career incentive pay program for the regular 
full time police officers of the Town of Sandwich and pro- 
viding for partial reimbursement by the Commonwealth to 
become effective as of January l, 1972. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
and transfer from available funds in the Treasury a sum of 
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money for the purchase of a Town ambulance to be operated 
by the Fire Department, to apply for Federal funds towards 
the cost thereof, and to accept as a gift from the Sandwich 
Volunteer Firemen’s Association in connection therewith, a 
sum of money collected or raised for said purpose and trans- 
fer from said Association for the sum of $1.00 the present 
Volunteer Association Ambulance (to be traded in by the 
Town in its acquisition of a new ambulance) or do anything 
relative thereto. 


It was Unanimously Voted that the Town appropriate 
and transfer from Surplus Revenue $19,000.00 for the pur- 
chase of a new town ambulance to be operated by the Fire 
Department and that a gift of $8,000.00 from the Sandwich 
Volunteer Firemen’s Association be accepted to apply towards 
the purchase of a new ambulance and that authorization be 
granted to make application to the Federal Highway Safety 
Assistance Program for available funds to apply towards the 
purchase price, and that the present ambulance be purchased 
from the Volunteer Firemen’s Association for $1.00 and used 
as a trade in towards a new ambulance. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
and transfer from available funds in the Treasury a sum of 
money for the Fire Department, or do anything relative 
thereto. 


It was Unanimously Voted that the Town appropriate 
and transfer from surplus revenue $5,000.00 for the Fire 
Department. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw by adding the following sentence at 
the end of footnote ‘“b’” in Section 2600. Intensity of Use 
Schedule: 


“For two-family dwellings, increase minimum lot area by 
50%.” or do anything relative thereto. 


The MODERATOR asked the Planning Board to give its 
report. Dr. Chester Cross reported as follows: 


I’ve been asked to speak about the proposal of the Sand- 
which Planning Board. In the 10 or 11 years in which Sand- 
wich has had a Protective Zoning Bylaw, our regulations have 
always permitted the building of a one or two family dwell- 
ing on an established lot. Most of the subdivisions approved 
by the Planning Board in the last decade have had one fam- 
ily dwellings built on them. 


a a ed 
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Suddenly, in the last year, builders have planned whole 
Subdivisions of two family houses (Duplexes). This sort of 
plan clearly puts two families on a lot where we expected 
only one. The cost of land for the builders is cut in half and 
there are some economies in the common wall of the two 
halves of the structure and there are others. 


But we are concerned about density and the safe and 
healthy disposal of sanitary waste in a Town without muni- 
cipal sewage treatment. To help in this regard, we propose 
this Article which will require an increase of 50% in land 
area wherever a duplex building permit is wanted. In the 
R-20 districts this would mean a lot of 30,000 sq. ft. In an 
R-40 district this would mean 60,000 sq. ft. 


You would probably be interested that in Barnstable only 
single family dwellings are allowed except for an area Set 
aside for multi-family dwellings. 


The recent vote in Harwich simply deleted the phrase 
“or two family” from their Bylaw which read like ours “a 
Single or two family dwelling”. Their action has been con- 
firmed by the attorney general, there is now no provision for 
a duplex house in Harwich and that action is retroactive to 
the date of first publication of notice for a hearing. 


It was Voted 330 in favor, 7 opposed that the Town 
amend the Sandwich Zoning Bylaw by adding the following 
sentence at the end of footnote “b” in Section 2600. Intensity 
of Use Schedule: 


“For two family dwellings, increase minimum lot area by 
50%,” 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw through deleting Section 4640 and 
substituting the following: 


“4640. Multi-family dwellings shall comply with the lot 


coverage and building height requirements of Section 2600, 
with the following:

The MODERATOR then asked the Planning Board, act- 
ing through Mr. Bryden, for their report. Mr. William Bryden 
reported as follows: 


Under present zoning regulations multi-family dwellings 
(either apartments or condominiums) may be built, after 
granting of a Special Permit by the Board of Appeals, only on 
parcels of land which are five acres in size or greater. There 
are, of course, many other requirements such as a location 
on a Collector Street or Arterial Way, minimum set-backs 
from the road and satisfactory drainage requirements. 


Some members of the Planning Board have felt that the 
five acre minimum size requirement might be too stringent 
for the Business-Limited zone and Article No. 11, if passed, 
would permit multi-family dwellings only in the Business- 
Limited Zone on parcels of land containing at least 60,000 
Square feet (approximately 1-’% acres). The same density 
requirements would apply as in the case of a 5 acre tract - 
thus, if town water were available each apartment would re- 
quire 4,000 square feet of land plus 500 square feet for each 
bedroom. Assuming an average of 2 bedrooms per apartment 
or condominium unit, this would mean that a 9-unit building 
could be constructed on an acre of land. If town water were 
not available each unit would require 8,000 square feet of land 
plus 500 square feet for each bedroom. Again, assuming two | 
bedrooms to each unit on an average, it would be possible to 
have as many as five units to the acre. 


Three of the five members of the planning board felt 
that a limited number of apartment buildings in the business 
district might be preferable to a profusion of automobile fill- 
ing stations, grocery stores, gift shops and the like. 
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It was Voted, by a standing counted vote with 5 in favor 
and 332 opposed and the MODERATOR declared the motion 
defeated. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw by inserting a new Section 2560, to 
read as follows: 


“2560. Residential condominiums shall comply with 
either regulations for multi-family dwellings or for cottage 
colonies. For cottage colony condominiums, the Master Deed 
required by Chapter 183A, Section 8, General Laws, shall be 
submitted to the Board of Appeals for their approval prior to 
recording, and shall prohibit occupancy during winter 
months.” 


or do anything relative thereto. 


The MODERATOR asked Mrs. Wilharm to read on behalf 
of the Planning Board their report. Mrs. Wilharm read as 
follows: 


Under the present Zoning Bylaw cottage colonies are 
permitted (by issuance of a Permit by the Board of Appeals) 
in the business Limited Zone, the Marine Zone, the Ridge 
District and the Shore District. They are permitted in the 
General Use District only when authorized under Special Per- 
mit by the Board of Appeals as described on Page 26 of the 
Bylaw. 


By definition (Page 57 of the Bylaw) Cottage Colonies 
must be seasonal, not for year ’round occupancy. 


The purpose of this amendment is to assure that the 
Same restrictions applying to cottage colonies as such will 
also apply to cottage colonies which have been converted to 
become condominiums. 


It was Voted by a standing counted vote of 215 in favor, 
18 opposed that the Town amend the Sandwich Zoning Bylaw 
by inserting a new Section 2560, to read as follows: “2560. 
Residential condominiums shall comply with either regula- 
tions for multifamily dwellings or for cottage colonies. For 
cottage colony condominiums, the Master Deed required by 
Chapter 183A, Section 8, General Laws, shall be submitted to 
the Board of Appeals for their approval prior to recording, 
and shall prohibit occupancy during winter months. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw as follows: 
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1. Delete Sections 3130 and 3550 in their entirety, Paige 
tuting for Section 3130 the following: 


“3130. No off-street parking shall be maintained 
closer to a street line than 15 feet or 5% of lot depth, 
whichever is the greater. Off-street parking servic- 
ing a use not allowed in an R-20 or R-40 District 
shall not be maintained within 30 feet of said district 
bounds.”’ 

2. Renumber Section 3560 as Section 3550 and renumber 

Section 3570 as 3560, or do anything relative thereto. 


The MODERATOR then asked Mr. Bryden to report for 
the Planning Board as follows: 


This is simply a corrective amendment. It has been dis- 
covered that Section 3130 provided for a 10 foot minimum 
set back for off-street parking, whereas Section 3550 provided 
for a 15 foot set back. The purpose of this amendment is to 
correct this discrepancy so that a 15 foot set back will be 
required. 

It was Unanimously Voted that the Town amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaws as follows: 


1. Delete Sections 3130 and 3550 in their entirety, substi- 
tuting for Section 3130 the following: 

“3130. No off-street parking shall be maintained closer 
to a street line than 15 feet or 5% of lot depth, whichever 
is greater. Offstreet parking servicing a use not allowed 
in an R-20 or R-40 District, shall not be maintained 
within 30 feet of said district bounds.” 

2. Renumber Section 3560 as Section 3550 and renumber 
Section 3570 as Section 3560. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to amend the 
Sandwich Zoning Bylaw by deleting Section 4130, substituting 
the following: 


“4130. Unregistered Vehicles. No person shall permit 
more than one unregistered motor vehicle or trailer or major 
parts thereof, except for farm vehicles, to remain ungaraged 
on his premises at any time unless under a Class 1 or Class 2 
license for sale of motor vehicles (Section 57-69, Chapter 140, 
General Laws), or unless given written authorization by the 
Selectmen following an investigation and report thereon by 
the Board of Health. Authorization shall be granted only if 
no hazard to health or safety is involved, and no unsightly 
conditions visible from adjacent property or public ways are 
created.” or do anything relative thereto. 
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The MODERATOR asked Mr. Osgood to present the re- 
port of the Planning Board. Mr. Osgood reported as follows: 


This is merely a corrective measure and there is not 
much to explain. I will, however, answer any questions if 
there are any. 


After discussion the MODERATOR called for a vote. 


It was Voted 184 in favor, 43 opposed that the Town 
amend the Sandwich Zoning Bylaw by deleting Section 4130, 
substituting the following: 


“4130. Unregistered Vehicles. No person shall permit 
more than one unregistered motor vehicle or trailer or

The MODERATOR asked Mr. John Coe to give the report 
of the Planning Board. Mr. Coe reported as follows: 


Shortly after Loranger Construction Company was 
awarded the contract for the addition to the Sandwich His- 
torical Society Building they applied at Town Hall for a 
permit to move a temporary construction office onto the site. 
They were amazed to find that no permit was required. 


We believe that the use of a trailer of this type and for 
such a purpose is entirely reasonable, and should be permit- 
ted; however, we do feel that it should be specifically men- 
tioned in the Bylaw, and not merely accepted by default.

On September eighth we commenced our third year of 
operation with the addition of another freshman class which 
was increased from 100 to 135. For the first time we have 
four grades in attendance in addition to our post-graduates. 
Although we are approximately 20 percent over the number 
that the school was designed for, we have had no problem in 
assimilating the additional students. 


In October we initiated a new co-op program whereby a 
student who is judged proficient in his field is placed on an 
outside job in the area for which he is trained. He spends a 
full week at work and then returns to class for a week. While 
on the job, the employer marks and evaluates the student, 
and the information is correlated here at the school allowing 
the employer to be another advisor to both the student and 
the instructor. 
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Our evening school is in full operation with courses geared 
to meet the needs of those that require retraining, upgrading, 
or for those that wish to obtain a skill in a particular field. 


We are now in the process of developing programs in oc- 
cupational education to be offered to students in the regional 
district which will run from 2:30 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. enabling 
a student to remain in their sending school for academic 
classes and attend the Upper Cape Cod Regional for the occu- 
pational experiences. The programs would be designed to 
fit the needs of the students on both the exploratory and 
advanced technical level. 


The Regional School District fared well financially in 
1971. We received $177,953 which represents our 50 percent 
reimbursement of net operating expense, and $51,553 which 
represents 71 percent of the transportation reimbursement. 
Under P.L. 90-576 funds, the District received a grant of 
$112,469 for equipment and salaries, and $4,330 which repre- 
sents 75 percent of a new grant for teaching salaries. Also 
received was $10,691 under P.L. 81-874 for Federally con- 
nected pupils. 


In addition to this money, the towns of Bourne, Fal- 
mouth, Sandwich, and Wareham received an additional fif- 
teen percent of their Chapter 70 entitlement. Marion re- 
ceived its fifteen percent for its membership in the Old Ro- 
chester Regional District. 


Bourne’s fifteen percent amounted to $123,900.38 
Falmouth’s fifteen percent amounted to $60,763.97 
Sandwich’s fifteen percent amounted to $11,087.67 
Wareham’s fifteen percent amounted to $33,369.42 


It is important to note that these funds are sent directly 
to the communities, not to the regional school district, as an 
additional fifteen percent state aid given only to communi- 
ties who are part of a regional district. However, there is 
no requirement that the funds be used for the school budget. 


I wish to once again thank all the town officials and 
school personnel in our district for their excellent coopera- 
tion, and again thank our own school committee and advisory 
committee for all of their help in the past year. It proves 
that when people work together for a common goal it can be 
achieved.

To the School Committee and the Citizens 
of the Town of Sandwich: 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

William Richards, a gentleman, a scholar, and a dedi- 
cated educational leader completed many successful years 
as a member and chairman of the Sandwich School Commit- 
tee in March of 1971. Mr. Richards willingly extended him- 
self at every turn in the road to be of service to any child, 
parent, teacher, administrator, Town Official, citizen or co- 
school committee member. He was never “too busy” to ex- 
tend a helping hand to do his part in resolving an education- 
al problem or overseeing building projects. Needless to say, 
his decision not to be a candidate for reelection to the School 
Committee in 1971 had a traumatic effect upon the people 
of Sandwich. For the many, many contributions to educa- 
tion made by William Richards, I say, thank you and express 
the gratitude of everyone in Sandwich. 

Roland F.. DeConto, whose term expired in March of 1971 
was reelected and Dr. Frank Colombo was elected to replace 
William Richards.

EMERGENCY SCHOOL SPACE 

Increased enrollment from the opening day of school in 
September, 1971 through the fall months, espeecially in 
grades one and two, made it necessary for the School Com- 
mittee to find additional classroom space. 


During the Christmas recess additional classroom space 
was provided as follows for returning pre-scheduled children 
grades one and two, January 3, 1972: 

1. The Medical Room in the Elementary wing was 
converted to a first grade classroom. 

2. Anew temporary classroom was constructed in the 
High School lobby by Roy Drew, Head of the School 
Maintenance Department to house the additional 
second grade. 
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3. The Superintendent’s Office was converted into 
a Medical Room. 


4. The Superintendent’s Office was moved to the Sea 
Lake building on 6-A. 


5. Two additional teachers were placed under con- 
tract to teach first and second graders. 


EDUCATING OUR YOUTH FOR TODAY AND TOMORROW 
IS OUR FIRST PRIORITY 


I do earnestly believe than any thoughtful person who 
Scans in broad perspective and with deep discernment the 
total educational program in this country cannot escape see- 
ing the relationship of the school to the life of people in cities, 
towns, and open country places. What the school is what it 
has done since the beginning of public education in this 
country has been inextricably related to the wants and needs 
of people — to their hopes and expectations, to the ideals 
that give direction to their thoughts and actions, and to the 
circumstances in which they live. The values which people 
cherish; the priorities assigned to these values; the theories 
that hold promise for giving a sense of order, unity, and effi- 
ciency to what people do; and the cultural climate that pre- 
vails at any given time in large measure shape the educa- 
tional program. 


By their very nature the schools are oriented toward the 
future. For the most part. they serve young people — young 
people who look forward to rich, productive, satisfying lives. 
This is America’s promise to its youth. These young people, 
whether they live in cities, small towns, or country villages or 
in the wide stretches of the open country, look forward to the 
time when they will have jobs, homes, families, places in 
community life that give them opportunity to serve their 
fellowmen in some useful way, and recognition as individuals 
with true worth and dignity — a time when they will be ma- 
ture citizens in a country of which they can be justly proud. 


Public Schools are committed to serve all young people 
— the gifted, the average, and the less academically talented. 
All are important; each has an inalienable right to do the 
best he is capable of doing; and to the extent that anyone 
fails to develop his full potential and to use it for worthy pur- 
poses the country is weaker and democracy has fallen short 
of achieving its high purpose. To design and support an edu- 
cational program that will serve them ail — not in the same 
way, but in ways adapted to their difference, capabilities and 
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needs — is a challenge to all people who have responsibility 
for planning, supporting, and operating an educational pro- 
gram. The strength and future well-being of the country 
depend in large measure upon the manner in which people 
in every local school district, in every county, in every state, 
and in the nation as a whole respond to this challenge. 


The schools serve not only individuals as such, but the 
totality of society as well — society with its ideals, its values, 
its purposes, its commitments, its institutions, its enter- 
prises, its governmental processes. These two ends are in no 
way contradictory. They are but two dimensions of the same 
purpose. In serving the individual, the schools serve society 
as a whole, for society is but the totality of individual lives, 
purposes, and actions. . 


When one looks to the circumstances in which the youth 
of this generation are maturing, getting an education or fail- 
ing in the attempt, seeking employment, and striving to carve 
out places for themselves in the world about them, he sees — 


1. Technological advance that has created new rela- 
tionships between people, education, and work, 
‘with technical skills and knowledge, mental alert- 
ness, and creative capacities to endure hard physi- 
cal labor. 


2. The specter of unemployment worrying families, 
frustrating neighborhoods, and haunting political 
leaders. 


3. More young people entering the labor force when 
job opportunities in the unskilled and simpler 
occupational fields are markedly decreasing. 


4. Science and mathematics becoming increasingly 
important in almost every facet of the total cul- 
ture and affecting the lives of people in every 
family and neighborhood in a vital way. 


5. The security of the nation as a whole dependent 
upon the expansion of economic enterprise and 
upon scientific advancement. 


6. Consuming ideological conflict gripping the world, 
with much of the public budget, much public pol- 
icy, much effort in military defense, much of the 
thoughts of people devoted to meeting this chal- 
lenge. 

7. Common problems and issues submitted to the 
people for decision at the ballot box becoming in- 


224 


creasingly complex and of greater consequence. 

8. Rapid advancement in communication and travel 
bringing nations all over the world into closer 
touch with one another and increasing the need 
for better understanding of the cultures, insti- 
tutions, mores, languages, and goals of all peoples. 

9. Migration of people from the open country and 
smaller towns and villages to large centers of 
population and from the centers of cities to the 
suburbs, with the inevitable consequences of cul- 
tural clashes that shake institutions, disturb long- 
established customs, set values in new perspective, 
color political action, disrupt systems of school 
support, and leave indelible marks on the be- 
havior patterns and characters of children. 

10. Different ethnic, racial, and cultural groups of 
people vigorously struggling for recognition, full 
rights, fair employment practices, nondiscrimina- 
tion in housing, and higher levels of living. 

11. Presure tactics, emotional displays, and florid 
propaganda displacing reason and the exercise of 
sober judgment in approaches to the solution of 
common problems. 

12. Demands for education beyond the high school 
exceeding the capacities of institutions of higher 
learning, with rising standards for admission and 
escalating tuition charges. 


These cultural circumstances are alive with challenges 
to the schools. The powerful forces that generate cultural 
change and lead to these circumstances have true meaning 
only as they affect the lives of individuals — family groups, 
clusters of people, whole communities, and the institutions 
that serve them. Without innovations, new approaches, and 
new emphasis in the educational program, the schools will 
fall short of achieving the high purpose they are expected 
to achieve.

The year 1971 was not just a challenge and a changing 
world to education, it was a revolution. Our small revolution 
here in Sandwich took place by expanding our curriculum as 
much as possible. 


Our first step was actually taken a year ago when we 
introduced mini-courses. Since that time we have constantly 
added to the mini-course selection and built up the variety 
so that in the future, courses will become a permanent part 
of our curriculum. 


| Our second step began by a group of meetings held this 
past Summer with the English Department. The outcome of 
the meetings, led us to introduce a variety of elective courses 
in the field of English for grades eleven and twelve. Such 
courses as Modern Literature, Drama, Speech, American Liter- 
ature, Vocabulary, Writing, Practical English and others were 
established on a ten week basis. This meant that students 
could elect a course each term and not only have a choice of 
subjects but faculty as well during the English period . 


I feel it is too early at this report to evaluate the success 
of the program, however, most students and faculty consider 
it a step in the right direction. So much so, that our Social 
Studies Department is considering offering more electives to 
students on a semester offering (two terms) this coming Fall. 


Our third phase has been a complete Self-Evaluation 
process in all subject areas, in fact in all areas of the educa- 
tional program, in order to prepare for the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges evaluation visit in May of 
1972. The basic problem that arises all during the evaluation 
process is, of course, space. The lack of space does hinder 
expansion in most all educational programs. 
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On the other side of the picture, we do not feel we should 
stop all new programs and we do plan to go ahead even this 
coming year. Space or no space, we can not sit for two years 
and say wait until we get a new school. 


I am sure many people are thinking about our building 
program. I would like to give you my thoughts about the new 
building in a general way to show why space is so important 
to our young people in any building-program. 


The new Sandwich Junior-Senior High School has got to 
be more than a “school” as most people think of one. We 
want the building to offer to the students a program to keep 
them interested in “schooling”. 


Our main objective is to keep the students on campus 
during the entire school day. We sincerely feel that students 
do not object to the learning process in education and it is 
up to our building to provide new and varied experiences to 
encourage students to learn. We believe that space is a main 
factor in making our idea succeed. 


We have found in our present school building that a 
study hall is not a very successful part of our curriculum. 
Most students wish to learn rather than sit in a concentrated 
study hall. To get students out of one thing and into eposnes 
takes space as follows: 


#1 We must have a space to design a study situation for 
students who do want to study. 


#2 Students need space to carry out special or interesting 
projects (either assigned by the faculty or something 
they want to work on) such as in the lab or other 
centers. 


#3 Students need space to be able to enter some of the 
Special areas such as Art, Music, Shop and even the 
Gym to work with an instructor or by themselves in 
their free time. 


#4 Some students want to “look-in” or audit other courses 
that may be of interest to them — so even classrooms 
need some extra space. 


#5 Recreation is becoming an important part of our world 
with 4 day weeks, etc. Students need more than ath- 
letic fields, they need space in and out-of a Hee bangi to 
provide recreation. : . 
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#6 Mini-courses which can be the fore runner of curricu- 
lum changes or a permanent-part of a curriculum need 
space. 

#7 The building needs room to expand, not for extra stu- 
dents, but for the students who are already members 
— so that change can be made quickly and that an 
area will never be over-crowded. We do not want to 
refuse a student a chance to use free time wisely and 
tell him to leave the school atmosphere. 


To sum up — we need a building to house our school 
community. We want to encourage students to work with 
instructors and yet be able to work by themselves — to do 
research projects — to work in an area when they want to 
and most of all to stay with, or nearby, a building built for 
learning. We firmly believe that students are not afraid of 
education — but we must provide the space for them to learn. 


I shall close my report by sincerely thanking the towns- 
people, School Committee members, Superintendent of 
Schools, and the Elementary School Principal for their efforts 
on my behalf. Also, to the faculty and school personnel, my 
sincere thanks for all your help during the past school year.
